Business in the Colonies 


Among our earliest artisans, and 
therefore men of business, we should 
list John Alden who was a cask 
maker hy trade. John, who probably 
would not have made his home in 
America if he had not fallen in 
love with the fair Priscilla, became 
a joiner. One product of his handi- 
work is a chair now at Duxbury, 
Mass. 

By 1660 apother furniture maker, 
Thos. Dennis, is recorded as making 
fine carved oak chests and chairs 
in Ipswich, Mass. 

One of the first to be known as a 
professional cabinetmaker was Nich- 
olas Disbrowe of Hartford, Conn. He 
became famous for the handsome sun- 
flower chest, and for his use of the 
conventionalized tulip on the boxes 
and chests so much in demand as a 
necessary article for storage in that

period. His nephew managed a 
group of men who turned out house- 
hold objects in Hadley, Mass. Their 
chests, sometimes designated as Had- 
ley chests, were recognized by their 
design of a crudely carved leaf, 
flower and small scroll, Occasion- 
ally they too used the tulip design. 
Chests were both painted and un- 
painted; at times when they had 
been carved, the sunken background 
= colored black and the carving 
red. 


One of the busiest of men in the 
days of colonia] settlement was the 
shipwright, whose hammer was al- 
most never still. One record, in 
1641, was of a “prodigious ship of 
three hundred tons” which was con- 
structed at Salem. Vessels were 
needed for getting about on the coast 
and rivers, and before many years 
had passed they were necessary for 
ae trade with the West In- 

ies. 


By 1629 a brick kiln was built at 
Salem where good clay was found. 
Ten years later the manufacture’ of 
glass was begun for we read there 
“were granted to the glassmen sever- 
all acres of ground adjoyning to 
their houses.” And it was not long 
before an enterprising shoemaker 
laid the foundation of a great in- 
dustry at Lynn, Mass. 

In 1639 the printer Stephen Daye 
set up his press in the house of 
Harvard’s first president, Henry 
Dunster. The Bay Psalm Book 
which he produced in 1640 was the 
first book in English printed in Am- 
erica as we all know. Setting every 
letter by hand he also turned out the 
“Freeman’s Oath” and the “Alman- 
ac.’ 

In the eighteenth century, an out- 
standing family of cabinetmakers in 
Rhode Island was that of John God- 
dard, born in Dartmouth, Mass., in 
1724, and Job Townsend, a Quaker 
furniture maker established in New- 
port, and whose daughter Goddard 
married. The latter became known 
for what was called “block front’ 
furniture, in particular the fine 


secretary desks which the prosper- 
ous merchants thought necessary for 
their homes. 


Goddard’s pieces were 
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of various types, unusually well pro- 
portioned for the time, and on many 
he used the elaborate shell carving. 

By the middle of the century wo- 
men’s fashions were becoming defin- 
itely important, and we find an en- 
thralling account, deted 1757, of the 
effects of Mrs. White of Norwich, 
Conn.: “Gowns of brown duroy, 
striped stuff, plain stuff, black silk, 
crepe, calico and blue camlet; a 
scarlet cloak, blue cloak, satin flow- 
ered mantle, a furbelow scarf; a 
woolen petticoat with calico border, 
a camlegt riding-hood, long silk hood, 
velvet hood, white }ood trimmed with 
lace, a silk bonnet, and nineteen 
caps; a cambrick laced handkerchief, 
silk handkerchief, linen handker- 
chief, sixteen handkerchiefs in all; 
a muslin laced apron, flowered laced 
apron, green taffety apron, fourteen 
aprons in all; a silver riband, silver 
girdle, blue girdle, four pieces of 
flowered satin, a parcel of crewel, 
a woman’s fan, a gold necklace, 
death’s head gold ring, plain gold 
ring, sett of gold sleeve buttons, 
gold locket, silver hair peg, silver 
cloak clasps, and a stone button set 
in silver; a large silver tankard, 
silver cup with two handles, a cup 
of one handle, and a large silver 
spoon.” 


As an evidence of the importance 
of the business men of their time, or 
perhaps their wealth, we find a re- 
vealing passage in Benjamin Frank- 
lin’s autobiograpjy wherein he noted 
that on a ship on which they sailed 
to England “Messrs, Onion and Rus- 
sel, masters of iron-work in Mary- 
land, had engaged the great cabin; 
so that Ralph and I were forced to 
take up with a berth in the steerage, 
and none on board knowing us, were 
considered as ordinary persons.” 


In Connecticut, early in the cen- 
tury, copper ore was_ discovered. 
For some strange reason some cler- 
gymen were given the management 
of the company which was _ estab- 
lished, and it was not long before it 
was chronicled that the ministers 
“seem to have known more about the 
fires of hell than of smelting fur- 
naces.” Thus it became necessary 
to put the mine in the hands of 
business men and it soon proved 
successful under their management. 


About the most prosperous busi- 
ness men of the time were the mer- 
chants engaged in trading and ship- 
ing, for we read that “The water 
front was a scene of constant activ- 
ity, being lined with warehouses, oil 
refineries, candle and _  candlebox 
factories, coopers’, carpenters’, black- 
smiths’, and boat -builders’ shops, 
rope wells, sail lofts, outfitting, 
hardware and grocery stores, ship 
chandlers . ... the air resounded 
with the varied noises of a great 
industry, the sounds of the carpen- 
ters’ and coopers’ hammers or the 
caulkers’ mallets, the shouts of the 
workers and the chanties of the 
sailormen.” 

This was a foretaste of American 
business by the time of the Revol- 
ution.

Over Hill Over Dale 


Since his discovery of Schumann- 
Heink’s- “Wie Ein Gruessen,” Mr. 
Kishpaugh has become quite a celeb- 
rity. So to better introduce him to 
our readers, I’ve asked Harlan to 
contribute an article to these pages. 
Here it.is, and here’s the one tuéme 
owner of the litile dise, which has by 
now ‘passed into other hands.

A year and a half ago, as I sat in 
consultation with Randolph English, 
program director of WTRY, Troy, 
¥., we were endeavoring to think of a 
suitable: title for the radio program 
we were making arrangements for. 
We knew it would feature superann- 
uated recordings, voices.out of the 
past, and recorded oddities of the 
early and middle ages of sound-on- 
wax, but getting it off with the start 
of an appropriate name turned out to 
be no easy task. At last, I remember- 
ed the awful clutter and confusion of 
my little upstairs storeroom, with 
boxes and shelves full of records of 
all shapes and sizes, and most labels, 
and I suggested ‘we call it “Melodies 
From the Attic.” 

Since June, 1952, save for the sum- 
mer vacation period and occasional 
bumping off the air by really 
important broadcasts, MELODIES 
FROM THE ATTIC has been a 
Sunday evening feature of WTRY. 
I admit I approached the assignment 
with many misgivings, knowing that 
my regular parish work -would leave 
me but odds and ends of time 
to prepare the weekly half-hours, 
and I would have to content my- 
self with little of professional pol- 
ish. At any rate, I aimed at being 
musically intelligent and literate, and 
at making no effort to conform to 
popular taste. The programs fall into 
several categories; biographical pro-

grams, featuring the lives and record- 


ings of great vocal artists of the 
past — andthis, of course, meant 
much emphasis on: opera; popular 


singers and instrumental] artists of 
the early dayswho made recording 
history and were heard and loved by 
our parents and grandparents; ex- 
cursions into unfamiliar areas as In- 
dian music of the past (such as can 
be found recorded) and numbers from 
forgotten operettas and musical com- 
edies; remarkable recordings. by 
otherwise obscure artists; primitive 
discs from the days of Berliner and 
Eldridge Johnson; and freaks and 
oddities that found their way on the 
cylinders and discs through the year’s 
of the development of putting sound 
into spiral wiggles. 

The enterprise has brought me tre- 
mendous satisfactions, usually touch- 
ed off by letters from listeners. In 
the course of things, I got to meet 
many of them, and the friendships 
of these friendly folk of like inter- 
ests have enriched the lives of my 
wife and myself beyond all words. 
Letters have come in, not in tre- 
mendous basketfuls — that we didn’t 
exnect — but a steady flow of letters 
and cards from folks of musical in- 
telligence, and capable of appreciat- 
ing the aims of the program. Many 
wrote of their gratitude for having 
the chane2 again to hay the pieces 
that had thrilled them when they 
were children; or pieces that reminded 
them of visits to their grandparents, 
when the morning-glory horn in the 
corner became a fount of the great- 
est musical experiences of their young 


ays. 
All this was possible, I feel, be- 
cause my collection of recordings is 
so. heterogeneous. The rarefied at- 
mosphere of collecting only the tops, 
or only coloraturas with blue eyes 


is not for me. I’m just about as 
happy over finding a very old and 
scarce Spencer-and-Jones duet as I 
am in securing a Battistini— and 
these two actually came my way in 
the space of half a day recently. 

I think that if I were financially 
able to purchase simply any record 
which I found and desired the whole 
hobby would lose its joy and charm. 
Truly, as my friend Joe—who will 
be mentioned again later in this ar- 
ticle — says, “The fun is in the hunt.” 
And when I had the chance to tip 
Joe off to the location of The Roller 
Mine he had a chance to hunt: in a 
wholesale way. More of thig anon. 

My sometimes arduous, many times 
laughable, and occasionally .disap- 
pointing adventures in pursuit of the 
elusive and therefore desirable roller 
or disc have happily punctuated the 
last ten years for me; and perhaps 
you who read this will find something 
of interest and inspiration and may- 
hap a chuckle or two in the mention 
of them. 

I recollect with a certain serene 
satisfaction the unkempt, uncivil and 
profane proprietor of a junkshop 
wherein I picked out one lone disc 
from a pile of rubbish and laid it 
aside while I looked a little further. 
Finding nothing more, I asked the 
owner the price of the record on the 
crate which served as‘a counter. He 
mistakenly picked up some battered 
ghastly popular, and said “That’s 
fifty cents. That’s blankety blank 
great stuff.” I replied, “No, I mean 
that one with the red lable.” “Oh,” 
says he, “that blankety dash junk? 
That’s a nickel.” So I take a mint 
copy of Victor 64299 home; the 
scarce Rita Fornia disc of Becker’s 
Friihlingzeit. 

In a small New York city I en- 
tered a little second-hand store where 
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I saw stacked a few hundred dis- 
carded juke-box horribles, and asked 
the taciturn proprietor if he had any 
more records besides these. His reply 
was a disinterested “No.” After a 
few moments pause, as an after- 
thought, he added, “‘There’s some old 
ones back there in the barn.” Ex- 
pressing an interest in taking a look, 
anyhow, I was told to go out to the 
small door on the other side of the 
great rickety barn and help myself 
to all the looks I liked. I picked my 
way through piles of boxes, and got 
into the barn. There were discs in 
stacks, in boxes, in barrels, stuffed 
in the oats boxes, stuck behind raft- 
ers, and, to my astonishment, in 
gunny sacks on the floor. There were 
literally thousands. And so, while the 
waving cobwebs herringboned my 
Sunday suit, I started to go through 
what batches looked promising. Many 
were junk, many were warped beyond 
all usefulness by years of dampness, 
some piles were literally glued to- 
gether. I had only an hour to spare, 
and you can guess I made discs fly 
in those sixty minutes. It was worth 
it. Though most of the stuff was 
junk — and I found no record man- 
ufactured after 1920— I selected 
about 125 platters and lugged them 
into the store, where the unruffled 
and lackadaisical proprietor sat 
chewing the same cabbagy cigar. I 
had found many Red Seals, and in 
surprisingly good condition; I rem- 
ember a goodly number of Tetrazzi- 
nis, Melbas, Carusos, De Lucas, Galli- 
Curcis, McCormacks, Farrars, Ea- 
mes’, Sembrichs, and a few very fine 
early Columbias. Among this _batch 
there was Evan Williams singing 
“Sound an Alarm” from Judas Mac- 
cabaeus, one of his finest recordings, 
and quite scarce, as Williams discs 
go. It also has an added fillip of in- 
terest for me because at the very be- 
ginning there are two faint but 
unmistakable toots of a 19-0- some- 
thing pre-Klaxon auto horn. Some- 
body must have opened the studio 
door and admitted a Camden street 
sound. I wondered how many of 
these records I could afford to ne- 
gotiate for, and was mentally laying 
out my leading choices. Mental labor 
all lost it‘ was, since the cigar wob- 
bled a couple of times, and from 
behind it came the query, “Think 
two dollars is too much?” I allowed 
as how it was satisfactory. It should 
have been! Less than two cents a 
record! 


Speaking of oddities, a friend lent 
me a Zonophone 7-inch dise which I 
weuld venture to class as unique. 
Here are a baritone and a bass, the 
latter a Metropolitan Opera artist, 
perpetuating a number in which 
they sing in unison—almost—a fa- 
miliar air, The Heart Bowed Down. 
They can’t keep together, either in 
pitch or time, and I would guess 
that this recording was made at 
some informal gathering where they 
were induced to try to sing together. 
At the close of the abbreviated num- 
ber, there is applause, some bravos, 
and then, startling in its distinct- 
ness, a man’s voice says, “Ah! Prin- 





gle’s pet, eh?” The singers were 
Wiliam Paull, baritone, and Lam- 
priére Pringle, bass. Bauer lists 
49 G&T, Berliner and Zonophone re- 
cordings by Paull—including G&T 
2-2570, The Heart Bowed Down. 
Pringle, however, has but two listed, 
Grammovoxes of uncertain date. 
Paull’s effort are listed as 1900, 1901, 
and 1903. If any readers can shed 
any light on this informal old plat- 
ter, I would appreciate having them 
contact me. The singing is amateur- 
ish, and somehow suggests the prox- 
imity of a punchbowl, and therefore 
a party. 

The study of and the hunt for im- 
portant hill-and-dale recordings is to 
me one of the most fascinating angles 
of this record-gathering disease. To 
my mind, the customary excuse for 
orphaning hill-and-dales is that they 
can’t be played on a conventional 
phonograph. Since when have record- 
collectors been bothered with conven- 
tionalities? If a person be really in- 
terested, he can assemble some ma- 
chinery for voicing the up-and-down- 
ers. Which leads to the voicing of 
the fact that in the upstairs store- 
room of my mountain home there is 
a lineup of these: an Edison wax 
cylinder machine, an Edison Amber- 
ola, a Diamond Disc cabinet, and an 
arrangement for playing Pathés. 

My own simple system electrifies 
these when I wish — I do not always 
wish—and it is from this strange 
obsolete assortment that many of 
my radio programs originate. Along- 
side these there stands a conventional 
electric player and a fine large Vic- 
trola XIV. Sometimes it takes some 
frenzied engineering to get a pro- 
gram integrated and aired, but each 
one seems to bring enjoyment to a 
lot of people. Truly, Melodies From 
The Attic is just that, 

I have heard no rendition of “A 
Tanto Amor” (Favorita) that pleases 
me more than the Mario Laurenti 
version on Edison Diamond disc. [ 
thrill to Riccardo Martin doing “Ah! 
Si Ben Mio” on Blue Amberol 28113, 
and Constantino does a tremendous 
job on “Ah. Non Credevi Tu” on 
Amberol 28150, its ancient, honorable 
and Italian origin attested to by 
its stentorian announcement. I have 
nobody to sing the “Alexandria!” 
from Thais for me except Giovanni 
Polese on Blue Amberol 28118. The 
other day out of the Roller Mine I 
excavated Blue Amberol 2335 — the 
Edison Light Opera Company singing 
numbers from the forgotten operetta 
“Olivette.” Fine and spirited sing- 
ing, and I’ll eat the roller if that 
isn’t Billy Murray singing the “Bob 
Up” number! The little folders which 
are occasionally found inside the Am- 
berols are excellent background ma- 
teria] for understanding the record. 
For instance, one showed up with 
the “Olivette” cylinder, and it not 
only places the operetta and author, 
but gives the complete words of the 
numbers put on the recording. Cer- 
tainly an experience unique and al- 
most incredible for us upstate hill- 
and-dalers was the finding of the 
Roller Mine. I received a hint that 
in a certain building, abandoned and 
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partially wrecked, there was consid- 
erable debris which was composed 
partially of Edison Blue Amberol 
records. When I had opportunity I 
drove to the building, finding it with- 
out difficulty, and found that the tip 
was genuine. In a wrecked upstairs 
room, I rescued about 200 cylinders, 
not having the time or space to han- 
dle more. When calling on our good 
friend Joe, whose interest in cylin- 
ders is keen, I passed the tip on to 
him, and he proceeded to make a trip 
to the rubble heap which had once 
been a building. He rescued another 
200 or so, and then bethought him- 
self to take a look in the basement. 
rooms. Picking his way through 
plaster, broken lath, watersoaked 
cartons and booze bottles, he came 
into a celler room — and one look 
left him gasping. There were, not 
dozens, but hundreds of Amberols; 
mixed with rubbish and trash, there 
were the rollers, a foot deep. To 
shorten a long tale, Joe took out over 
2000 of them, and the end was not 
yet. With what I and Joe and Larry 
Holdridge took out, mostly in sack- 
fuls, the total might be estimated as 
about 2500 usable cylinders,and the 
collections of all of us have been 
augmented and enriched. 


; The round paper boxes were prac- 
tically all ruined by dampness, but 
in most cases the record inside was 
preserved. All needed cleaning, but 
most of them came out in good shape. 
Many which had gotten water in the 
inside had the plaster’ crumbled 
out, and these, perhaps another 500, 
had to be written off as a dead loss. 
It would be wonderful to set down 
that many tremendous rarities came 
to light in the Roller Mine, but it 
would be trifling with the verities 
to insist on such statements. There 
were many duplicates, and many 
dance records of the 20s which any 
one can have that wants them, as far 
as Joe or Larry or myself are con- 
cerned. But there were scores of 
ballads of the time, solos, duets, quar- 
tets by all of Edison’s staff artists, 
and a great number of enjoyable 
band and orchestra numbers, marches 
and classical. There were not 
many operatics, but there were some, 
notably Mario Laurenti singing ‘‘Cor- 
tigiani” and Parvis and Rappold on 
a purple roller do the Trovatore 
“Mira, di Acerbe Lagrime”: Arthur 
Middleton sings beautifully ‘Rose” 
from Monsieur Beaucaire; and many 
other unusual numbers turned up. A 
few Diamond Dise lay around for- 
lornly in the place, but none of im- 
portance except one which provided 
me with something I had long wanted 
to have a sample of — and that is 
Edison’s 12 inch, 40 minute Diamond 
Disc. And since the number is 30001, 
I am going to assume, until I am 
corrected, that this is the first; and 
that puts me in possession of a copy 
of the first 12 inch American L P 
record. The contents are simply din- 
ner music numbers, played by the 
Hotel Commodore Ensemble. 


An Edison Amberola in good con- 
dition can be electrified with surpris- 
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ingly efficient results. I myself would 
prefer to use the original spring 
motor, but with the existing repro- 
ducer point, a crystal cartridge and 
a little ingenuity the sounds in the 
grooves can be led through any pro- 
per electrical amplification system. 
The point must be constructed so as 
to vibrate at the proper angle and 
rest on the cylinder with the correct 
floating weight. Since a respectable 
sampling of Edison’s Blue and Pur- 
ple Amberols has found its way into 
my possession I have found an inter- 
esting, cheerful and rewarding angle 
of the record kingdom. many Amber- 
ol operatics are outstanding ver- 
sions, and often present numbers 
seldom recorded elsewhere. A great 
number of songs come to light, in 
solo, duet, trio and quartet which are 
remarkable harmonizations, brilliant- 
ly performed. Tasteful interpolat- 
ions of bells, xylophones, string and 
brass, and obligatos enliven other- 
wise ordinary numbers. Band music 
sparkles, cornet solos ring joyously; 
singers sing, however lowly the song, 
and don’t moo. There is always some 
surface noise, but it is not prominent 
and a person never notices it after 
the first half-record — and it disap- 
pears urider electrical amplification. 
A great number of cylinders have 
stale and uninteresting - sounding 
titles —and then surprise you with 
interesting, even beautiful music. 

If the opportunity presents itself 
for you to gather in some of the hill- 
and-dale productions, and you also 
find coming your way something to 
play them on, I venture to suggest 
that you can find pleasure and inter- 
est in the excursion off the beaten 
track of conventional record-collect- 
ing. Cylinders, Pathes and Diamond 
Dises all have rewards for you. 
Maybe you’ll even find another Roll- 


er Mine.

It is fortunate indeed that the 
IRCC, in addition to introducing us 
to rare records of the finest artists, 
also makes it possible for us to own 
some of their performances which 
otherwise would never be generally 
available. 


Mind now that I’m not one to ap- 
prove LPs in connection with great 
singers whose artistic activities ceas- 
ed long before the advent of the long 
playing record. But when the LP 
gives us the singers’ private or off- 
the-air efforts, and in an abundance 
permitted only by the slow speed, I 
begin to feel that LPs have their 
advantage in the historical field also. 


Some years ago the IRCC put out 
an off-the-air recording of Gerald- 
ine Farrar doing “The Four Mar- 
guerites” and, later, another dise, 
privatly recorded, on which she re- 
cites two of her own poems. So what 
happened? These two 78s are now 
highly priced collectors’ items ap- 
pearing but seldom on sales lists. 
Twice I bid on “The Four Marguer- 
ites” and each time someone beat me 
to the record. 


Now collectors have another chance 
to acquire these records, as they have 
been re-issued by the IRCC on LP. 
It’s a chance par excellence, for aside 
from being a combination of the two 
records, one gets still another broad- 
cast of the fascinating Farrar thrown 
in for good measure. 


Listening to this LP, one can’t help 
wondering at the beauty of her 
speech, something with which not 
many singers are blessed. I’m sure 
in fact, that had the beauteous Ger- 
aldine chosen the legitimate stage as 
her profession, she would have been 
no less successful as a_ brilliant 
dramatic actress. Hér comments on 
the records of Lilli Lehmann are im- 
pregnated with deep feeling and love 
for her great teacher, as well as with 
a profound grasp of the subject, 
which she thoroughly discusses. 
That’s another gift of hers which so 
many singers lack: the ability to 
effectively and accurately transmit 
their knowledge through the spoken 
word — a rare gift that stands her in 


good stead when she recites her own 
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two charming and touching Christ- 
mas poems. 

“The Four Marguerites,” each ac- 
companied by herself, and each dif- 
ferently portrayed and interestingly 
discussed, are valued fragments of 
Farrar’s "famed interpretative artist- 
ry. While wishing for more of her 
singing, one is nonetheless grateful 
for these bits, and other such bits of 
their art our celebrated singers have 
left to us, their faithful admirers.

IV Continuing Guido’s Columbia 
Career. 

Too much space would be required 
to give a “play-by-play” account of 
Guido Deiro’s Columbia career, which 
extended from 1910 to 1924. Just 
why it ended then isn’t apparent. 
Seemingly, his records were still pop- 
ular. But Columbia went through 
the bankruptcy wringer in 1923 and 
may have retrenched by ridding it- 
self of some of its expensive artists’ 
contracts. He continued for years 
to run the gamut of passingly pop- 
ular tunes to “light classics,” and 
contributed to Columbia’s Italian 
series some numbers which were 
never issued in the American catalog. 
Among these was “Egipto — Fan- 
tasia,” which Hilding Bergquist de- 
scribes as “Guido’s only classical 
original composition.” Recorded in 
August, 1912, it was issued under 
two numbers, E3976 and C2219. It 
is now published as sheet music by 
Pietro’s firm. For some unknown 
reason, Columbia never had Guido 
make any 12-inch records of over- 
tures, such as were popular when 
Pietro recorded them on the larger 
size for Victor. 

For more than a decade during 
the period when his popularity was 
greatest, the yearly Columbia cata- 
logs contained the following refer- 
ence to Guido: 

Beyond question the most proficient 
accordion player of the present day 
is Mr. Guido Deiro, whose Columbia 
records have enjoyed a sale that has 


been nothing short of phenomenal. 
Mr. Deiro is a well-known stage fig-

ure, having traveled as a vaudeville 
headliner over the most important 
circuits of the United States and Can- 
ada, and has also appeared with sen- 
sational success in the Winter Gar- 
den and other well-known places of 
amusement in New York. 


Actually, those few lines pretty 
well sum up Guido Deiro’s career. 
Vaudeville engagements, recording, 
composing and writing accordion 
textbooks — those things constitute 
his life’s story. Perhaps it would be 
as well to mention here that he seems 
usually to have been known by his 
last name, and it probably was be- 
cause of this that his younger broth- 
er soon discarded ‘“Deiro” and 
throughout most of his professional 
activities was known as Pietro. 

Other well-known Deiro records 
are A2343, “Vesti la giubba” from 
“Pagliacci” and “Musetta’s Waltz 
Song” from “Boheme”; A2395, 
“Siciliana” from “Cavalleria Rust- 
icana” and “Tancredi Overture”; 
A1843 “Down in Bom-Bombay” and 
“Put Me to Sleep With an Old - 
Fashioned Melody”; A1802, “Hop a 
Jitney With Me” and “My Little 
Girl” (both on one side) and “O 
Those Days’; A2202, “Madam But- 
terfly Selections” and “Poor Butter- 
fly”; and A261i5, “Serenade from 
‘Les Millions D’Arlequin’” and “My 
Florence.”’ Toward the latter part 
of his Columbia career Deiro record- 
ed a number of his own compositions, 
including A3665, “Lights and Shad- 
ows” and “Moonlight Waltz’; and 
on A8728, “Neapolitan Polka” and 
“Western Stars.” Song hits which 
he played in the early 1920’s include 
“Blue Diamonds” with “Zampa Rag” 
(A2969); A38875 “Underneath the 
Mellow Moon” and “Sahara Moon”; 
and A8451, “Crooning”’ and “T’ll 
Keep on Loving You.” 

In March, 1924, two months after 
Columbia had introduced its New 
Process “scratchless” discs and 
changed its numbering system, Guido 
was among those present (on record 
No. 34-D) with Victor Schertziner’s 
great success, “Marcheta,” doubled 
with Deiro’s own “Valse Caprice No. 
1.” The supplement comment is 
entertaining: N 

Cleek, one of the greatest detec- 


tives of all fiction, was known as 
“The Man With a Thousand Faces.” 


He was a whole army of detectives in 
one. We might call Deiro the Cleek 
of the accordion. When he presses 
his fingers on ... his piano-accord- 
ion it is immediately transformed 
into a whole band. Play these two 
widely different waltzes . . . You will 
sit and marvel as the artist’s deft 
fingers fly back and forth over the 
keyboard. 


_ Deiro’s latest Columbia records, 
issued in 1924, appear to be 94D, 
“Campana di San Giusto — Polka” 
and “Breitenbush March”; and 178D, 
Nevin’s “Narcissus” with Guido’s 
own “Valse Pirouette.” Bergquist 
lists two Cameos which Deiro made 
under that already mentioned dis- 
guise of Carlo Pampini — 533, “Cam- 
pana di San Giusto” and “Lola”; 
and 719, “Vesti la giubba” and “My 
Treasure Waltz.” The numbers seem 
to indicate the former was issued 
in 1924 and the latter in 1925. 


V End of Carrer 

_For much of the remainder of his 
life Guido Deiro appears not to have 
been in robust health. However, he 
continued to play theatrical and 
night club dates and also composed 
and wrote instruction books. I have 
an undated clipping from a magazine 
whose type I can’t identify, which 
says, under the heading of “Guido 
Deiro’s Royal Method Wins New 
Friends”: 

Volume 2 of the Royal Method for 
the Piano Accordion by Guido Deiro, 
world famous piano-accordionist, re- 
ports the publisher, Nicomede Music 
Co., Altoona, Penn., is winning new 
friends again this season. One feature 
... is found in the listing of new 
ways to play the piano-accordion 
skillfully. Mr. Deiro has collected 
enough of these to win the approba- 
tion of teachers and pupils every- 
where. P. Frosini, noted accordionist, 
recommends Deiro’s method highly. 


There was sad news for admirers 


of the brilliant virtuoso in The 
Accordion Review. 
For April — May, 1950, al- 


though a hopeful note came in to- 
ward the close: 


One of America’s Accordion Pio- 
neers and_ internationally-famous 
players, Guido Deiro, recently suc- 
cumbed to a _ nervous breakdown 
brought about by overwork and ex- 
haustion. At the time of writing he 
is well on the road to recovery, we 
are pleased to say, after several 
weeks spent in a sanatorium where 
he went to undergo treatment and 
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convalesce. It will be quite a while, 
however, before he will resume his 
professional and teaching career, 
since he was recommended by the 
doctors to take a complete rest in 
the country. 


lins,” contains this biographical note: 


Pietro Deiro (known professionally 
as ‘‘Pietro’’) is what may be termed 
a@ pioneer piano-accordionist ... 
This has placed him in the category 
of dean of American accordionists. 
When he was a child in Italy, the 
accordion fascinated him as a toy, be- 
cause he could push the various but- 
tons and try to guess what tone 
would come forth. No strict par- 
ental discipline made him practice 
hours a day . . . He did so of his own 


and arrangements. One, “The Jazz 
Accordionist,” was said to teach 
“how to play ‘hot’ and ‘blue’. and 
modern syncopation.” There was 
also “Pietro’s Piano Accordion Meth- 
od,” as well as ten new arrange- 
ments of songs that included “Dark 
Eyes,” “Ay, Ay, Ay” and “Song of 
India.”

A few months later there was an 
even sadder announcement which 
told of Deiro’s death and also gave 
some information not previously 
mentioned in this article: 





It is with regret we announce the 
death of Guido Deiro, who passed 
away on 26th July in. California, 
after a long illness. Until. .some 
months ago he had been playing pro- 
fessionally and conducting his own 
studios. Owing to a heart attack, he 
was forbidden to teach or play again 
and, despite convalescence ... his 
health did not improve. 

Guido Deiro was probably one of 
the best known accordionists, hav- 
ing toured Europe, Africa, England, 
Australia and the Orient. He was the 
first to make (piano accordion) re- 
cordings when he waxed for Colum- 
bia . . . in 1911. In 1920 he played on 
the first nation-wide American 
broadcast and eight years later was 
the first to star in a picture featur- 
ing the Accordion, 


free will. For, besides being a joy in 
itself, it was a means of occupying 
his time in other ways than working 
in his father’s general store. After 
Pietro Deiro came to America he put 
in twenty busy years of vaudeville 
concert playing, as well as in the 
making of phonograph records. All 
his spare time was devoted to ar- 
rangements and compositions for the 
piano accordion. . . 

When asked recently to what he 
attributed the popularity of the ac- 
cordion and why it should appeal par- 
ticularly to pianists, Mr. Deiro made 
the following statements: 

“A pianist has a great deal to gain 
by studying the _ piano-accordion. 
Some have had the mistaken idea 
that their art would suffer and that 
the piano-accordion is not sufficient-

VII, Pietro as a Victor Artist. 

However, it is Pietro’s career as a 
Victor recording artist that primarily 
concerns us. His first Victor record 
was announced in the supplement for 
January, 1914, under the heading, 
“Two records By a Famous Accor- 
dion Player.” The double-faced disc, 
No, 17486, consisted of “Broadway 
Medley,” which included “Mammy 
Jinny’s Jubilee” and “Here Comes 
My Daddy Now”; and “Great White 
Way Medley,” consisting of “I Love 
Her, Oh, Oh, Oh” and “You Made 


ly dignified to warrant their interest.

Me Love You.” Catalog Editor Sam 
Rous wrote: 


| Joe Laurie, Jr., gives a piquant 
mention of Deiro in his valuable 
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book, “Vaude,” the informal history 
of vaudeville. Laurie says that 
Guido Deiro was at one time mar- 
ried to Mae West! However, my 
song writer friend, Ray Walker, who 
knew both Deiro and Miss West well, 
says they were never married, al- 
though they were “very close 
friends.” Walker’s assertion is con- 
firmed by Pietro. 

Hilding Bergquist recalls that 
Guido Deiro wrote the music, to 
words by Herschel Henlere, of the 
popular Oriental type fox-trot, “Kis- 
met,” which he recorded as a solo 
on Columbia A2931, backed by “Kar- 
avan.” Bergquist adds: “I’ve also 
seen one of his own marches, pub- 
lished in orchestrated form. I vag- 
uely recall it as his ‘Breitenbush 
March’ but am not sure. I’ve also 
seen the sheet music of his ‘Kismet.’ 
He seemed to be fond of Oriental 
type tunes.” 


VI Pietro’s Early Years 

Pietro Deiro was born August 28, 
1888. It probably would not be far 
wrong to say that he was born to 
play the piano-accordion. At least, an 
article in The Etude for August, 
1931, gives that impression. The ar- 
ticle, called “The Interesting Piano- 
Accordion: An Interview With Pie- 
tro Deiro, secured by El Vera Col-

musical scope but also increase their 
versatility ... 

Before a pianist touches an accord- 
ion he already has eighty percent of 
the requirements for an accordion- 
ist, namely, his musical background, 
his ability to read music, his know- 
ledge of harmony and his technic. 
The other twenty per cent may be 
readily obtained, as it consists of the 
knowledge of the correct manipula- 
tion of the bellows and of the left 
hand keyboard . There are few 
limitations to the possibilities of the 
piano-accordion., e most ardent 
lover of classical music can express 
himself through the medium of the 
accordion, with music arranged or 
composed for it Arrangements 
have been made of selections by such 
composers as Verdi, Gounod, Von 
Suppe, Rossini and Beethoven. In ad- 
dition to these there are many other 
original compositions written for the 
piano-accordion ... e classical 
selections which have been adapted 
for the accordion do not suffer 
through being rearranged for the in- 
strument. Indeed they are often en- 
hanced on account of the organ ef- 
fects . . . The piano-accordion of to- 
day is so constructed that, by the ap- 
Plication of the register switch, it can 
produce the deep vibrant tones of an 
organ. When the register switch is 
released it can produce the clear 
sweet tones of a violin. Register 
switches have also been applied to 
the bass keyboard so that the effects 
may be varied in many ways.” 


The November, 1931 Etude con- 
tained an advertisement of Pietro’s 
piano accordion instruction books 
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By MOSORIAK & HECKERT 
INCLUDING A CHAPTER ON 
THE CARE AND REPAIR 
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$5.00 Postpaid — Insured 
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This accomplished player, who has 
been making a tremendous success in 
vaudeville, presents the unique spec- 
tacle of an accordionist who does not 
drop notes all over the stage, a fault 
quite common with many other play- 
ers on this difficult instrument. Signor 
Pietro’s execution is unusually bril- 
liant and his playing is marked by 
correct fingering and a fine sense of 
rhythm. These reproductions of the 
playings of this artist, who now 
makes records exclusively for the 
Victor, will, we think, be pronounced 
quite beyond competition. Two pop- 
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Visitors are invited to play our restored 
musical antiques. 
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ular medleys have been selected for 
Mr. Pietro’s first record, and those 
who hear them are likely to insist on 
further specimens of the work of this 
unusual artist. 


Note the reference to “Mr. Pietro.” 
The artist’s name was given, how- 
ever, on record as Pietro Deiro, and 
it was not until his “Sousa Medley 
March” and “Blaze Away March” 
(17921) was issued in February, 
1916, that his name was shortened 
on the label to Pietro. 

In February, there were two new 
Pietro records—a 10-inch, No. 17506 
“International Rag” and “Sailing 
Down the Chesapeake Bay Medley,” 
and a 12-inch, 35345, “Bridal Rose 
Overture” and “Stradella Overture.” 
The overwhelming success of the Jan- 
uary record must have caused Victor 
to rush production on the February 
issues, which had been recorded the 
preceding November 13. Here is what 
the catalog editor said: 

To say that the January Pietro 
records made a “hit’’ is putting it 
but mildly, and that much-abused 
word ‘furore’? might even be used. 
That no such accordion playing has 
ever been produced on records is 
the universal opinion of customers 
who have heard the two fine num- 
bers issued last month. For February 
we announce... two more popular 
selections and two fine overtures. The 
overtures are sure to cause a sensa- 
tion and give one an idea of the 
wonderful instrument used by Pietro 
—which he calls a ‘‘piano-accordion.’’ 
It might be called also a full military 
band and an orchestra, judging by 
the effects produced. Pursuing its 
usual policy of always giving Victor 
customers the best, Pietro, being the 
greatest accordionist in the world, has 
been engaged to make Victor records 
exclusively. 


Pietro was also present in March 
with 17531, “Luna Waltz’ and 
“Pietro’s Return,” that number for 
which The _ Billboard researcher 
sought in vain. In April he played, 
on 17551, the old faithful “Sharp- 
shooters March” which Guido had 
made so popular on Columbia, com- 
bined with “Beautiful Days Waltz.” 
He missed out in May, but in June 
was on deck with 17574, the A side 
of which contained two Irving Ber- 
lin songs, “This is the Life” and 
“My Arverne Rose.” The “B” side 
likewise was all-Berlin, with “Down 
in Chattanooga” and “Kiss Your 
Sailor Boy Goodbye.” 

Collectors who have this record 
may ascertain with a little experi- 
menting that it includes an amus- 
ing feature. After the music of 
“Down in Chattanooga” ceases, in 
the very last groove of the disc a 
voice (presumably not Pietro’s) says 
“Cut it out!” The sound runs into 
the smooth inside rim, with the re- 
sult that the voice repeats, “Cut it 
out! Cut it out! Cut it out!” over 
and over until the needle is lifted. 

Editor Rous wrote in a humorous 
vein: 

The unfortunate committee which 
has charge of the selection of records 
for the Victor Monthly Supplement 
has been scolded by some customers 
for allowing a month to elapse with- 
out new records by this famous play- 
er, who has made a success almost 
unprecedented with the splendid re- 
productions of his ‘“‘piano-accordion.” 
However, the blame must be laid on 
the record factory, which has not 


been able to take care of the demand 
for the Pietro records previously 
issued. 


In August, Pietro was present with 
another 12-inch record, No. 35367, on 
which he gave remarkable interpre- 
tations of the “Rigoletto Quartet” 
and “Light Cavalry Overture.” Two 
months later he was back with 17609, 
“Hungarian Rag’ and “Hummer 
Medley,” and Rous jokingly said: 
“The prize offered to any individual 
who can keep his feet still while 
Pietro is playing a ‘rag’ is still un- 
claimed.” In December the first 
Pietro record with one side by an- 
other artist was offered: No. 17643, 
on which he played “Italian Favor- 
ites—La Spagnola Waltz” and “Ciri- 
biribin” while Dr. Clarence Penney. 
gave a mandolin rendition of “Azalea 
Waltz.” . 

Having followed Pietro through his 
first Victor year, we must, to conserve 
space, hereafter touch only the high 
spots. When 17709, “Tip-Top Medley 
Fox Trot” and “Crackerjack Medley 
Fox-Trot,” was issued in April, 1915, 
this interesting comment was given: 


Several famous composers have 
honored the accordion by writing 
music especially for it. Tschaikow- 
sky used four accordions in his sec- 
ond orchestral suite, and Wolf-Fer- 
rari effectively employs it in “Jewels 
of the Madonna.” While the Pietro 
dance medleys are very pleasing, 
they do not permit the artist to ex- 
hibit his great skill as do the more 
serious compositions, and in a short 
time we hope to bring out several 
new overtures by him. 


In September No. 17802 'was issued, 
combining Pietro’s own “Verona 
Waltz” with “Italian-Spanish Favor- 
ites.” The promise to bring out more 
overtures was kept in November on 
35488, when the virtuoso played “Il 
Guarany Selection” and “Tranquillo 
Overture,” the latter written by him- 
self. Two of the greatest favorites 
in the accordion repertoire appeared 
in December on 17865—“Wedding of 
the Winds Waltz” and Waldteufel’s 
“Estudiantina Waltz.” 

When 17895, “Success Medley” and 
“Melody Rag” (the latter another 
Pietro composition) was issued in 
January, 1916, it was announced that 
“this accomplished player, who has 
been for sometime a vaudeville ‘head- 
liner,’ has just renewed his exclusive 
agreement with the Victor for a term 
of years, and perfect reproductions of 
his playing made in the Victor Labor- 
atory are thus assured to his admir- 
ers. In April, on 35524, he played a 
“Romeo and Juliet Selection” and 
“Overture to the Barber of Seville.” 
A month later, 35503 coupled Keler- 
Bela’s “Comedy Overture” with Pi- 
etro’s own “Trieste Overture.” 

In September, a real novelty was 
offered. On one side of 17941, Pietro 
played “Vesti la giubba’” while on the 
other “Pietro’s Accordion Quartet,” 
consisting of himself and the three 
Marconi Brothers, was heard in the 
Intermezzo from “Cavalleria Rusti- 
cana.” Said the supplement: 

Here is another Victor novelty 
which is likely to make a hit with 
those who enjoy accordion music— 


and that means almost everybody. 
The only Pietro has joined forces 
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with those accomplished vaudeville 
favorites, the Marconi Brothers, who 
are pupils of the greatest of players 
on this instrument; and some re- 
markable effects are produced by 
these four players in this beautiful 
record of the Cavalleria Intermezzo. 


VIII — Other Accordionists 

For the sake of comprehensiveness, 
this seems a good place to mention a 
number of other expert accordionists 
who made records during the period 
in which the Deiro Brothers domin- 
ated the field. A separate article 
had been devoted to Pietro Frosini. 
The Marconi Brothers made several 
Columbia records in 1917-18. Another 
team of brothers, Phil and Dan Bou- 
dini, made Pathé records during 
the same period, and furnished the 
accompaniment for some of Arthur 
Fields Pathes. Other Pathe accord- 
ion players recording in the United 
States were Charles Klass, Joseph 
Peppino and Mario Perry. 

Peppino and Perry also played for 
Brunswick in the early 1920’s. About 
the same time Anthony Galla-Rini 
was making Vocalion records, and 
much later he turned out some splen- 
did electrically recorded numbers for 
Victor and Brunswick. Around 1919- 
20, “Le Vaux” was playing ‘“Beauti- 
ful Ohio” and other popular numbers 
for Aeolian-Vocalion. Phil Baker and 
Ben Bernie made an accordion-violin 
duet of “Goodbye, Alexander” and 
“Waters of Venice” for Victor in 
1918, and some years later Baker 
played accordion solos for Edison 
and Emerson, usually interpolating 
vocal refrains. No doubt there were 
piano-accordion recordings by other 
artists, but these players are typical 
of the top-flight talent of the acoustic 
and early electric era.

Their real last name was 
Mentrasti. Mario Perry, to use his 
stage name, was the first accordionist 
to play on the radio at its birth in 
1919, and two years later he became 
the first to join Paul Whiteman’s Or- 
chestra. by 

Before returning to Pietro’s Victor 
activities, I should like to refer brief- 
ly to his records which appeared in 
English catalogs. A 1915 Regal list 
contains four double-faced Pietro 
records. Regal discs were made by 
the English Columbia company, so 
presumably the matrices of these 
records were obtained through a 
working agreement with the Colum- 
bia company in the United States, 
but most of the titles were never 
issued by American Columbia. That 
appears odd. Even odder is the fact 
that none of Guido Deiro’s records 
were included, in spite of his having 
been an exclusive Columbia artist. 
Pietro’s were G6714, the “Blue Dan- 
ube” and “Luna” waltzes; G6730, 
“Donanwellen (Danube Waves) 
waltzes” and “Firefly Waltz’; G6770, 
“Blaze Away March” and “Tran- 
quilla Overture”; and G7027, “Faust 
Waltz” and “Pagliacci Selections.” 

Another mystery is found in the 
1926 catalog of Aco records issued 
in England by the Vocalion Com- 
pany. There is a double-faced Pietro 
record, No. G15450, “Kiss of Spring” 
and “Valse Bluette.” Since the in- 
imitable Pietro was still under con- 
tract to Victor, I am puzzled over 
the source of this record. 

Pietro himself says he can’t ac- 
count for this Aco record, which was 
also issued in the American Vocalion 
catalog. He never did any recording, 
he says, while abroad, nor was he a 
Vocalion artist. Perhaps, he specu- 
lates, the matrices were sold to the 
Vocalion company by either Victor 
or Columbia. 


IX Continuing Pietro’s Career 

This review of Pietro’s Victor re- 
cording career has now reached the 
period of the United States entry 
into the first World War. During 
those trying days, Pietro, as might 
be expected, was called on largely to 
play numbers with a military flavor. 
In November, 1917, he was repre- 
sented by 18361, “American Nation- 
al Airs” and “Patriotic Airs of the 
Allies.” In December, No. 18397 
coupled “Good-bye, Broadway, Hello, 
France,” and “Don’t Throw Stones 
in the Well That Gives You Water” 
with “We’re Going Over” and “The 
Old Gray Mare.” There were no fur- 
ther Pietro records until July, 1918, 
when he played “War Ballad Medley” 
and “Eclipse Medley” on 18466. The 
A side contained “Just a Baby’s 
Prayer at Twilight” and “Joan of 
Arc” and the B, “I May be Gone for 
a Long, Long Time” and “Sweet 
Emalina, My Gal.” The war ended 
in November, but there was still an 
overseas flavor in the next Pietro 
record, issued in March, 1919. On 
one side of 18520 he played “Oui, 
Oui, Marie” and “I’m Always Chas-

Reinald Werrenrath and Charles Harrison 
Record Again!! 


I had intended to continue my dis- 
cussion of Maurice Chevalier’s rec- 
ords this month, but I have just 
heard some brand new Lp discs by 
Reinald Werrenrath and Charles 
Harrison on the Gavotte label which 
I feel are important enough to be 
written about first. 

The Werrenrath record was made 
in the Spring of 1958—less than 
four months before he died. Con- 
sidering the fact that he had already 
suffered a stroke shortly before, and 
that he was 70 years old at the time, 
his voice was remarkable. There is 
little point in recalling his long 
career on records which was done so 
well by Jim Walsh for HOBBIES 
in 1948. However, I might mention 
that one of my most vivid recollec- 
tions of the John Bieling Day party 
in Garden City in 1948 is of Dr. 
Werrenrath describing the condi- 
tions under which he had to record 
for Edison some forty years before. 
His red seal Victors were probably 
some of the most popular which that 
company ever released to the public. 
And now we have this final testi- 
monial to his great voice,

It also might be worth while to 
mention that the noted actor, (and 
composer of the World is Waiting 
for the Sunrise) Gene Lockhart, has 
written a tribute to Reinald Werren- 
rath which is printed in the album 
cover. 

The other Gavotte offering by 
Charles Harrison is equally impres- 
sive. Again I want to refer the read- 
ers to Jim Walsh’s excellent bio- 
graphy of the artist whose career 
on records goes back to May 1911. 
This new record was made by Mr. 
Harrison just last May and after 
comparing his voice now with his 
electrical Edison Diamond Disc of 
“Sunny Boy” made in 1928, I was 
amazed to find that his voice today 
is nearly as fine as it was 26 years 
ago. Here too is a carefully consid- 
ered selection of songs.

COLE 
BROS. 
CIRCUS 
1943 


By DANA STEVENS 


The Cole Bros. Circus of 1943, 
which was billed as the world’s sec- 
ond largest railroad show was under 
the personal ownership and man- 
agement of Kentucky-born Zack Ter- 
rell, who thirty-seven years before 
had started his circus career as a 
concession man on the John Robin- 
son Circus. 

In those thirty-seven years Zack 
Terrell experienced every phase of 
circusdom, both good and bad. 

In 1905, he joined the Ben Wal- 
lace Circus as an experienced pea- 
nut vendor. 

In 1912, he became associated 
with the Howes Great London Cir- 
cus which at that time was owned 
by Jerry Mugvian, who controlled 
five circuses. 

Mugvian put Terrell in charge of 

one of his five shows—the Lord 
George Sanger Great European 
Show, Terrell thought the name of 
the show too long and tongue twist- 
ing, so one of his first duties was 
to buy the name of the first show he 
had ever worked for—the John Rob- 
inson Circus. 
_ Terrell’s show officially took over 
its new name in Amer‘cus, Ga., one 
hot night after the last perfor- 
mance had ended. The long Sanger 
name was painted out and the new 
one painted in. 

As the new John Robinson Circus, 
the show played all through the deep 
south. 

The Jerry Mugvian company at 
this time controlled five important 
circuses — Hagenback-Wallace, 
Sparks, John Robinson, Sells-Floto, 
and Al G. Barnes. And Zack Ter- 
rell, who started as a peanut ven- 
dor, had an important interest in all 
of them. 

All of the Mugvian circuses did 
well for themselves, as circus fans 
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— WANTED

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and historians can well remember. 
They almost completely covered ev- 
ery section of the United States on 
their tours and played the big time 
in New York, Boston, Chicago, and 
all other large cities. 

In 1929 the Mugvian empire came 
to an end when the circuses were 
sold to John Ringling. Zack Ter- 
rell moved up to greater responsibil- 
ities and was put in charge of the 
Sells-Floto Circus, where he signed 
one of the biggest drawing cards of 
any circus on the road—Tom Mix 
and Tony. 

The first contract with Mix was 
for ten weeks and stated that Tom 
Mix was to receive the sum of ten 
thousand dollars per week. 

Terrell arranged for Mix to have 
his own private railway car, with a 
second car for his horse. 

The act Tom Mix did for the circus 
consisted of shooting glass balls that 
were thrown into tne air by a prop 
man. Tom Mix, sitting astride Tony, 
blew them to bits with expert rifle 
fire. In a sense, the act was not par- 
ticularly spectacular, yet the kids 
and oldsters went wild about it. 

In 1933, Terrell was no longer 
with the Sells-Floto Circus, In that 
year he staged the “Live Power 
Show” at the Chicago World’s Fair 
for the Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana. 

The show that he presented at 
the Fair was almost like a circus. 
In fact, Terrell had purchased tigers, 
elephants and other animals by the 
carload. But when the Fair was 
over, he found that there was noth- 
ing to do with the surplus animals. 

He shipped his animals to Roches- 
ter, Ind., and teamed up with a 
young animal trainer by the name 
of Clyde Beatty. The two of them 
organized the Cole Brothers-Clyde 
Beatty Circus. And in six months 
time thev had built their show into 
one of the second largest outfits in 
the world. Only Ringling remained 
larger. 

In time Terrell took over the com- 
plete ownership of the combined 
shows and once again officially 
changed the circus name. Only this 
time it was his own name that he 
had painted across the wagons, 
equipment, and props—Cole Bros. 
Circus, 

The Cole Bros. Circus of this pe- 
riod had winter quarters on the 
State Fair Grounds in Louisville. Ky. 
In the big four-towere4 building 
which stood roar the Main Gate, 
the Kentucky State Fair. in conjunc- 
tion with Cole Bros., built a per- 
manent zoo. 

Performance-wise the 1943 Cole 
Bros. program was one of the best 
ever, Pertormances were given af 
2:00 P.M. and 8:00 P.M. Doors 
opened at 1:00 P.M. and 7:00 P.M.

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The opening spectacle was enti- 
tled “The Conquest of Coronado.” 
It was conceived and staged by Col. 
Harry Thomas, equestrian director 
of the show, who had been with Ter- 
rell for more than thirty years at 
this time. 

The story of the “Conquest” spec- 
tacle dealt with the triumphant re- 
turn to Mexico of Senor Francisco 
Vasquez de Coronado after his suc- 
cessful quest of the seven cities of 
CIBOLA in the country now called 
the state of New Mexico. Accompanied 
by friends and a large company of 
Conquistadores, Coronado is awarded 
the governorship of the Province of 
New Galicia, in the presence of 
friends after a magnificent fiesta was 
held in his honor. 

In clown alley, the Cole show had 
some of the famous clowns of all 
time—Otto Griebling, Freddie Free- 
man, Horace Laird, Arthur Baralla, 
and many others. 

In the wild west concert spot the 
show featured Hank Linton, who 
was billed as a former pal of the 
great Pawnee Bill. Linton headed an 
assembly of champion cowboys, cow- 
girls, cossacks, and rough riders. 

It is quite possible that Tom Mix 
would still have been with the show 
in this featured spot had he not 
been killed in an automobile acci- 
dent in 1941. He was on his way 
then to join the Cole show which 
was in Hollywood at that time, 

As an extra-added feature after 
the main performance, Cole Bros. 
champion wrestler, “Whitey” Govro, 
made his appearance. 

Feature riding act of the 1943 sea- 
son was the celebrated Hanneford 
Family with the one and only Poodles 
Hanneford, greatest of all riding 
comedians. 

The big top band was under the 
direction of Eddie Woekener, some- 
times known as “The Sousa of the 
White Tops.” Miss Florence Tenny- 
son was the prima donna. 

An hour was given all patrons 
before each performance in order 
that they could inspect the traveling 
menagerie with its great collection 
of wild animals. 

Display No. 30 of the program, 
which ended the circus performance, 
was a patriotic display called “Vic- 
tory.” The display depicted the 
glories and freedom which would re- 
turn to America once the nation 
proclaimed its final victory.

exhibit. At the present time five 
halls of the museum have been equip- 
ped for use of the Guide-A-Phones. 
The sets rent for 35c a day. How- 
ever, as the whole program is still 
in its experimental phase, the rental 
may be adjusted to a higher or lower 
figure later on. The talks are given 
weekdays from ten to five and on 
Sundays from one to five. 


A new addition to cost $196,000 
is being planned for The Ringling 
Museum of Art, Sarasota, Fla., 
Marion I. Manley, Coconut Grove 
Architect, has drawn plans for the 
building. In the new unit space will 
be provided for the museum’s eigh- 
teenth century Asolo Theater and for 
a laboratory, work rooms, storage 
space, offices, and children’s class- 
rooms.

The Ohio State Museum, Colum-

Although he was edu- 
cated at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania for the dental profession, he 
practiced for only a short time and 
in thirty-five years turned out seven- 
ty four books which have been trans- 
lated into many foreign languages. In 
addition to books and original manu- 
scripts there are items which be- 
longed to Grey, furniture, sporting 
equipment, and other items on dis- 
play through the cooperation of 
Grey’s widow who lives in California. 


NEW ACQUISITIONS AT 
De YOUNG MUSEUM 


The M, H. De Young Memorial 
Museum, San Francisco, Calif., an- 
nounces the addition of two superb 
pieces of furniture, a commode and 
secretary, to the Roscoe and Mar- 
garet Oakes Collection. Both pieces 
were made the latter part of the 
18th century by the French cabinet- 
maker, Jean Henri Riesener, for 
Queen Marie Antoinette. For the past 
hundred years they have been in 
the possession of one of New York’s 
oldest and most prominent families. 

The pieces are made of ebony 
faced with Japanese lacquer showing 
landscapes, plants and animals on 
gold background and are profusely 
mounted with gilt bronze appliques. 

The early style of classicism, char- 
acteristic of the era of Louis XVI 
and his Queen Marie Antoinette, 
shows in the flat front, the straight 
lines of ormulu mouldings framing 
the panels, and certain motifs like 
acanthus leaves, rosettes and cornu- 
copiae, yet the gracefulness of Ro- 


coco is still preserved and the style 
is decidedly feminine. The most out- 
standing feature is the mountings 
or ormulu appliques. Heavy swags 
of various flowers enrich the front 
while delicate interwining garlands 
of roses decorate the frieze on the 
top panels where the Queen’s ini- 
tials M.A. are shown in the center. 
The gilding of the bronze is partly 
mat, partly burnished thus creating 
the effect of light and shadow. Every 
detail, the minute treatment of flow- 
er petals and leaves, the turning and 
movement of flowers reveal the vir- 
tuosity of the artist. In fact the gar- 
lands almost have the delicacy of a 
piece of jewelry. 

Jean Henri Riesener is claimed by 
the French as the greatest cabinet- 
maker of his epoch and he enjoyed 
the same fame as the painters and 
sculptors of his time. 

Born in 1734 in Western Ger- 
many he entered as a young man the 
workshop of Jean Francois Oeben, 
Royal cabinetmaker in Paris, who is 
also represented in the Oakes Collec- 
tion. In 1774 Riesener was made 
ebeniste ordinaire Du Mobilier De La 
Couronne and was especially favored 
by the new Queen. He created mag- 
nificent furniture especially for her 
chateau in Saint Cloud. 

After the French Revolution most 
of the chateau’s furniture was dis- 
posed of, Two pieces bearing the 
stampes of the Garde meuble de la 
Couronne and of Saint Cloud that 
were for a long time in the pos- 
session of the family of the duke of 
Hamilton are now in the Metro- 
politan Museum. They are closely re- 
lated to the commode and the sec- 
retary in the de Young Museum so 
presumably the Queen was so de- 
lighted with these pieces of art that 
she commissioned Riesener to make 
two similar ones with slight cor- 
rections—the two de Young pieces. 
Thus the new Oakes acquisitions are 
outstanding not only for their ex- 
quisite craftmanship and aesthetic 
beauty but also for their historic 
provenance.

stage. My brother Edward, who saw 
him on several occasions, once re- 
marked to me: ‘Pietro had more life 
and energy than anybody else I’ve 
ever seen. He seemed to overflow 
with it!” 

After electric recording was in- 
troduced in 1925, some of Pietro’s 
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accoustically made discs appeared in 
the Victor catalog for years after- 
ward. The last to go was 18743, 
“Turkey in the Straw” and “Russian 
Rag,” first listed in May, 1921, and 
still around in 1936. And until 1933 
his versions of “Danube Waves,” 
“The Return” and “Bel Giorni” stay- 
ed in the Columbia catalog. 

It seems strange that when Victor 
first began re-making electrically its 
best selling old process records, it 
did not have Pietro do over some of 
his standard favorites. Instead, Mario 
Perry played eight numbers that had 
been intimately associated with the 
younger Deiro—“Beautiful Days,” 
“Estudiantina,” “Italian - Spanish 
Favorites,” “Over the Waves,” 
“Sharpshooters,” ‘Sirens,” “Verona” 
and “The Wedding of the Winds.” 
Perhaps Pietro was out of the coun- 
try at the time. He made occasional 
trips to Europe, during one of which 
he was honored by the Italian gov- 
ernment for the contributions he had 
made to good music and the distinc- 
tion he had conferred upon his native 
land by his great skill and popu- 
larity. 

However, Pietro’s familiar name 
was soon back in the catalog, with 
new recordings. His versions of “The 
Kiss Waltz” and “The Broadway 
Waltz” were listed on No. 21163 in 
the international list for March, 
1928, and also appeared in the com- 
plete 1929 domestic catalog. This had 
been preceded in December, 1927, by 
another coupling in the international 
series, No. 80130, combining a polka, 
“Meridionale e Settendrionale”’ and 
“Dora—Mazurka.” In October, 1928, 
No. 81457, “Tres Jolie—Waltz”’ and 
“La Petite Tonkinoise—One-Step” 
“made” both the international and 
domestic releases, as did a two-part 
“Medley of Italian Airs” on 81710 
in December, 1929, After the Great 
Depression set in, about this time, 
the record business went to pieces 
for almost a decade. The “Broad- 
way” and “Kiss” waltzes combina- 
tion was the last Pietro record to be 
cut out of fhe catalog. It stayed a- 
round until a shortage of materials 
resulted in catalogs being reduced 
to a minimum around 1942. 

Pietro’s last recorded overture ap- 
pears to have been 68719, “Sicilian 
Vespers” and “The Merry Wives of 
Windsor,” issued probably in the mid- 
1920s. 

Pietro was heard from again as a 
recording artist when Decca engaged 
him for a series of fine electrically 
recorded discs around 1936. They 
included:

Spagnola and Cielito Lindo; 1277- 

Sharpshooters March/Pietro’s  Re- 

turn; 1278—Dora Mazurka/Elvira

March Medley; and 1668—Over the

Shrine Sentinel of Faith 


Driving along northwest Florida’s 
Gulf Coast Scenic Highway, Route 
98, at night one sees the distant dark 
sky pierced by a white cross gleam- 
ing in brilliant light. 

Unlike “flying saucers” this is no 
elusive apparition but an innovation 
in illuminating a landmark whose 
unique history, begun over a cen- 
tury- ago, continues to make it a 
popular tourist shrine. Its “guest 
book” is signed by visitors from all 
ever the world. 

The cross leads into the wayside 
town of Apalachicola where it sur- 
mounts a huge white building with 
tall columns resembling an ancient 
Greek temple. This is Trinity Epis- 
copal Church, considered the first 
pre- fabricated building erected in 
the United States, and whose front 
yard is now a state park. 

More important is the building’s 
spiritual significance. One of the 
three oldest Episcopal churches in 
Florida, 119 years ago Trinity be- 
gan pioneering a spiritual basis for 
a democracy of religion by accept- 
ing all faiths and races, regardless 
of creed or color. Symbolic of its 
spiritual force was its early sur-

vival. For it alone remained and 
continued as a sentinel of faith and 
fellowship after all else had van- 
ished of the lush era when Apalachi- 
cola was a flourishing economic 
stronghold, ranking as third largest 
port on the gulf coast, and rival- 
ing Mobile and New Orleans. 

Situated at the gateway to the 
great Apalachicola, Chattahoochee 
and Flint river system providing in- 
land navigation from Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Florida, Apalachicola was 
both a principal cotton export town 
and an official port of entry for for- 
eign ships. Surrounded by swamp 
and wilderness, there was no road 
within fifty miles and except for 
water transportation had no connec- 
tion with the outside world. 

However, its fame soon spread as 
a town combining booming business 
and the gay, glittering life of Monte 
Carlo. It offered luxurious living 
with lavish balls and banquets, horse 
races, cock-fights, lotteries and oth- 
er amusements that attracted visi- 
tors from everywhere. 

Aboard a schooner arriving from 
Baltimore in the autumn of 1835 
was the Reverend Fitch W. Taylor 





of the Episcopal Diocese of Mary- 
land. He came to visit friends but 
his vacation soon became a busman’s 
holiday. For he found no church and 
no clergyman. God was forgotten ex- 
cept in a few homes where the tra- 
ditional family gathering for daily 
prayer was still observed. 

For these Reverend Taylor con- 
ducted regular church services, us- 
ing any convenient room available. 
He called these gatherings “Christ 
Church.” As word spread about them 
people of different denominations 
asked permission to attend and were 
welcomed by the Marylander, who 
like the Lords Baltimore, believed 
in freedom of religion. 

Reverend Taylor stayed through 
the winter, and when he left, Christ 
Church had been organized into Trin- 
ity Parish under the leadership of 
a church warden, one of nine Epis- 
copal laymen incorporators includ- 
ing Dr. John Gorrie, the inventor. 

The next year, 1837, Trinity 
Church was incorporated by an act 
of the territorial governor, Richard 
Keith Call, and so was founded three 
years before the Episcopal Diocese 
of Florida. Incorporation was the

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impetus for a building. The Apalachi- 
cola Land Company gave appropriate 
land for a site. 

A building fund campaign was 
launched and when a_= sufficient 
amount was raised the currently pop- 
ular Greek architecture was chosen, 
and specifications for a structure of 
white pine to be constructed only 
with wooden pegs were mailed to 
New York City. Months later the 
building, cut in sections and pieces, 
unassembled arrived by boat at Apa- 
lachicola. 

A year later, 1838, it was com- 
pleted with organ and bell. On the 
high bell tower, forming a spire, was 
placed the gleaming white cross, like 
a beacon of faith beckoning to the 
hostile Indians, runaway slaves and 
pirates that inhabited the surround- 
ing wilderness. 

Local slaves attended the regular 
religious services in large numbers 
as it was one of the few churches 
in the South with a special gallery 
built for them. Church records show 
many slaves were baptized and be- 
came regular communicants. 

The building was consecrated in 
1841 by the Bishop of Tennessee. 
Soon after, the congregation was re- 
duced by the yellow fever epidemic 
that spread to Apalachicola from 
nearby St. Joseph. 

Sturdy and stalwart, the building 
survived wind and war, although 
windows and doors were “crushed in” 
by the violent gale of 1852. During 
the Civil War the building was closed 
after the bel] had been melted in- 
to cannon and the carpets and cush- 
ions converted into blankets for the 
Confederate Army. 

The Rector was- sent inland to 
Marianna, Fla., taking the rare Eng- 
lish silver communion service and 
which he hid in feather mattresses 
during the battle of Marianna. To- 
day this antique silver is exhibited 
in the Church building, open to the 
public weekdays and Sunday. 

Trinity Church has long reflected 
the trend of the times, One morn- 
ing in 1901 townspeople were star- 
tled to see the facade of the build- 
ing draped in black. The Greek col- 
umns were swathed in black cloth 
with festoons of it fluttering  be- 
tween them. 

This baffling mystery was solved 
hours later when a merchant men- 
tioned that the previous night he 
had opened his shop and sold his en- 
tire stock of black calico to certain 


citizens of English ancestry who had 
just learned of the death of Queen 
Victoria. Some church members op- 
posed this tribute to a foreign mon- 
arch but the calico remained until 
after the Queen’s funeral. 

Trinity’s historical importance was 
emphasized when the first monument 
honoring Dr. Gorrie for his inven- 
tion of the articifial ice making ma- 
chine was placed in the front yard 
of the Church in 1900. The yard was 
then called “Gorrie Square,” but in 
1951 it was changed to “Gorrie State 
Park” by an act of the Florida Legis- 
lature. 

Another prominent member was 
the New England Doctor, Alvin 
Wentworth Chapman, who sang in 
the choir. After making his home in 
Apalachicola, he combined the prac- 
tice of medicine with the study of 
Florida’s flora and fauna, and today 
is known as “the eminent botanist” 
and author of the still used stand- 
ard text, “Flora of the Southern 
United States.” 


Since construction the Church has 
been under the supervision of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary Guild, which con- 
tinues the old New England practice 
of hand dipping the Eucharistic 
candles and other early customs. 
However, it has introduced modern 
inventions when ever practical but 
without detracting from the build- 
ing’s original style and motif. 

The hand-pumped organ has been 
replaced by a streamlined pipe mod- 
el. The kerosene lamps have been sup- 
planted by electric lights strategi- 
cally arranged to accent the magnifi- 
cent stained glass windows with their 
indescribably beautiful color combina- 
tions. Quaint, old fashioned covers 
for the kneeling cushions are hand- 
made by members of the Guild. 

A more recent innovation is the 
appointment of a very young rector. 
He is the Reverend William Ander- 
son, an energetic, handsome native 
of Jacksonville, Florida, who modest- 
ly calls himself “the green deacon.” 
With his attractive wife, Martha, he 
is instituting many new, progressive 
measures and which is why many old 
timers affectionately murmur “Bill’s 
at it again!” 

Reverend Anderson began the 
nightly illumination of the cross on 
the steeple as a reminder that this 
Church is continuing its century old 
credo: “The strength of Trinity is 
in its power of faith and labors of 
its people.”

A Letter From 
Pietro Deiro 


After vaudeville went into what 
now appears to be a permanent de- 
cline, Pietro set up the Pietro Deiro 
Accordion Headquarters at 46 Green- 
wich Avenue, New York, which has 
become known as “The Accordion 
Capital.” As a long-time admirer of 
the great wizard of the piano-accord- 
ion, I wrote to him in the spring of 
1951, inviting him to attend the next 
John Bieling Day for pioneer re- 
cording artists and telling him of the 
pleasure his recorded works have 
given me ever since my childhood. I 
received this reply, dated May 8, 
1951: 

Dear Mr. Walsh: Your very com- 
plimentary letter has been received 
and I must say that it is very flat- 
tering and nice to hear from people 
who remember the old days of vaude- 
ville and records. At the moment I 
am still quite active in the accordion 
field and have ventured particularly 
into the publishing business for ac- 
cordion. This has served to keep my 
name in front of the public somehow 
and ever so often I get a letter simi- 
lar to yours which awakens old mem- 
ories and brings back many happy 
days. 

You can be assured that it is a 
pleasure to have my photograph for- 
warded you. I have personally auto- 
graphed it and will have it mailed. 

About the day on Long Island, I 
suggest that you let me know more 
about it a few weeks before the event 
takes place. I will try to make it if 
it is at all possible as I am sure that 
it will be a pleasant day. 

_ I shall be looking forward to hear- 

ing from you. 


Unfortunately, plans for the John 
Bieling Day, which was to have been 
held on September 10, fell through, 
and the parties, which gave so many 
pleasures to many recording artists 
and record collectors, have not been 
resumed. I have not since been in 
New York and so I have not yet 
achieved my long-time wish for meet- 
ing Mr. Deiro. 

However, I hope I shall yet be 
able to do that. In the meantime, 
here’s wishing him many more pros- 
perous and happy years as the ori- 
ginator of his accordion headquarters 
and as the dean of piano-accordion 

«players. With these good wishes to 
“The Daddy of the Piano-Accordion” 
go equally warm regards to his fam- 
ily. Pietro married Miss Bianca Vin- 
cenzi, and they have one son, Pietro 
Deiro, Jr., and a daughter Blanche 
Deiro. Pietro, Jr., is actively in 
charge of the business, which is pri- 
marily accordion music publishing 
with an edition of more than 1,000 
publications, supplying the great ma- 
jority of the accordion teachers and 
dealers throughout the country. 

Let us keep on having grateful 
recollections, too, of that other fine 
artist, Pietro’s brother, Guido. The 
Deiro Brothers, whose stage and re- 
corded work has given pleasure to 
millions, are sure of a permanent 
place in the history of American 
music.

Looking for a vacation spot? Then 
you’ll want to head south to a point 
midway on Florida’s east coast. Here 
at Vero Beach you will find Drift- 
wood Inn, one of the most publicized 
hotels in the United States. It has 
been written up in every -type” of 
publication from-the Saturday’ Eve- 
ning Post to; syndicated , newspaper 
columns: «Variously captioned .°as 
“Florida’s Most ‘Fabulous Hostelry” 
and “House Party Hotel,” this 
sprawling structure might also be 
called “A Bell Collector’s Paradise.” 

It’s surprising that others have not 
used this caption; for bells are a con-

spicuous feature of Driftwood Inn, 
hanging everywhere, in every likely 
spot, They are, in fact, an absorb- 
ing hobby of Waldo Sexton, the ge- 
nial owner and host. He has nearly 
two hundred of them, all fairly large, 
and they are rung at the slightest 
provocation. They announce meals 
and. the arrival or departure of 
guests. And sometimes they are rung 
—especially the one from a Mexican 
cathedral—just for the beauty of 
their: sound. 

“The interesting thing about my 
bells,” comments Sexton, is that they 
are hung down where people can

ing in the lobby of Driftwood Inn, Vero Beach, Fla. 
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reach them and whang on them when- 
ever they have the yen to do so.” 

In a more formal atmosphere, 
guests would not feel so free to 
ring the bells at every whim. Life at 
Driftwood Inn, however, is anything 
but formal. No door is ever locked; 
there are no keys. Guests are free 
to wander where and when they will, 
much as if they were at a house- 
party. The accessibility of the bells 
about the inn merely adds to the 
charm of this informality. 

Because he claims to know noth- 
ing about running.-a hotel, Sexton 
has put a tall dark lad named Win- 
nie Harshbarger in complete charge 
of running Driftwood Inn.. Jovial, 
husky Sexton himself is usually busy 
with his varied interests and en- 
thusiasms, being a Florida cattle- 
man, dairy operator, orange grower, 
real estate broker and world traveler. 
But amid all this he has time to 
play host to his guests, and he takes 
particular delight in pointing out his 
various bells. 

Ten carefully selected ones hang 
in the broad “breezeway” which is 
cut right through the inn. Among 
them are bells from a ship, a locomo- 
tive, a Chinese temple, a fourteenth- 
century Mexican church and the New 
York elevated steam railroad. Oth- 
ers are suspended from brackets 
around the balconies or are mounted 
somewhere around the grounds. 

In his collection Sexton claims to 
have everything from Swiss cow 
bells to Chinese temple gongs, Some 
of his finest specimens have come

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out of churches, schools and public 
buildings throughout the South. On 
more than one occasion, this good- 
hearted innkeeper has been known to 
give away bells to cnurches and to 
people who come to Driftwood and 
think they want a bell. 

All who see the bells at Vero 
Beach agree that they have just 
the right setting, one that no doubt 
resembles the old rustic niches from 
which they came. Built largely of 
castings from the sea, in the best 
South Sea Island tradition, this 
rambling driftwood structure stands 
so close to the ocean that waves lap 
its foundation; and its picturesque 
weather beaten appearance is kept 
that way purposely. Sexton allows 
none of the silver-hued timbers to 
be painted, for he likes the natural 
grain of the wood. He has, in fact, 
what he calls a “wide-board-and- 
wrought-iron complex.” Wrought iron 
railings, brackets, emblems, et cet- 
era, blend with the architecture and 
help to support many a heavy bell. 

The bells, in some instances, like 
the lavish interior furnishings, were 
purchased by Mr. Sexton during his 
travels. He travels miles here and 
abroad to visit antique shops and 
auction sales. Many of his treasures, 
he claims, once belonged to world fa- 
mous individuals. There is a bell 
from Casey Jones’ locomotive, for 
example, and another one used by 
Harriet Stowe. There is also a read- 
ing lamp that belonged to William 
Jennings Bryan, a favorite chair of 
John D. Rockefeller’s, a sleigh once 
belonging to the Czarina of Russia, et 
cetera. The list is far too long to 
enumerate. 

Because Driftwood Inn is a fantas- 
tic looking structure, it’s a common 
fallacy to assume that Sexton has 
pieced it together, section by sec- 
tion, to suit his fancy. In reality, 
at least in planning the exterior ef- 
fect, he has had the advice and 
sketches of A. E, Backus, one of 
Florida’s top artists. 

The newest room planned for 
Driftwood Inn is a chapel—a most 
appropriate room for more bells. 
The idea of building this came to 
Sexton while he was in California 
with its numerous shrines, especially 
in San Francisco where so much at- 
tention is attracted to St. Francis. 
Sexton believes that St. Augustine 
should be looked upon as the patron 
of Florida. Thus his best wide 
boards, finest wrought iron and most 
mellow bells as Driftwood’s tribute 
to St. Augustine. 

For those who enter into the spirit 
of a visit at Vero Beach, (and what 
bell lover would not,) the bells dec- 
orating the inn are perhaps the most 
memorable feature of their stay. 
When people who have enjoyed their 
visit must depart, all remaining 
guests—headed by Sexton, and Win- 
nie his manager—rush to man the 
bells on the balconies. This highly 
unusual farewell melts even the 
hardest hearts. Sentimental home- 
ward-bound guests weep in spite of 
themselves at these peals of affec- 
tion.

Collectors’ Watches 


There are five very interesting 
watches which recently arrived in 
a shinvment from Europe. [I have 
reasonably good photographs of four 
of them, which will be used in this 
article. 

Illustration No. I is a fine exam- 
ple of early English watchmaking 
by Edward East and bears a serial 
number 1413. It is a pair case watch 
in plain sterling silver with no dec- 
oration on either the inner or outer 
cases. 

This watch has the name EAST 
engraved on the dial. The back plate 


of the movement is signed “Edw. 
East, London” with the number 
ai", 


Abbot says of Edward East: “Lon- 
on, 1610-73. A celebrated watch and 
clockmaker of London. He was one 
of the ten origina] assistants ap- 
pointed by the Charter of Incor- 
poration of the Clockmaker’s Com- 
pany in 1632. Was Warder in 1638- 
389, Master in 1645-52, Treasurer in 
1637, being the only occupant of 
the latter office in the history of 
the company.” 

G. H. Baillie says of him: “The

most celebrated of early English 
makers.” He was watchmaker to the 
King. 

Both Abbot and Baillie list two 
other makers of the same name; one 
being in the Clockmakers Company 
from 1710 to 1735; the other admit- 
ted to the Clockmakers Company in 
1648. 

I attribute this watch to the orig- 
inal Edward East and date it at 
about 1670. There are, in my opin- 
ion, sound reasons for this assump- 
tion. 

The dial is definitely of the type 
and’ design of the period 1660-70. 
The dial is of silver and very in- 
teresting. It is in two pieces and the 
center section is sunken. This sec- 
tion bears delicate designs raised 
above the surface and the name 
East on a raised, curving panel. 
There is an inner ring marked with 
tiny arrows at each hour and plain 
markings at the half hours. The 
main chapter ring has Roman num- 
erals raised above the surface of the 
dial; that is, the metal between the 
rings and numerals has been etched 
away. The second ring is graduated 


in minutes and Arabic numerals out- 
side this ring indicate the minutes 
from five to sixty. The dial, of 
course, is the center of attraction 
in the watch. 

The hour hand is of the period 
1660-70, The minute hand has been 
repaired and probably only the base 
is original. 

The small pendant is of a very 
early design and helps materially in 
dating the watch. The beautifully 
pierced balance cock is unmistakably 
seventeenth century. The pillars fit 
well into the period. The watch is 
equipped with fusee and verge es- 
capement of course. 

This entire watch is in exception- 
ally good clean condition and in ex- 
cellent running order. I am _ very 
proud of this fine specimen which 
would, I believe, be a worthy addi- 
tion to any collection. 

Illustration No. 2 does not do jus- 
tice to a very fine specimen of 
French watchmaking. This is a pair 
case watch with several interesting 
features. 

The outer case is made of ster- 
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ling silver and the back half of the 
case is covered with mottled red 
and brown tortoise-shell. The tor- 
toise-shell is worn around the edges 
but is still intact. This is a most 
interesting feature. 

The great point of interest in this 
watch is the face which really fas- 
cinates me. It is different from any- 
thing I have seen. The time dial, 
which is only thirteen-sixteenths of 
an inch in diameter, has Arabic nu- 
merals and is set into the metal face. 
The hour hand is three-eighths of an 
inch long and the minute hand is sev- 
en-sixteenths of an inch long. This 
is in comparison to the overall size 
of the watch which is two and three- 
eighths inches in diameter. 

The face is all metal except the 
white porcelain time dial. The back- 
ground is gold with a matted design. 
The ornamentation is silver and is 
set on this background. The center 
piece, which frames the time dial, 
is exquisitely engraved with a red 
ruby set in its crest. On one side 
there is a figure of a girl holding 
a wine jug and on the other side 
the figure of a French soldier hold- 
ing a wine glass in his hand. This 
figure, of course, bears a sword. The 
engraving is excellent and the detail 
is superb. The overall effect is both 
pleasing and interesting. 

One wonders why so many French 
makers failed to sign their very fine 
work. This is true of watchmakers 
and clockmakers generally on the 
European continent and is in con- 
trast to the English makers who al- 
most invariably signed their work. 
Perhaps the continental makers did

not consider their work to be of 
sufficient importance to put their 
name on it. Most probably, however, 
is the fact that on the continent 
the watch and clock industry was 
not nearly so closely controlled as 
in England where the Clockmakers 
Company was all powerful, with full 
authority granted by the Govern- 
ment. 

From this dissertation, it may be 
guessed that the watch we are exam- 
ining is by an unknown maker. This 
is unfortunately true. And, once 
again, we must revert to a study 
of design and features to identify 
and, if possible, date this intevesi- 
ing piece. Let’s see 'what we can do 


about it.

His birth will always remain a 
romantic mystery even though it is 
recorded that he was born at Aux 
Cayes, Santa Domingo, now Haiti, 
on April 26, 1785. His mother, said 
to be a creole, was not named and 
many think Audubon may have been 
the “lost” Dauphin the small son 
of Louis XVI and Marie Antoi- 
nette who was believed to have been 
spirited from prison during the 
French Revolution. Another record 
gives evidence that he might have 
been the son of a Mademoiselle Rabin 
who was born about April 22, 1785, 
and for whose mother Captain Audu- 
bon felt some responsibility. Still an-

other record gives the boy’s birth 
year as 1780. Obviously the exact 
circumstances will always be in 
doubt. However, in 1794 Captain Au- 
dubon legally adopted the boy and 
his name was recorded in France 
as Jean Jacques Fougere Audubon. 
Later many of his friends felt he 
knew of his royal birth though he 
never uttered any indication of it, 
and was always fond of his sup- 
posed father, the Captain. 

The Captain had many interests 
and was away at intervals, and it 
was his wish that the boy should 
become a naval officer and he ar- 
ranged for his training with that 
office in mind. However, young Jean 
was more interested with the birds 
of the countryside and enthralled 
with their bright plumages and 
graceful actions. Madame Audubon, 
who knew him to be one of the

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mathematics or the other school les- 
sons, though an early talent for 
drawing soon became apparent and 
he spent untold hours in the woods 
trying to sketch the birds or small 
animals found in the country. The 
Captain believed the boy’s artistic 
occupations to be unimportant but 
he was sympathetic and sent Jean 
to Paris to study under the painter 
who was at the peak of his profes- 
sion at that time, Jacques Louis Da- 
vid. He was not content under Da- 
vid’s teaching and soon returned to 
the Captain’s home and again con- 
tinued his attempts to portray 
the birds and their natural 
backgrounds. The Captain saw no 
future in these habits for the boy 
and determined to send him to Amer- 
ica, or perhaps he had undisclosed 
reasons for sending the young man 
from the country, for in 1803 he sent 
Jean to America to manage the Cap- 
tain’s property there and he _ be- 
lieved it would make the boy adven- 
turous and industrious. 

Young Audubon at once made 
friends with the Thomas family 
whom the Captain had placed in 
charge of the estate, and he found 
the surrounding country a paradise 
for his study of what became his 
life work: the portrayal of birds and 
the small animals of the field and 
forests in their native American hab- 
itat. He made hundreds of sketches 
and water colors of the hundreds 
of fleet and darting subjects and at 
times despaired of ever being able 
to place them in their natural atti- 
tudes and backgrounds. But his pas-

sion to make them “alert and mov- 
ing” drove him on. 

Jean returned to France for a 
visit with the Captain but the latter 
was afraid the youth would be con- 
scripted and sent him back to Amer- 
ica with a forged passport. He was 
accompanied by Ferdinand Rozier 
and the two later were in busi- 
ness together. 

From then on Audubon’s life was 
given over to his life work even 
though he married very happily and 
was later assisted in his work by his 
two fine sons, Victor and John Wood- 
house. His sympathetic wife, Lucy 
Bakewell, had come from a wealthy 
home and her father was fond of Au- 
dubon and at times helped him finan- 
cially. Audubon made various at- 
tempts at business and established 
small stores at various places, at 
times he taught and sometimes was 
able to make money by painting por- 
traits. But ‘he continued with 
hundreds of his paintings for the 
monumental work which became 
“Birds of America” and which other 
naturalists acknowleged to be “the 
most magnificent monument that has 
yet been erected to ornithology.” 

This. great work was more than 
any American publisher could under- 
take at the time and Audubon was 
finally able to persuade W. H. Lizars 
to undertake the task of a specimen 
number, after Audubon reached Lon- 
don in July of 1826. After the first 
number, the work was carried on by 
Robert H. Havell, Jr. of London. In 
those great volumes of over 400 en- 
gravings there were more than a 
thousand life-size figures of Amer- 
ican birds and the set sold in America 
for $1,000.00, for which Audubon 
himself obtained most of the sub- 
scriptions, arduously going from 
town to town and person to person. 
Many of the existing sets are in 
great libraries or scientific mu- 
seums. Now one plate alone may 
bring more than the price which 
Audubon once obtained for the com- 
plete set, and it is tragic to hear 
that many of the original copper 
plates were sold to a smelting com- 
pany and melted up as old copper. 
His other works, some of which 
were unsigned, never attained great 
importance but “Birds of America” 
will remain unique. 

Through all the vicissitudes of his 
life, even to debt and imprisonment 
though friends came to his aid, Au- 
dubon said that if he had succeeded 
in business or invested in land he 
“might never have published ‘Birds 
of America’.” And what a loss that 
would have been to America. 

We may be grateful to know his 
last years were quiet before he 
passed away, in the midst of his 
family, in 1851.

We stated earlier that the back 
of the outer case of this watch is 
covered with tortoise-shell. We know 
that cases covered with tortoise-shell 
made their appvearance about 1620 
and continued in style, more or less, 
to about the year 1800. This then 
would place the origin of this watch 
as somewhere between 1620 and 
1800. 

The pillars in the movement are 
round and plain so they do not 
give as much help in our study. This 
type of pillar could be found in 
watches over a period of 300 years. 
This makes it useless as a guide to 
age. 

The balance cock is not as elab- 
orate as one usually finds in Eng- 
lish watches. It is stated that tne 
decorations of balance cocks began 
to diminish sometime before the year 
1800. This one is similar in design 
to the ones in use on the continent 
during the period of Breguet and 
Berthoud, which is 1785 to 1800. 


This is a fusee movement with 
verge escapement. The fusee is con- 
nected to the spring barrel by a 
chain. 


We have one other clue to use in 
dating this watch and that is the 
figures on the face. The soldier’s uni- 
form would be late eighteenth cen- 
tury. The girl’s dress is of the same 
period, 


In our study of this watch, we 
have found several features that 
help us to date it. A summation of 
these features will tell us that we 
are pretty safe in placing this 
watch within a fairly narrow period 
from 1780 to 1800. 


There is one other feature in this 
watch that is unusual. The watch 
itself is no more than one-half inch 
in thickness. A high crystal adds 
something to its thickness of course. 
This is much thinner than the usual 
pair case watch. 


Illustration No. 3 shows another 
very interesting French watch, also 
by an unknown maker. This one is 
most unusual in that it is very 
decorative both front and back. It 
is a fusee movement with verge es- 
capement. The movement is very sim- 
ilar in all respects to that of No. 2. 
The date of its origin would be al- 
most identical with No. 2. 


This watch has a decorated face 
being painted on white enamel. The 
time dial is small, being only one 
and one-eighth inches in diameter. 
The hands are, of course, corres- 
ponding in size. The surrounding 
face is painted all over in gold and 
a very odd caramel color. In the 
medallion at the top there is an obe- 
lisk with birds flying over it. On 
either side are urns and in the back- 
ground a series of Greek columns. 
The overall effect is most unusual. A 
very high crystal covers the face.

Mechanical Banks 


Originals and Recasts 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


Mechanical banks for sometime now have continued 
steadily to increase in their popularity as a collec- 
tor’s item. It is quite natural that along with this 
continued increased popularity, fakes, reproductions or 
recasts, numbered replicas and the like would appear 
on the market in increasing quantities. 

These fakes, reproductions, and the like have caused 
more and more concern among the collectors of mechan- 
ical banks and a great degree of concern as to the 
overall effect on the hobby itself. 

First, why would an individual reproduce, recast, 
or fake a mechanical bank. The answer is obvious, to 
sell to collectors and dealers for a_ profit to 
himself. It’s rather difficult to understand just why 
any person would go to all the trouble involved, but ap- 
parently some individuals will do so even though the 
market for the item is limited and couldn’t be very 
profitable. 

A definite controlling factor is the fact that the 
rarer banks are usually in the hands of bona fide col- 
lectors and therefore it’s rather difficult for any un- 
scrupulous individual to obtain one of these to make a 
recast. Up to now the recast banks have been of only 
the common variety such as the Jolly Nigger. It’s rather 
easy to recognize the Jolly Nigger recast or any of the 
other recast banks even if the collector or dealer has 
had limited experience in collecting or buying and sell- 
ing them. 

Along with the fake and recast banks there has 
also been offered numbered reproductions of certain 
banks. Just what value these have is difficult to under- 
stand. Certainly no collector is fooling anyone but him- 
self if he knowingly has a reproduction item in his 
collection, and it can never take the place of the 
original. 

There was a time some years ago where a collector 
who didn’t have the Clown, Harlequin and Columbine 
Bank came up with the idea of recasting twelve of these 
banks so that a select group could obtain a replica 


for their respective collections. Needless to say, the idea 
fell through as no collector who was fortunate enough 
to have the Harlequin in his collection wanted any 
part of the scheme. There was absolutely nothing to be 
gained by the idea, and this follows through with any 
recast or reproduced mechanical bank. 

There is an angle that is unique to mechanical 
bank collecting’ that should be considered. This con- 
cerns repair service. In some cases some of the re- 
pairers feel it is necessary to recast entire banks 
to enable them to have all different parts of individual 
specimens. This has its good and bad points. There 
have been cases almost to the extreme of starting 
with an original coin trap and building a bank around 
it! In any event, the Ferris Wheel and Captain Kidd 
are two examples of so-called mechanical banks that 
have up to now never been found as original mechan- 
ical banks. The ones that are around have all been 
altered and made mechanical. 

There is no intent to cast reflection on the legit- 
imate repair service offered to fix mechanica] banks for 
those individuals who are unable to do so themselves. 
However, here again it’s up to each person and hig own 
good judgment. It bears repeating that when we try to 
fool others we usually only fool ourselves. 

As a final word, bear in mind that any recast 
mechanical bank can be recognized as such after some 
experience in handling or collecting original specimens. 
It is necessary to use an origina] bank as a pattern 
and the recast is recognizable as such. New paint and 
new paint that has been antiqued is not difficult to dis- 
tinguish from old paint and natural wear. Mint condition 
original specimens can be recognized for what they 
are as against recast items with new paint offered as 
originals. 

Mechanical banks over a period of years have es- 
tablished a strong foot-hold in the collecting field and 
all indications are that this will remain so, despite 
attempts to pass off recast items.

age of the Sheffield manufacturers. 
A new era now opens upon us. The 
year 1742 is memorable in the history 
of this place for the introduction of 
a new manufacture, which has be- 
come not a formidable rival, but an 
efficient coadjutor to the staple trade 
of Sheffield. In that year, Mr. 
Thos. Bolsover, an ingenious mech- 
anic, when employed in repairing the 
handle of a knife, which was com- 
posed partly of silver and partly of 
copper, was struck with the possi- 
bility of uniting the two metals so 
as to form a cheap substance, which 
should present only an exterior of 
silver, and which might be used in 
the manufacture of various articles 
in which silver had been before solely 
employed. Mr. Bolsover began a 
manufacture made of this material 
but confined himself to buttons, 
snuff-boxes, and other light articles. 
The full value of an invention, really 
beneficial, seldom developes itself. 
at once, and it was reserved for an- 
other member of the Corporation of 
Cutlers of Hallamshire, Mr. Joseph 
Hancock, to show to what other uses 
the copper, plated in this method, 
might be applied, and how success- 
fully it was possible to imitate the 
finest and richest embossed plate. 
Mr. Hancock employed copper, plated 
with silver in the manufacture of 
candlesticks, tea-pots, waiters, and 
most of the old decorations of the 
sideboard, which previously to his 
time had been formed only of 
wrought silver. The importance of 
this discovery now began to be fully 
understood; various companies were 
formed; workmen were easily pro- 
cured from among the ingenious 
mechanics of Sheffield; while the 
streams and the falls of the Don and 
the Sheaf furnished a powerful agent 
for rolling out the metals in mills 
erected for the purpose. Birming- 
ham, the great toy-shop of Europe, 
as it has been significantly called, 
early obtained a share in this splen- 
did and lucrative manufacture; but 
the honour of the invention belongs 
to Sheffield, and that place still 
stands unrivalled in the. extent to

which the manufacture is carried, 
and in. the elegance and durability 
of its productions. The term, Shef- 
field plate, forms a passport to every 
market, and inspires confidence in 
every dealer. The introduction of 
this new branch of trade naturally 
gave to Sheffield a share in the 
manufacture of silver plate, properly 
so called, and that the manufacturers 
might be relieved from the necessity 
of sending their goods to be stamped 
in London, an Assay Office was es-

time, the refining of the precious 
metals was introduced into Sheffield, 
and Mr. John Read, who settled there 
in the year 1765, carried this im- 
portant branch of our national com- 
merce to a great extent, and estab- 
lished it as one of the staples of 
this place, An article of less con- 
sequence, but by no means unim- 
portant, is an imitation of plate, in 
a superior kind of pewter, called 
Britannia metal, in which there has 
been many years an extensive home 
and export trade.” It may be noted, 
it has since been determined that the 
inventor’s name should be spelled as 
Boulsover instead of Bolsover, as it 
is sometimes seen. 

Designs in Sheffield Plate gener- 
ally followed the originals made in 
solid silver. We might add, there 
were few pieces made in silver which 
were not copied in Sheffield Plate. 
However, great care and effort went 
into their production, and if an arti- 
san thought his article was below 
the high quality they maintained the 
piece was not sent to market. This 
standard of workmanship in the plate 
made it of even greater value, and 
makes those pieces produced between 
1742 and 18388, which brought the 
discovery of electroplating, of so 
much more interest to the collector. 

In the early nineteenth century,

about 1810 to 1815, Sheffield Plate 
had become so well liked the nobility 
used it in their homes. Since they de- 
manded their coat of arms on their 
domestic articles there will sometimes 
be found articles which show a small 
surface which appears different in 
color from the other part of the ob- 
ject. This is the spot where the 
solid silver shield had been engraved, 
and often collectors will breathe 
strongly on one of these pieces which 
will make the outline of the shield 
quite visible, for the moment. In 
the same manner, one may identify 
an original piece of Sheffield Plate 
for as they were joined together 
and therefore showed a seam, that 
seam will become apparent when 
blown upon and the moisture has 
disappeared. In electroplated ware, 
which followed Sheffield Plate, the 
manufacturer by machinery effaced 
any appearance of seams. 


Sheffield Plate pieces gained some 
popularity in Scotland and Ireland, 
and were sold there to some extent. 
In France, however, there was such 
a demand for it that a factory was 
established in 1772 which followed 
the principles of Boulsover’s discov- 
ery. This was under the management 
of an engineer, Monsieur Degournay, 
and advanced by Royal patronage. 
King Louis XVI became so interested 
in the ware he founded a factory 
which succeeded so well that it not 
only produced Sheffield Plate but be- 
gan to brass plate and gild other 
base metals for domestic use. 


Before 18388 a few firms became 
known in France as manufacturers 
of Sheffield Plate; these were Ba- 
laine, Durand, Levand and Gandios. 
In France it was more necessary 
than in England to, have an identifi- 
cation mark. Thus the name of the 
‘manufacturer will generally be found 
along with the work “Double” or 
“Plaque.” Also, it was required that 
the amount of silver and copper be 
shown. For this reason pieces which 
have the highest numbers signify 
they are of the lower quality, for the 
number indicated the amount of kilos 
of copper in reference to one kilo 
of silver. 


The collector does not often find 
early pieces of genuine Sheffield 
Plate but when he does he will find 
it not only of excellent workmanship 
but often unusually interesting in 
type and design.

interesting. The entire back is beau- 
tifully engraved with birds, foliage, 
an urn and Greek columns. There 
are also symbols which at the mo- 
ment are meaningless to me. In the 
center of this ornate back cover there 
is a round opening directly over the 
balance wheel. This opening permits 
the ornate pierced balance cock to 
show through, and of course, allows 
the movement of the balance wheel 
to be seen without opening the case. 
The balance staff is set in a ruby 
jewel. A glass crystal with bullseye 
covers the back of the watch thus 
protecting the fine engraving and 
preventing dirt from getting inside 
through the opening. This is the first 
time I have seen such an arrange- 
ment and I am intrigued by it. 

As I stated previously, the date of 
this watch is almost certainly the 
period of 1780 to 1800. It is another 
proud addition to my collection, 

In Illustration No. 4, we turn to a 
much later period to show that in- 
teresting items can be found in near- 
ly all periods. This is a French rail- 
roader’s watch. It is a very large 
watch, measuring two and one-half 
inches in diameter and three-quar- 
ters of an inch thick. To the top 
of the pendant, it measures a lit- 
tle more than three and a half inches. 

The case is of very heavy silver 
and engraved all over. On the back 
there is a bold engraving of a loco- 
motive crossing a stone bridge. 


On the inside lid there is engraved 
the following: ‘‘REMONTOUR, 
amere, Ligne-Droite, Levees Visibles, 
15 Rubis, Anti-Magnetigue.” There 
are several medals, one dated 1899. 


The dia] of this watch is beautifui. 
The Arabic numerals are gold on a 
cobalt blue background and there is 
a lovely garland of flowers surround- 
ing the center post. The hands are 
pierced gold and surprisingly nice. 


This dial covers both the twelve 
and twenty-four system. In the outer 
ring, the numbers thirteen to twen- 
ty-four ‘are set opposite the figures 
one. to twelve. 


‘One is surprised to find a sec- 
ond glass crystal in the back cover- 
ing the movement and protecting it. 
The watch is an excellent timekeeper. 


I am unable to illustrate the last 
item to arrive because it is too small. 
This is a tiny lapel watch, having 
a dia] only one-quarter inch in diam- 
eter. The back case is only one inch 
in diameter and very thin. It was 
made in 1917 and is a surprisingly 
good timekeeper

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Early Paintings in America 


The first painters in America were 
not always trained artists, oppor- 
tunities were few, but their work was 
vital, sincere, and timely. We are 
fortunate their pictures were made 
at the scene to give us an authentic 
record, without which an amazing 
total of early historical data would 
be forever lost as a record of the 
American scene for the following 
generations. Many of these were 
artists who had emigrated to the 
Colonies with high hopes for the 
future; others with commissions from 
their native countries.

One of the latter was Jacques le 
Moyne de Morgues, a young artist 
sent by Charles IX of France, in the 
second half of the sixteenth century, 
to accompany an expedition to the 
French colony in Florida. His assign- 
ment was, as he stated, “to map the 
seacoast and harbors, indicate the 
position of towns, plot the depth and 
course of the rivers. In addition, I 
was to portray the dwellings of the 
natives and anything else in the land 
that was worthy of observation.” Of 
the ill-fated colony, Le Moyne paint- 
ed at least forty scenes.

An expedition which left England 
on April 9, 1585, with 107 settlers 
for Virginia, brought John White. He 
was a gifted amateur artist who 
became the grandfather of the first 
white child born in our country, Vir- 
ginia Dare. Though he returned to 
England at least twice, he has left 
an interesting chronicle besides at 
least sixty-three delightful water 
colors of Indian life, the country- 
side, and its plants and animals. He 
might be called the earliest resident 
American artist. 

One of the first American portraits 
was of Governor Richard Bellingham 
and painted by William Reed. This 
artist had emigrated from England 
in 1685 and settled in Weymouth. 
There he lived until 1646 when he 
moved to Boston. The portrait of the 
Governor was dated 1641, Boston, 
which though a small village at the 
time, was then the chief settlement 
in the English colonies in America. 

Jacobus Gerritsen Strycker was 
the painter of the next known por- 
traits for he painted Adrian Van 
der Donck in 1654, in New Amster- 
dam, now New York, and his brother 
Jan in 1655, besides one of himself 
about the same time. These were 
done on wooden panels in the Dutch 
manner as he had emigrated from 
the Netherlands to America in 1651.

It was one of those dark, cloudy 
days in the late fall, and the Old 
Timers were assembled by the big 
club window looking out over the 
boulevard.

remember, it had three or four notes 
up and down the scale, but even that 
wasn’t too popular over here.” 

“Something like that more recent 
electric horn that played ‘How dry 
I am’ to the annoyance of all with- 
in hearing,’ Winslow Wills put in. 
“Along about 1910 I thought the 
best horn was a good brake and a 
muffler cut-out. Those were the days 
you listened to the exhaust, and 
told how your engine was running.” 

“Yes, and how that popping ex- 
haust would blow the dust up off 
the road,’ Frank said, “On my 
car, remember that Lozier, I had a 
gong under the floorboard with a foot 
plunger that rang it. Funny, I saw 
one on a car just last week, and I 
found out they are now selling them 
as ‘Bermuda Carriage Bells.’ ” 

“That’s right, I saw an ad some- 
where recently featuring those bells,” 
Jimmie added. “When I had my first 
six, a Winton, it came with a 
whistle on the exhaust pipe. By pull- 
ing on a wire cable, a plunger valve 
on the whistle could be moved in 
and out, and with some practice, a 
tune could be played. It was some- 
thing on the order of a slide trom- 
bone, I guess. Then a little later, 
the Gabriel horn became popular. It 
was blown by exhaust gas, too. The 
de luxe one had a keyboard, with 
ten or twelve keys, so you could 
play Yankee Doodle, Home Sweet 
Home, and a variety of tunes on it. 
Everything was fine and dandy till 
it got carboned up. Then came a real 
dirty. job to clean it up again.” 


“Yes, that keyboard job, as you 
say, was quite a novelty when it 
worked. But I was always envious 
of the man down the block that had 
a siren,” I said, “All he had to do 
was give the crank a pull, and that 
old siren really gave. And you could 
hear it for blocks. In those days, 
he was alone in our neighborhood 
with a siren.” 

“Sure, the siren was good. It was 
so good after it came out motor 


driven, that the fire and police cars 
took over, and no private car was 
allowed to have one. But I had one 
that was before your hand siren. 
Back in 1900 I bought a siren to use 
when bicycling. It was wind power, 
you blew it like a whistle, and it 
really made quite a noise.” This 
came from Tom Gilson. “But one of 
the most startling horns was the 
Klaxon, especially that big job. 
When that took off, it would make 
even a lazy or sleepy pedestrian

before the end of the 19th century 
the tapestry was cut into three 
pieces and they were separated. It 
was only recently that it was de- 
cided that the three pieces belonged 
together, Much of the credit for the 
re-assembling of the piece must go 
to James J. Rorimer, Director of 
The Cloisters who had spent almost 
thirty. years of research. prior to 
the ‘acquisition of the three pieces. 
In 1941 the right hand section was 
given to the Metropolitan Museum 
by the late George Blumenthal. The 
central section was acquired by the 
Walters Art Gallery, Baltimore, in 
a museum exchange. Both the right 
and central sections of the tapestry 
have been traced to the Chateau of 
Bazoches du Morvan (Nievre) 
France. The left section was once 
owned by Baron Arthur Schickler 
in his castle at Martinvast near 
Cherbourg and was recently pur- 
chased for the museum. Funds pro- 
vided by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
made possible the acquisition of the 
tapestry. When the three pieces were

acquired it was discovered that they 
fitted perfectly and were then woven 
together. The tapestry is now com- 
plete except for one small section 
which is missing from the middle 
panel. It hangs in the Burgos Tapes- 
try Hall at The Cloisters. 

The principal figure shown at least 
five times is believed to represent 
the young French: monarch, Charles 
VIII (1470-1498). There is a pos- 
sibility that when Charles married 
Margaret, daughter of Maximilian of 
Austria, in 1482, Maximilian ordered 
the tapestry made in honor of his 
new son-in-law. Charles’ sister, Anne 
de Beaujeu, was ten years his se- 
nior and was made Regent of France 
in 1483. She is shown in the left 
side panel wearing the crown of a 
princess royal and the royal ermine, 
ascending the steps of her brother’s 
throne. 

Margaret of Austria is shown at 
the age of ten in the center panel, 
with Maximilian and her grand- 
father Frederick III. She has been 
identified because of the pendant

many happy childhood hours. The 
honor of writing it went to Frances 
H, Low, who two years before the 
book was published wrote the con- 
tents in the form of a magazine 
article for the London Strand, illus- 
trating it with photographs of sixty- 
four of the dolls.

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and played with in her childhood, 
aroused an astonishing amount of at- 
tention and interest. This was due, 
no doubt, in a measure, to the exal- 
ted station of the .central figure; 
but also, one would fain believe, to 
a feeling which is more enduring 
and more deeply planted in the hu- 
man breast than even the loyal and 
sympathetic interest attaching to the 
doings of a great Sovereign. Was 
it not rather that in turning over 
these pages we elders, who have been 
able to retain anything of the fresh- 
ness of youth, were for the moment 
carried back into the happy hours 
of childhood, when the play-room 
was a beautiful fairy-garden in 
which we wove a thousand enchant- 
ing stories about ourselves, our play- 
things and our little companions?” 

Through the offices of Sir Henry 
Ponsonby, Miss Low was informed 
by the Queen herself that she was 
devoted to dolls and played with 
them until she was nearly fourteen 
years of age; that her favorites 
were small wooden dolls which she 
herself could dress, and that they 
had a house in which they could 
be placed. She also gave the infor- 
mation that she usually dressed the 
dolls from costumes that she saw 
-— in the theatre or in private 
ife. 

Quoting again from Miss Low: 
“There is, indeed, ample evidence in 
the care and attention lavished upon 
the dolls of the immense importance 
with which they were regarded by 
their Royal little mistress; and an 
additional, interesting proof of this 
is to be found in what one might 
call the ‘dolls’ archives.’ These rec- 
ords are to be found in an ordi- 
nary copy-book, now a little yellow 
with years, on the inside cover of 
which is written, in a childish, strag- 
gling, but determined handwriting: 
‘List of my dolls.’ Then follows in 
delicate feminine writing the name 
of the doll, by whom it was dressed, 
and the character it represented, 
though this particular is sometimes 
omitted. When the doll represents an 
actress, the date and name of the 
ballet are also given by means of 
which one is enabled to determine 
the date of the dressing, which must 
have been between 1831 and 1833, 
when, Sir Henry says, ‘the dolls were 
packed away.’ 

“Of the one hundred and thirty- 
two, dolls preserved, the Queen her- 
self dressed no fewer than thirty-two, 
in a few of which she was helped 
by Baroness Lehzen, a fact that is 
scrupulously recorded in the book; 
and they deserve to be handed down 
to posterity as an example of the 
patience and ingenuity and exqui- 
site handiwork of a twelve-year-old 
Princess.” 

When the writer was in London 
in 1935 she saw some of these little 
wooden dolls in the Victoria and 
Albert Museum. They range from 
three to nine inches in height and 
are articulated at knees, thighs, 
shoulders and elbows. They have 
greyish curls at each temple, but 
the remainder of the hair is black, 
sometimes relieved by a yellow comb

Miss Low says, and this was con- 
firmed by the Queen herself: “The 
dolls dressed by Her Majesty are, 
for the most part, theatrical per- 
sonages and Court ladies, and in- 
clude also three males (of whom 
there are only some seven or eight 
in the whole collection) and a few 
little babies, tiny creatures made 
of rag, with painted muslin faces. 
The workmanship in the frocks is 
simply exquisite: tiny ruffles are 
sewn with fairy stitches; wee pock- 
ets on aprons (it must be borne in 
mind for dolls of five and six inches) 
are delicately finished off with mi- 
nute bows—little handkerchiefs not 
more than half-an-inch square are 
embroidered with red silk initials, 
and have drawn borders; there are 
chatelaines of white and gold beads 
so small that they almost slip out 
of one’s hands in handling; and one 
is struck afresh by the deftness of 
finger and the unwearied patience 
that must have been possessed by 
the youthful fashioner. 

“An hour spent among the dolls 
that Queen Victoria played with as 
a child is not only a liberal edu- 
cation in the evanescent influences 
and fashions of the early part of 
this century, but an abiding study of 
her imaginative infancy. 

“We see the scenes that affected 
her, the stories that enchanted her, 
the characters that caught her fan- 
cy and left an impression on her 
imagination; and we see also in these 
childish achievements the same qual- 
ities of self-control, patience, steadi- 
ness of purpose, and womanliness, 
which have been consistently exer- 
cised by Queen Victoria in the prom- 
inent part played by her on the 
theatre of life.” 

Victoria lived at the time when 
the ballet was at its height. She 


- saw the celebrated male dancer, M. 


Paul, the renounced Taglioni and 
other fine performers between the 
acts of the opera. The ballet of 
Kenilworth was well represented by 
Victoria in her doll family. Sketch 1 
shows the Earl and Countess of Lei- 
cester from this ballet. The Earl 
wears a white satin tunic with a 
ruffle of white lace at the throat 
and the blue ribbon of the garter 
across his manly chest. The pink 
bow on his shoulder matches his pink 
satin knee-breeches. The latter are 
slashed with white. White and yel- 
low plumes trim his broad-brimmed 
black velvet hat. The Countess, seat- 
ed by his side, wears a white silk 
petticoat embroidered in gold and a 
redingcete of pink satin trimmed with 
green satin. The redingote also is 
embroidered in gold, Undersleeves 
are of white satin, over which are 
large open wings of pink satin em- 
broidered in green satin thread. Her 
crown is of gold paper trimmed with 
gold and green beads. She wears a 
chain of pearls to which is attached 
a cross of gold beads. Her white 
leather shoes are trimmed with gold 
rosettes. The part in the play was 
taken by Mademoiselle Brocard. 
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The present Queen Elizabeth 
should be especially interested in her 
great, great grandmother’s represen- 
tation of Elizabeth I. This doll was 
dressed by Baroness Lehzen of bright 
gold material with a girdle of gold 
beads. The robe about her shoulders 
is of the same material but lined with 
crimson plush. It is trimmed with 
ermine. Her shoes match the lin- 
ing of the robe. The Elizabethan 
neck ruffle is of white lace. Her 
pearl necklace goes well with the 
pearls in her tiny crown. The lat- 
ter is of crimson plush with points 
of gold paper. 

No. 38, Catherine, Countess of 
Claremont, is a study in pink and 
white with a touch of green. White 
trimming on the pink cloak matches 
the white dress, and the pink train 


-matches the ribbons on the dress, The 


train is edged with white lace, and 
the green band matches the green 
trimmings in the white headdress. 

In illustration No. 4, the Countess 
of Jedburgh on the left wears a pink 
dress with white lace sleeves. The 
Duchess of Orleans is clad in ‘blue 
with gold trimmings. Both are adorn- 
ed with huge hats, one trimmed with 
marabeou feathers, the other with 
yellow and blue ribbon. These out- 
fits probably were seen at the opera. 

No. 5 represents the children of 
Lady Pulteney. The one seated is 
clad in a loose pink frock tied about 
the middle with white ribbon, the 
other, tan checks over a white back- 
ground. It is tied in at the waist. 

Lady Shrewsbury, in sketch No. 6 
(seated) wears white silk with a 
crimson satin train from the shoulder 
which latter matches her headgear. 
The cap is set off by a string of 
pearls matching her necklace. A Me- 
dici collar is of Spanish lace. Her 
companion, the Duchess of Guido, ap- 
pears in a beautiful blue watered silk 
with white flower trimmings on the 
skirt, gold beads at the center of her 
bodice. 

No, 7 is Sir William Arnold with 
tan coat, green trousers and a blue 
vest appearing over a white shirt. 
Tan shoes complete the outfit. 

The demure Miss Arnold, No. 8, 
wears white muslin over which is a 
lace fichu. The yellow straw of the 
poke bonnet is almost hidden from 
view with the purple trimmings and 
huge purple bow. 

As we look at these small wooden 
figures dressed with such care and 
patience; we wonder if any modern 
child would take the time to do a 
similar work of art on the little 
plastic creations of the present day.

with a double-headed eagle of the 
Holy Roman Empire which hangs 
from her necklace, The panels of the 
tapestry are framed by shaded red, 
yellow, white and blue architectural 
columns. The rich costumes with 
their folds also give the piece an 
overall unity. As it was a custom of 
the French kings to identify them- 
selves with historical or religious fig- 
ures, in some of the representations 
of Charles VIII he is shown as King 
Ahasuerus in the story of Esther.

FOREIGN BUTTONS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Not long ago, the Massachusetts State Button Society 
held an exhibit of “Foreign Buttons,” that is, buttons 
which were made in foreign countries or which are associ- 
ated (officially or unofficially) with those countries. 

Three large maps of the world were displayed: on 
two of them, Uniform buttons were mounted according 
to countries; while the third showed “Costume” or non- 
uniform buttons, similarly arranged. 

More than fifty countries were represented on the 
maps and in trays exhibited by members of the Worcester 
Button Club. Buttons were there from: Alaska, Algeria, 
Arabia, Australia, Austria, Bali, Barbadoes, Belgium, 
Bolivia, Brazil, British East Africa, Burma, Canada, 
China, Congo, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Domini- 
can Republic, Ecuador, England, Finland, France, French 
Sudan, Germany, Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, Hawaii, Hun- 
gary, India, Ireland, Italy, Jamaica, Japan, Java, Korea, 
Mexico, Netherlands, New Zealand, Norway, Palestine, 
Panama, Peru, Philippine Islands, Poland, Russia, Scot- 
land, Siam, Spain, Sweden, Turkey and the Union of South 
Africa. 

Probably Uniform buttons predominated in this show- 
ing, since they, of all foreign buttons, are the easiest to 
identify. Undoubtedly, we all have many “Costume” but- 
tons which were made abroad, but since comparatively 
few of them are labeled, it is difficult to prove their places 
of origin unless we happen to have versonal knowledge of 
their individual histories. Whereas a foreign Uniform but- 
ton is unmistakable—we know it is foreign, even though 
we may have to do a little hunting around to discover for 
certain what country it belongs to. 

Not all foreign Uniform buttons were made in the 
countries they represent; Danish buttons, for example, 
may be made in Sweden: Italian buttons may bear the 
name of a French maker; while Germany—at least, prior 
to World War II,—made buttons for several smaller Euro- 
pean countries. 

Almost without exception these foreign buttons are 
finely made. British Uniform and Livery buttons made 
by Firmins’ and other well-known British makers, are 
without peer among buttons. Indeed, most foreign Uni- 
form buttons are beautifully designed and made. (Mod- 
ern Japanese, perhaps are an exception to this rule.) 

As to the “Costume” buttons—they, too, include ex- 
quisite examples of the button makers’ art. There are 
Paperweights, Lustres and Lacy glass from Austria and 
Czechoslovakia; Wedgwood and countless other types from 
England; Satsumas from Japan, Mosaics from Italy, mod- 
ern Carved Pearls from Arabia and Palestine; native 
wooden buttons from various countries. Coronation Com- 
memoratives, and many other buttons characteristic of 
their regions, from the the fossil ivory of the Far North 
to the jade and Niello of the Far East; from the Corozo 
Nuts of South America to the lustrous Abalones of Aus- 
tralia’s Great Barrier Reef. 

I wish that I could show them all! But here, at any 
rate, are a few representative examples:

No. 1 - Korea: button worn by “Korean National Police.” 
Convex brass with raised design, tin back. 1951. 

No. 2- Hungary: “St. Stephen’s Crown” with its char- 
acteristic tilted Cross, on a Hungarian Uniform button. 
Convex brass with lined background, raised design. 

No. 3 - India: hand-carved ivory head with brass shank. 
An example of present day Indian art, as made by native 
craftsmen and exported by Motiwala Brothers of Bom- 
bay. 1954. 

No. 4- Burma: even the humble Pants button may have 
Oriental associations! This was probably made in Eng- 
land, but Rowe & Co. evidently did their tailoring in 
the Burmese city. (When you are hunting any special 
items, look through your accumulated odds and ends— 
you never can tell what you may find!) 
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No. 5 - Canada: Mercury, God of Commerce and Trans- 
port, on a Canadian Signal Corps button. Convex brass 
pe raised design. Reverse: “W. Scully—Montreal.” c. 


No. 6-Netherlands: Uniform button bearing Dutch 
Crown and “W” for “Wilhelmina.” Reverse: “A. A. Knui- 
jver. 

No. 7- Japan: Satsuma button with wisteria design 
beautifully rendered in lavender, blue, green, gold and 
black. (the dots, in this case, are not shading but repre- 
sent the tiny gold dots characteristic of Satsuma 'ware.) 
This button, like Nos. 10, 12, and 19 cannot be done justice 
in mere black and white. 

No. 8.- Denmark: the Lions and Hearts of the Danish 
rescind on a convex one-piece button of bronze-finished 

rass, 

No. 9-Italy: Uniform button of World War II period 
(?); silvered, convex, with raised design. Reverse: “Di 
Gregorio - Napoli.” 

_ No. 10 - Austria: Bohemia, cradle of glass-making, was 
in Austria, in the days of its glory. This “Lacy Glass” 
button, with brass shank, is iridescent gray with gold 
— and silver studs; it is probably not later than 


No. 11 - England: Wedgwood—a name famous the world 
over. Sagittarius the Archer stands out white against a 
medium blue ground, in a golden setting. He is one of a 
set of twelve Signs of the Zodiac made between 1810 and 
1815. Reverse: a small cross, incised. 

_No. 12 - France: the “Chinois” is also one of a set. The 
picture is painted in gouache on paper, beneath flat glass. 
Metal collet and tin (?) back. The Chinaman’s gown is 
pink with red stripes; his parasol is yellow with purple 
ribs, while the landscape is delicately tinted in blues, 
greens and browns. 18th century. 

No. 13 -Algeria: this painted wooden button came from 
— gift of a Serviceman to a shut-in friend. 
c. ; 

No. 14- China: red cinnebar, hand-carved in high relief. 
Reverse: “Made in China.” 1945. 

No. 15-Germany: this concave wooden button was 
made in Oberammergau, Bavaria, home of the Passion 
Play. It shows both heart-wood (dark) and sap-wood 
(light.) ¢c. 1934. 

No. 16- Peru: the rayed sun over mountains decorates 
a Uniform button, convex, silvered. Reverse: “F. A.— 
Manila.” 

No. 17 - Alaska: a Walrus, incised and tinted on walrus 
ivory by an Eskimo artist. 

No. 18 - Jamaica: tropical scene hand-painted on wood. 
Note the native boy climbing the palm tree! I had looked 
at this button hundreds of times, but never noticed him 
until I drew the picture! c. 1938. 

No. 19-Iran: Persian turquoise and turquoise matrix 
arranged mosaic-like in a silver setting. c. 1945. 

f course, many of our finest and most beautiful 
buttons have been made here in the United States, and I 
would not dream of belittling them. But after all, it is 
not strange that the older countries of the world should 
be even more expert in intricacies of design and techniques 
of button manufacture; or that still primitive parts of 
the earth should have a fresh approach to the subject of 
buttons. Not all peoples can excel at the same things in 
the same ways, and buttons, like other forms of art, ex- 
emplify many different ideas, fashions and contrasting 
points of view. 

And no matter how beautiful our native buttons 
may be, we still are conscious of a certain thrill and 
glamour which attaches to the far-flung countries of the 
world, with their varied histories and civilizations. Even 
buttons cannot wholly escape this yearning for the dis- 
tant and different—it is a part of human nature. 

I recall a verse which expresses this feeling, to a 
certain degree: 

“A Ship is a breath of Romance 
That carries us far away; 

And a Book is a ship of Fancy 
That could sail on any day.” 


If the ‘word “button” were substituted for the word 
“book,” the sense would be the same, for to look at our 
Foreign Buttons is, in fact, to take a mental journey to 
the lands where they were made or with which they have 
associations. Buttons, like a Ship or a Magic Carpet, can 
carry us Far Away.

GRIEGER’S 
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PAINTINGS

Henri Couturier, indicates he must 
have been of French descent, reached 
America about 1660 and settled in 
New Amsterdam, There, in 1674, 
he painted Frederick Philipse, one 
of the personages of the day. This 
portrait gives evidence of a trained 
craftsman with characteristics of the 
French school. 

Our first American artist might be 
said to have been Jeremiah Dum- 
mer, who was born in Massachusetts 
in 1645. His portraits were com- 
parable to the best by others of his 
day in America, though he was 
chiefly noted for his fine craftsman- 
ship as a silversmith. 


The first woman artist in Amer- 
ica was Henrietta Johnston. Her 
earliest known portrait, dated 1705, 
was of Sir Nathaniel Johnson. An- 
other was of Robert Johnston, dated 
1718, who was last Proprietary Gov- 
ernor of the Carolinas. Her work, 
generally in pastel or crayons, had 
definite charm, and there are at 
least fifteen examples of her work 
still to be seen at times. 


In 1638 Evert Duyckinck came to 
America from Holland, and was the 
first in an important family of paint- 
ers. Of two of his portraits, both 
of which were of persons prominent 
in colonial life, one, painted in 1685. 
was of William Stoughton who was 
appointed Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Province of Massachusetts in 1692; 
the second, finished in 1693, was of 
Stephanus Van Cortlandt who be- 
came the first American born mayor 
of New York City in 1677. Evert’s 
sons Gerret and Evert 38rd and 
grandson Gerardus are chiefly of in- 
terest because of their portraits of 
persons well known in the colonies 
at that time. 


In Philadelphia, in 1705, a portrait 
in oils was painted by Dr. Christo- 
pher Witt, of Magister Johannes Kel- 
pius, This was done on heavy linen 
and pasted, almost like a flyleaf, in 
a manuscript volume of hymns and 
religious themes by the artist. The 
painter and his subject had similar 
interests for Dr. Witt had joined the 
mystic brotherhood of which Kelpius 
was the prior. The practice of ex- 
cessively rigid asceticism in long 
fasts and vigils, evidence of which 
was apparent in the portrait, brought 
about the death of Johannes Kelpius 
at the age of 33, not quite a year 
after Dr. Witt had completed his 
portrait. The painting, however 
crude, has a strength and quality 
which give it exceptional character, 
and probably a comparatively true 
portrayal of the sitter. Dr. Witt, 
who came from England, was not 
only a painter but a man of diverse 
interests. He started the first bo- 
tanical garden, practised as a physi- 
cian, made clocks, constructed an 
organ upon which he delighted to 
play, and studied astronomy along 
with occult sciences. Truly an artist 
in living of which any age might be 
proud. 
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WALL PAPER

ENGLISH 


There is no record of paper-making 
in England earlier than 1495 but in 
that year records show that a John 
Tate had a paper-mill at Hertford. 
Doubtless, it was not long before 
homeowners saw the advantage that 
this product had for wallcoverings in- 
stead of the more expensive paneling, 
tapestry or painted cloth. 

In 1911, a very early wallpaper 
was discovered pasted to the ceiling 
of the Master’s Lodgings at Christ’s 
College, Cambridge. Worked into the 
design which was one evidently taken 
from an Italian textile were a Tudor 
letter H and a bird. Working in 
York in 1509 was a printer by the 
name of Henry Goes of Beverley, who 
used as his mark the goose. On 
the back of this paper were parts of 
a poem on the death of Henry VII 
and a proclamation of Henry VIII. 
Experts believed that it was probable 
the paper had been printed by Goes 
in 1509 or 1510. 

It was quite customary at this 
time to print over paper that had 
been used before with the common 
textile designs of the period. 

Much of the early English paper 
was printed in black and white by 
men engaged in the business of print- 
ing books. Some early papers were 
doubtless produced freehand while 
others were stenciled. 

In 1692, during the reigit of Wil- 
liam and Mary, the first patent for 
making wallpaper was issued. In 
1712, under Queen Anne, wallpapers 
were taxed at a penny per square 
yard. In 1714 “paper stainers” were 
also assessed an annual tax. In 1734 
Langer took out a patent for making 
flock papers, claiming discovery of 


this method, although it had been 
used by Le Francois in France as 
early as 1620. As early as 1626, 
there is mention of flock hangings 
in England when the Painter Stain- 
ers Company claimed that this was 
one of their monopolies. English 
writers believe that even though the 
flock papers were introduced frgm 
France, it was the English who per- 
fected the process since the early 
French flock papers had a tendency 
to shed their flock when exposed to 
damp while those made in England 
remained unaffected. : 
John Baptist Jackson was probably 
the most important man of his time 


in England in the making of wall- 
papers. He had had a short train- 
ing under an Englishman by the 
name of Kirkhall and. about 1726 
went to France and then to Italy, 
spending much time in an attempt to 
master the art of color-printing and 
in preparing replicas of the work of 
the great Italian masters. 

About 1746 he had returned to 
England and opened a factory in 
Battersea. Most of his designs were 
taken from Venetian and Roman 
landscapes, although he also used 
some French engravings as his de- 
signs. These were printed in oil- 
colors from wooden blocks, aided by

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a rolling press which he had evidently 
invented, In 1754 he published an 
article on wood-engraving and color- 
printing which brought him much 
fame. One of his papers may be 
seen, carefully protected under glass, 
at the Lee Mansion in Marblehead, 
Mass. 

In 1779 England forbade the im- 
portation of wallpapers, and this law 
remained in force until 1825, With 
its repeal, French papers flooded the 
English market. 

From about 1800 wallpaper had 
been made in France in a long roll 
similar to that obtainable today. In 
England, John Gamble had obtained 
patents for this invention in 1801 
and 1803, but English manufacturers 
were not allowed to make paper in 
any size but the small rectangles of 
about 14x11” until 1830, because of 
the large revenue which the govern- 
ment received from the stamp tax on 
these small sheets. With the removal 
of this tax, the manufacture of wall- 
paper was less hampered and con- 
tinued without spectacular designers 
until William Morris and his new 
creations in 1862. 


AMERICAN 


Wallpapers were not common in 
America until some years after the 
beginning of the Colonial period 
(1725). The earliest were imported 
by the well-to-do colonists from Eng- 
land and France. Even the early 
Chinese papers arrived here by way 
of England or France. For those 
who could not afford these imported 
papers, there was the itinerant paint- 
er who wandered about the country- 
side painting free-hand or from sten- 
cils directly on the plaster walls. By 
the end of the Revolution, however, 
the imported papers were to be found 
in many of the Colonial homes. After 
the Revolution, many of the beautiful 
Chinese papers were brought home 
directly from China by the sea cap- 





tains in the China trade. These pa- 
pers were often presented to the Cap- 
tains of the little American boats 
by the powerful “hong merchants,” 
but it is doubtful whether the Chin- 
ese themselves used them as wall 
coverings in the way they were being 
used in Europe and in America. 
Before the middle of the eighteenth 





century wallpapers were ordered by 
the individual home owners from the 
dealer in Paris or London, but by 
1750 they were being carried by the 
merchants in all the larger Colonial 
towns, who advertised their new of- 
ferings upon the arrival of every 
boat from abroad.

In 1739 Plunket Fleeson of Phila- 
delphia, in his shop “At the Sign of 
the Easy Chair,” was advertising 
wallpapers made in America, but 
these were undoubtedly very crude, 
comparing in no way with the im- 
ported papers, In 1765 John Rugar 
of New York City was advertising 
domestic wallpapers, and soon others 
in Boston, Philadelphia, and Balti- 
more were doing the same. 


Early paper was made entirely 
from linen rags, which accounts for 
its durability. It was originally hung 
with a specially prepared paste, the 
secret of which has long been for- 
gotten. Paper was so difficult to 
remove when this paste was used, 
that the new paper was hung over 
the old, and it is because of this that 
later generations have discovered 
some of the beautiful old papers so 
well preserved that they could still 
be used after the later coats of 
paper had been removed. Often, too, 
the painted or stenciled walls of the 
itinerant painter have been discover- 
ed under many layers of paper. 


After 1840 wallpapers began to be 
printed by machine on cheap paper 
and this was accompanied by a gen- 
eral decline in the quality of the 
designs. As a reaction against the 
horrible colors and designs of the 
late Victorian period, American 
walls took on a neutral monotone, 
whether papered or painted. Within 
the last few decades, however, homes 
are emerging from this colorless ex- 
istence, and today it is possible to 
secure wallpapers patterned from 
the choice old designs or in new pat- 
terns by competent designers. 


Many of those who use plain or 
neutral wal! coverings do so because 
they do not have the courage or the 
imagination to work out a decorating 
scheme with a patterned paper re- 
quiring a bit more intelligent thought 
and study, but when the proper re- 
sult is accomplished, it is much more 
individual and interesting. The plain 
neutral walls of our parents and 
grandparents are restful and relax- 
ing, it is true, and some types of 
decorating demand them, but most of 
the beautiful Colonial interiors in the 
homes of our ancestors owed their 
loveliness to their wallpapers—wall- 
papers that were a very important 
part of the decoration and much be- 
loved by their owners. Nothing is 
more correct or suitable today than 
the fine designs of these early wall- 
papers for a home in the Colonial, 
Federal or early Victorian tradition. 
Even though wallpapers were not 
available during the years of our 
Early American period, today we 
achieve most interesting interiors in 
this style with the small patterns now 
available from many of the wall- 
paper designers.

ons that the taxis had, had author- 
ity,” Vic said, “but for pure noise, the 
air trumpet, popular in the 20’s 
had them all stopped. Sounded like 
the crack of doom when someone 
turned one loose behind you. You 
had a small compressor, engine driv- 
en, and an air tank about the size 
of a five gallon bottle. Pressure 
was set at 60 to 80 pounds, and 
as I said, the blast was terrific. In 
fact, the air horn is now confined to 
cross country busses and trucks, and 
Diese] locomotives. Air horns really 
do stir up the decibels.” 

“I found a gentle, yet effective 
horn when I was in Italy in the 
20’s,” I said, “it was made by Isotta, 
and I brought one home. John Dodge 
had one on his Minerva, too. It gave 
a low ‘moo’ from the left button, 
a slightly louder ‘moo’ from the 
right button, and a very respectable 
roar when both buttons were pressed. 
A few years later some company 
here put out a similar sounding 
horn, but they banned them, claiming 
they sounded too much like a siren, 
and confused people.” 

“Yes, I well recall that cow horn 
on your Packard, Harry,” said Jim- 
mie, “and at one time I thought 
I wanted one of them. That time 
we took a trip out in the country 
to look .at a farm always stuck in 
my mind. We’d see a bunch of cows, 
and you’d blow that horn, Boy! how 
those cows would herd over and 
look at us. It was really funny, 
and it got to be a regular stunt—see 
cows, blow cow horns, cows move 
toward us and stare at us inquir- 
ingly! Seems to me thaf along in the 
720’s_ there was a_ general move- 
ment to get auto horns standard- 
ized, and when Sparton brought out 
the twin two-tone buzzer horn, there 
was a stampede by horn manufac- 
= to produce a similar prod- 
uct.” 

“Guess the feeling was that that 
type horn was loud enough, and at 
the same time gentlemanly enough to 
fit the needs. Cars were getting 
quieter, too,” I said. “Getting back 
to the Klaxons Tom spoke of, I was 
in a factory during the war that was 
so noisy that conversation was im- 
possible, and they had those Klaxons 
throughout as signal horns. That 
peculiar rasping sound just cut right 
through the din of production, so that 
horn found a new place to extend 
its life.” 

“Well, we’ve put Klaxons where 
they belong, and air horns in their 
most useful area, sirens on official 
police cars, fire apparatus and ambu- 
lances, so it seems the spot for 
the old bulb horn, if “you can find 
one, is at football games and such,” 
Vie put in, “and although there’s a 
lot of chit-chat noise here, and I 
enjoy it, I don’t need a blast from 
a Klaxon to tell me it’s time to call 
it a day for this session.” 

“Okay, I’m ready,” Tom and Jim- 
mie announced in unison, “come on, 
we'll toot our way home. Seems like 
we’ve about covered the saga of the 
horns.”

bones, and the letters “C. R.” After 
her death, in 1662, it was much 
prized by her descendants, and was 
long an heirloom among them. 


On the eve of the death of Henriet- 
ta Anne, the daughter of Charles 
the First, she sent most tender mes- 
sages to her brothers King Charles 
the Second, and James, Duke of 
York; and drawing from her finger 
a ring, she expressed a wish that 
it might be sent to the former, as a 
memorial of her dying love. 

A remarkable interest is attached 
to the bequest of a ring by Sir 
Charles Cotterell, master of the cere- 
monies, who died in 1700. The partic- 
ulars are given in the “Proceedings 
of the Society of Antiquaries” (Jan- 
uary 30, 1862). “I bequeath to my 
constantly obliging Friend, Sr Steph- 
en Fox, a ring with a figure cut 
in an onyx, which was given by 
King Charles ye first, from his Fin- 
ger to Sr Philip Warwick, at ye Trea- 
ty in the Isle of Wight, to seal let- 
ters he there writt for him and 
whch Sr Philip left to me for a 
Legacy, and wch I cannot leave 
to anyone that has been greater Hon- 
ourer of that Excellent Prince’s 
Memory, nor a Worthier Friend to 
us both, and who for these reasons 


I know will value it.” To this has 
been added, by Sir Stephen Fox, 
“which I leave to my son Stephen 
and his Heirs, enjoining him to keep 
it in remembrance of the excellent 
King that gave it off his Finger to 
Sr Philip Warwick, who died in 
August 1684, and his son Philip at 
New Market a month after, and ex- 
cellent Sr Charles Cotterell died in 
the year 1700, and after this was 
left to my good son Charles, who 
kee September 1713. Ste(phen) 
Ox. 


Rings were formerly given to at- 
tendants at funerals; an extract from 
the books of the Ironmongers’ Com- 
pany, dated 1719, states: “The mas- 
ter acquainted the court that one 
John Turney, an undertaker for 
funerals, had lately buried one Mrs. 
Mason for the Hall, but had refused 
the master, wardens, and clerk each 
a ring, &c., according to his agree- 
ment, the persons invited being 
served with gloves, hat-bands, and 
rings. Ordered: the said undertaker 
be compelled to perform his agree- 
ment as the master and wardens 
shall direct.” The practice of offer- 
ing rings at funerals is introduced 
as an incident in ‘Sir Amadace.’” 


In former days widows wore their 
ring on the thumb as an emblem 
of widowhood, and the following 
“trick” in connection with it is men- 
tioned in the “Spectator:”—“It is 
common enough for a stale virgin 
to set up a shop in a place where 
the large thumb-ring, supposed to 
be given her by her husband, quickly 
recommends her to some wealthy 
neighbour, who takes a liking to the 
jolly widow that would have over 
the veritable spinster.” ~ 
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Among the most touching episodes 
in connection with memorial rings is 
that exhibited in the closing hours 
of the unfortunate Mary, Queen of 
Scots, at Fotheringay Castle, just 
previous to her execution. She dis- 
tributed the jewels that remained to 


‘her among her faithful attendants 


as tokens of her affection and re- 
gard. Among other sad memorials, 
she desired that a sapphire ring, 
which she took from her finger, 
mignt be conveyed as a mark of 
grateful acknowledgement to her 
brave kinsman Lord Claude Hamil- 
ton. Concerning this ring, Bishop 
Burnet says, “it is carefully pre- 
served as one of the most precious 
heirlooms of that illustrious family.” 
Miss Strickland informs us that it 
is now in the possession of Lord 
Claude’s accomplished representative, 
the present Duke of Hamilton, “by 
whom it was courteously shown to 
me at Hamilton Palace in 1857. It is 
a large square sapphire of peculiar 
beauty, rose cut in several diamond- 
points, and set in gold enameled blue 
in the curious cinque-cento work of 
that period.”

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Old Blue Staffordshire 


By AGNES L. SASSCIER 


Tucked away in a comparatively 
modern apartment house in New Ro- 
chelle, N. Y., is a home after any 
collector’s heart. Old family heir- 
looms are everywhere in evidence, 
and too, there are many fine pieces 
of furniture and bric-a-brac that 
have been carefully added from time 
to time. These complement and aug- 
ment those already heired. 

Among these treasures is a col- 
lection of Old Blue Staffordshire that 
is something to dream about. As a 
small private collection it is supreme, 
for its owner, Mrs. Edna Merritt, 
gathered it because of her love for, 
and knowledge of, this glorious 
ware. 

It began back in her childhood, 
when on a quick visit to her grand- 
ma’s one Saturday morning, that 
good lady directed her grandchild’s 
surplus energy toward polishing the 
wood burning kitchen stove. While 
working industriously with brush and 
polish, she quite unexpectedly un- 
covered a brilliant patch of blue on 
the plate which held the sticky coal- 
black mass of polish. In double quick 
time she had finished off the polish 
and her task, to discover a plate 
of a heavenly blue shade, Completely 
entranced with its beauty, she begged 
her grandma for this plate, only 
to be told it would be hers if she 
could replace it with one as sturdy. 
Through her mother’s aid it was 
quickly secured. This old blue plate 
formed the nucleus of today’s col- 
lection, although it remained a soli- 
tary and loved piece all through her 
childhood. Up to the present, forty- 
five pieces have been added, includ- 
ing plates, platters, bowls, etc., and 
they are nearly all of historical in- 
terest.

The various makers of this old 
Staffordshire used more or less the 
same designs of historical shrines, 
public buildings, towns, and views, 
in catering to the American con- 
sumer, as these subjects created a 
popular appeal at that time. Any- 
thing upon which American scenes 
were depicted was sure of a ready 
market. This coupled with the deep 
rich blue used so much on the ware 
in the early 1800’s brought lasting 
popularity. However, seldom did a 
potter show so complete a lack of 
versatility as tv employ a border 
adopted by another firm. This por- 
der design was as sacred to the 
work of each pottery as was the 
trade mark on the reverse of each 
object, with which the potter signed 
his wares. Suffice it to say that the 
majority of potters remained faith- 
ful to that unspoken pledge, 

By the way, the charming owner 
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of this collection of Old Blue, can, 
without hesitancy and at first sight, 
tell the maker of practically any 
piece of marked ware in the collec- 
tion, by simply glancing at its bor- 
der. Never once will she have re- 
course to the signature on the re- 
verse of her treasures, for she is 
as familiar with each and its char- 
acteristics, as of her own child and 
grandchildren. 

Long ago when we were both nov- 
ices at collecting, and when each 
day held the shining possibility of a 
“find”, we would meet once a week 
for study. If tea was served, we 
would play a game of selecting our 
own plate, and testing our knowl- 
edge by the border. Often of course 
we were wrong, but knowledge and 
enjoyment grew apace. 

As we are interested in this article 
mainly with the makers of the Old 
Blue and later colored Staffordshire 
tableware, it is well to review a num- 
ber of the most important of these 
men. There was the Wood family, 
Ralph, the father, and Aaron and 
Enoch his sons. It is with Enoch, 
however, that we are most con- 
cerned. In close company follow: 
Clews, Adams, Stubbs, Ridgway, Ste- 
venson, J. & J. Jackson, Phillips, S. 
Tams & Co., Godwin, and a verit- 
able host of others who did admir- 
able work, and all or many turning 
out their product from the little town 
of Staffordshire, in England, where 
many of the great potteries are lo- 
cated. This ware was named for the 
town in which it was made, not 
after a potter by that name as many 
believe. The border on Woods Old 
Blue is distinctive indeed, for it car- 
ries groups of shells interspersed 
with seaweed. The plates “Pine 
Mountain Orchard House” and “La- 
Grange carry this border. There 
is another shell group without the 
cockleshell used by Wood, and sev- 
eral floral borders, but the above 
mentioned is the most outstanding. 

Clews borders are also appealing. 
One border is comprised of florai 
arrangements, with pairs of birds in- 
terspersed at intervals. The border 
I love in the Clews group is the one 
found on “Winter View of Pittsfield 
Elm.” It is comprised of large flow- 
ers, and three medallions carrying a 
miniature replica of the building 
shown in the body of the plate. 

The Stubbs border design for 
U. S. Bank of Phila., is a hand- 
some arrangement, comprised of 
large strong eagle medallions ar- 
ranged in a fine running floral border. 
“City Hall” by J. & W. Ridgway, has 
a handsome border of formalized sin- 
gle large roses in a medallion. Al- 
though there are no Stevenson 
marked pieces in this collection it 
would be hard to pass by the Ste-

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venson distinctive border. It is com- 
posed of very large graceful oak 
leaves with clusters of acorns about 
the edge of the plate, 

This gives you a glimpse of the 
many fascinating sessions ahead if 
you go in for border translation cn 
your own old Staffordshire. 

While blue was not the only 
color used on Staffordshire, it was 
the earliest, and was popular from 
about 1820 to 1850. Finally other 
colors more delicate, as pink, ame- 
thyst, green, light blue, brown and 
black were brought out and remained 
popular until] the seventies. 

So, if you are one of those ex- 
citing souls who long for change of 
scene, or variety in your collecting, 
by all means satisfy that china urge, 
by selecting the colors to be found 
in Old Staffordshire. If your family 
is a beginning one, or has dwindled 
down through the flight of the young 
to their own nest, try for just two 
plates each of the various colors, 
and don’t worry about matching pat- 
terns. Gradually you can add cups 
and saucers (handleless of course) 
sugar and creamer, teapot, vegetable 
dishes and platters . - and ep 
plates. Now you have the nucleus 
of several sets, and it will be sur- 
prising to you how quickly you can 
come upon additional pieces in the 
various colors, especially if you have 
no definite color in mind. For each 
trip you take in your quest may net 
you something of interest, whereas 
many a trip would be a wasted one, 
were you concentrating on one color 


alone.

The pottery of Athens is said to 
have been the most celebrated in An- 
cient Greece, one whole quarter of the 
city being called Cerameicus or “The 
Potteries.”

The art of making pottery has been 
practiced by all people, even in pre- 
historic ages. Cinerary urns, vessels 
for holding or cooking food, drinking 
utensils, etc., have been found in 
graves of both the Old and New 
World. These, all of which were baked 
in an open fire, are usually decorated 
with patterns of straight, crossed, or 
zigzag lines stamped into the clay be- 
fore firing. 


Some types of ancient pottery are: 
Arabic — 8th-14th century. Tiles, 
mosaics, vases. 


Assyrian — (Babylonian, Chaldean, 
Mesopotamian, Ninevite), included 
tiles, cylinders, wall ornaments and 
vases colored with vitrified enamels 
or painted. 


Awata—Porcelain and earthenware 
from Kyoto, Japan. 


Egyptian — (Egvynto-Phoenician), 
Canopic, Cypriote, Mycenean, Phoeni- 
cian, Rhodian, Trojan. Wall slabs, ar- 
chaic utensils in biscuit, painted or 
enameled with metallic oxides in 
bright colors. 


Etruscan — (From the tombs of 
Etruria) wall decorations, black or 
red glossy pottery painted or stamped 
biscuit and imitation Greek vases. 


Hellenic—(Corinthian, Magna Gre- 
cian, Samian, Sicilian, Tanagrine) in- 
cluding yellow clay painted in browns 
and reds, red glazed and painted with 
black enamel and black ‘with red fig- 
ures. Chiefly vases and figurines. 


Hispano-Moresque—(Majorcan, Mi- 
norean, Rhodian, Sicilian). Mostly en- 
ameled faience, Persian in form, color 
and ornamentation. 


Persian—(Rhodian, Damascene), 


including lustered ware, graffito re- 
lief-enamel. 
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Roman—(Apulian, Aretine, Greco- 
Roman, Romano-British, Romano- 
Gaulish, Samian, Saguntine, etc.) 
glossy red, black ware, glazed ware 
and ware decorated in relief. 


Many varities of pottery are named 
from the country, period or place 
where it is manufactured. 


England—(Bow, Bristol, Burslem, 
Chelsea, Derby, Doulton, Fulham, 
Hanley, Lambeth, Longport, Merton, 
Nottingham, Rockingham, Stafford- 
shire,) Wedgwood, Worcester (bam- 
boo, basalt, jasper, queens’ ware, etc.) 


France—(Avignon, Chantilly, Li- 
moges, Luneville, Mennecy, Marseil- 
les, Moustiers, Nevers, Orleans, Paris, 
Rouen, Strassburg, Vincennes, etc.) 


China—Chinese pottery is usually 
known by the dynasty or reign under 
which it is manufactured. (Ming, 
K’anghsi, Chienlung, Yung-Ching, 
etc.) 


Japan—Japanese pottery is usually 
named for the province in which it is 
made. (Bizen, Hizen, Kaga, Kioto, 
Satsuma, Seto, etc.) Other makes are 
Raku (odd shaped and hand made), 
and Tozhiro from an early manufac- 
turer. 


Germany & The Netherlands — 
(Amsterdam (Amstel), Berlin, Cassel, 
Delft, Dresden, Fulda, Frankenthal, 
Hochst, Kreussen, Meissen, Nurem- 
burg, gres de Flandres). 


Italy—( Abruzzi, Castelli, Caffagio- 
lo, Capo di Monte, Deccio, Faenza, 
Florence, Forli, Gubbio, Pavia, (graf- 
fito), Perugia, Resaro, Rimini, Rome, 
Sienna, Reviso, Venice, Vinovo, etc.) 


Scandinavia—(Copenhagen, Marie- 
berg, Rostrand) 


Spain & Portugal—(Alcora, Ma- 
drid, Talavera, Triana (Seville) Va- 
lencia, etc.) 


Among the prehistoric American 
types are: 


Mexican—(Aztéc or Toltec), gro- 
tesque, ugly and odd, often molded 
in the shape of semi-human monsters. 
These were made of black hard clay. 
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Mound-Builders—Types found in 
Western mounds are unglazed earth- 
enware, sometimes painted. 


Mexican Majolica — Dates from 
about 1600. (Mexican style, Spanish 
or Talavera style, or Chinese style in 
blue monochrome and the Hispano- 
Mexican or Pueblo style in poly- 
chrome). 


The first pottery established in the 
United States was in 1864 (white 
ware). 


Clay pipes were first made about 
1690; terra cotta tiles about 1740, 
slip-decorated earthenware about 1760 
in Pennsylvania; underglazed deco- 
rated white ware in 1770 at Philadel- 
phia, Rockingham in 1839, inlaid floor 
tiles in 1853 and architectural terra- 
cotta about 1870. 


More recent American pottery in- 
cludes (white granite), red earthen- 
ware, made of brick-clay, often 
glazed; yellow ware for baking dish- 
es, etc., made of various buff colored 
clays; Rockingham ware, cream-col- 
ored ware, semi-porcelain or Paris 
granite for tea sets, etc.

Caffagiolo Majolica Ware—Made 
at Caffagiolo, Italy, in the sixteenth 
century. 


Castelli—Pottery made at Castelli, 
Italy, in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries. 


Cologne—Stoneware made at Co- 
logne in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries (tankards, jugs, etc.) 


Coralline Ware — Red pottery re- 
sembling Samian made in Italy in the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. 


Crackle-Ware—Pottery or porcelain 
covered with a delicate network of 
cracks vroduced in the glaze. 


Della Robbia Ware—Terra cotta 
pottery with white enamel, usually 
with figures in relief. Originally made 
by Della Robbia in Italy in the fif- 
teenth century. (used for decorative 
purvoses, shrines, altars, etc.) 


Etruria Ware—Produced at a pot- 
tery established by Wedgwood in 
England. 


Faenza—Majolica made at Faenza, 
Italy. 


Henri Deux Ware—Richly deco- 
rated faience made at Touraine, 
France, in the sixteenth century and 
so called because many pieces bore 
the cipher of Henry II, and of Diana 
of Poitiers. 


Herculaneum Ware — Earthenware 
made at Herculaneum pottery at Liv- 
erpool, England. 


Incised — Pottery decorated with 
scratches (graffito). 


Kashee — White Persian pottery 
decorated with blue, in imitation of 
Chinese porcelain. 


Kinkazan Ware—Japanese brown- 
colored pottery. 


Lava Ware—Coarse stoneware re- 
sembling lava. 


Rockingham, common earthenware 
covered with opaque glaze, is usually 
mottled with brown spots on a yellow 
ground, and was originally made in 
England. 


Still other types are: 


Lustered Ware—Glazed ware paint- 
ed with metallic pigments and fired 
twice in a kiln so constructed that the 
gases come in contact with the sur- 
face, thus giving a prismatic effect. 


Megarian—Molded vases decorated 
with figures in relief. 


Nishikide Ware—Pottery made in 
Japan in the eighteenth century, of 
Jade with brocade-like decorations. 


Palissy—Earthenware ornamented 
with figures of fishes, reptiles, fruits, 
etc., in high relief with an enamel 
glaze. 


Plumbeous Ware — Earthenware 
with a lead glaze. 


Raffael Ware—lItalian faience de- 
corated 'with subjects from Raffael. 


Rustic Ware—Brown glazed, buff 
or light-brown terra cotta, sometimes 
mottled with green, used for construc- 
tion ornaments, etc. 


Silligated Ware — Pottery deco- 
rated with stamned patterns. — 


Silicon—Slightly glazed stone-ware 
made in Lambeth, England. 


Queen’s Ware—Fine, glazed cream- 
colored English pottery, which in- 
cludes Wedgwood or any cream-col- 
ored pottery. 


Wedgwood Ware — Any kind of 
earthenware invented by Josiah 
Wedgwood (1730-1795) and includes 
Bamboo Ware (Yellow ware), Basalt 
Ware, (black body used for relief 
plaques, vases, etc.) 


Pebble Ware—(variegated body of 
different colored clays) 


ON THE DEATH OF 
VAUSE MARSHALL 


‘Editor’s Note: Vause Marshall, a 
devoted reader of HOBBIES Maga- 
zine, for almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury, died recently. J. William Hunt, 
writing in his column, “Across The 
Desk”, in the Cumberland, Md., Sun- 
day Times, shows some of the jin- 
teresting facets of our long time 
friend in the story that follows: 


From Burlington to Williamsnort, 
W. Va., the first time I drove there 
over a dirt road years ago, seemed 
like an excursion into a different 
world. And a different world it was 
indeed when at last I forded a 
little stream and brought my car 
to a stop in front of an old wooden 
building that had once been a 
country store, Tin signs reminiscent 
of the 1890s, advertising tobacco, 
snuff, flour and baking powder, 
were tacked on the weathered porch 
and oldtime store front. An attrac- 
tive, comfortable residence stood 
across the country road. 


The ramshackle old store, recon- 
verted into a curiosity shop jam- 
packed with old books, newspapers 
and pamphlets; Civil War souvenirs; 
antiques, novelties and pictures, was 
Vause Marshall’s nationally known 
“collectors’ paradise.” There Henry 
Ford had found early school books 
and other Americana he sought for 
his famous Greenfield Village in Mich- 
igan. There historians and collectors 
browsed in one of the most reward- 
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ing storehouses of history to be found 
in the entire country. 

When Vause Marshall died last 
week in Memorial Hospital here, an 
era ended. His life illustrated again 
the truism that “if you make a bet- 
ter mousetrap the world will make 
a beaten path to your door.” 

As a youth Marshall, working in 
his father’s general store at Wil- 
liamsport, found recreation in at- 
tending auction sales at nearby farms 
and homes. 

One day he made a small open- 
ine bid cn an old trunk that was 
included in a sale of household fur- 
niture at one of the historic homes 
in the South Branch Valley. To his 
consternation, there were no other 
bids and the trunk was "knocked 
down” to him. Old trunks were a 
dime a dozen his father told him, 
and young Vause figured at first 
that he had made a poor start as a 
business man. 


Some time elapsed before Marshall 
bothered to look inside the trunk. 
With time heavy on his hands one 
day he began to look through the 
contents, a nondescript collection of 
books, letters, pictures and diaries. 
The youth found that the local lore 
was more interesting than he ever 
found school history and, in addi- 
tion, he was able to sell the ma- 
teria] he didn’t want for ten times 
the price he paid for the trunk. 
wae incident set the course of his 
ife! 

The vast extent of his collection 
in that old frame storehouse was 
illustrated the first day I ever en- 
tered the place. “Here’s something I 
found in a desk I bought last year 


in Winchester,” he said. “It ought 


to interest you.” 


He handed me a printed copy of 
a translation I had made of Henri 
Fevrier’s song tribute (in French) 
to the “Dead of the Allied Cause.” 
I had done the translation into Eng- 
lish at the request of the concert 
and opera singer, Lucille Lawrence, 
and she used it on her concert tours. 
Some one in Winchester,Va., had 
saved the printed copy of the words 
and it wound up in Vause Marshall’s 
varied and seemingly inexhaustible 
collection. 


To every one except the owner, 
the storeroom was a scene of confu- 
sion and disorder. Some rare art ob- 
ject would be found under a pile of 
newspapers; an autographed por- 
trait of Gen. Robert E. Lee would 
be on a shelf of early American 
bric-a-brac; original ‘American paint- 
ings lay under first edition McGuffey 
readers, and everywhere were stacks 
of valuable books, manuscripts, auto- 
graph letters by famous Americans 
and even hundred-year-old toys, Civil 
War records and souvenirs were all 
over the place, and early mechanical 
novelties added a lightsome touch to 
the clutter of objects. 

The fame of Vause Marshall’s 
“curiositv shop” spread all over the 
United States. Before illness cur-

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FIRSTS 


From the Bulletin of the Civil War 
Round Table of Washington, D. C. 


* * * 


Now somebody raises the question: 
Who, in discussing our war, first 
made the remark that it was “a 
rich man’s war and a poor man’s 
fight?” The expression crops out in 
a number of books, as expressing the 
attitude of a good many ordinary 
folk on whom the burden of the war 
rested rather heavily: but who was 
the first to use it? 

Monroe Cockrell of Chicago has 
done a little research on the matter. 
In a more or less random sampling 
of books whose publication dates 
range from 1882 to 19538, he finds 
upwards of a dozen uses of the sen- 
tence. The books range all the way 
from “Co. Aytch”, published in 1882, 
down to Mencken’s “New Dictionary 
of Quotations”; it appears in such 
diverse works as Mrs. Chesnut’s fa- 
mous “Diary from Dixie” and Wood- 
row Wilson’s “History of the Amer- 
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ican People.” But who said it first? 

According to Mr. Cockrell—who 
has a great deal more patience on 
a hunt of this kind than the author 
of this newsletter would ever have— 
the author is identified as John Mi- 
nor Botts, of Virginia. 

In Draper’s “History of the Amer- 
ican Civil War”, published in 1868, 
there is this statement: 

It was this Mr. Botts who first 
uttered that sentiment which became 
eventually so current among the 
brave and much-enduring, the shoe- 
less, ragged, famished, noble con- 
scripts—It’s the rich man’s war and 
the poor man’s fight.” And Mr. Botts 
himself, in the preface to the first 
edition of his own book, “The Great 
Rebellion: Its Secret History, Rise, 
Progress and Disastrous Failure”, 
published in 1866, says: “Early in 
the war I characterized it as ‘the rich 
man’s war and the poor man’s 


fight.’ ” 

So that—unless some indefatigable 
antiquarian can go back a little fur- 
ther—would seem to be that.

Nobody knows where we go from 
here. We have never been over this 
road before, and we do not have a 
road map. We lost the war in Korea. 
We lost the war in Indo-China in 
which we were obviously interested, 
but participating only in a _ small 
way. We have definitely failed at 
“stopping Communist aggression” in 
Asia. Asia is essentially Communist 
or near Communist. The free world 
still controls the oceans and minor 
strips of Asian Coast line. The re- 
maining problem is: How far in- 
land in Asia must ocean contro] be- 
gin for safety? 

The currently mouthed theory in 
America and Europe is that “some- 
where,” “sometime,” Communist ag- 
gression will reach some deadline, 
and spang, bingo!, there will sudden- 
ly be another whopping big world war 
again. It may not happen that way at 
all. The world may return to its age 
old custom of a multitude of small 
wars and small aggressions, with all 
larger powers interested in a way in 
each as it comes along, and alert 
to its own interests. The world is 
not now much impressed with the 
results of its two Big Wars. Most 
of the common people, on both sides 
of the iron curtain, have little confi- 
dence in any Big War settling any- 
thing. They will fight if drafted. 

Another much mouthed theory is 
that Russia has “A Plan.” We doubt 
it. We think she simply has sticky 
fingers and is willing to pick up any- 
thing she can find that will not 
make too much trouble for her. We 
think the theory of a “plan” devel- 
oped out of the fact that Russia 
was handed Asia and Eastern Europe 
on a silver platter by the other 
large powers. We seriously. doubt if 
the Russian “plan” is any more per- 
fect than our much punctured plan 
to “Stop aggression, wherever it 
may occur.” 

We believe in keeping our pow- 
der dry. We believe in preparedness 
with a capitol P. We believe in mili- 
tary training of the most modern 
and constructive type. We believe in 
protecting our actual national in- 
terests abroad. 

By the light of our tallow candle, 


we find we cannot figure out with 
our old quill pen what will be the 
future effect of the enormous bulk 
of mechanical power now roaming 
the world. 

A recent report gives the U. S, A. 
near half a trillion kilowatt hours 
of electric energy alone for the year. 
That is near 3,000 kilowatt hours 
per adult, teenager and baby, or 
enough to provide each with three 
100 watt bulbs burning night and 
day for the year. The current for 
a 100 watt bulb will run a small 
motor all of the time, or a huge 
motor long enough to do a lot of 
work for each of us. 

Probable petroleum exhaustion 
that has worried some of us for 
years is fading in importance. Prob- 
able resumption of oil production 
in Iran has the petroleum industry 
of the world newly worried over its 
present surplus. Most of the oil re- 
serves of “Jillionaire’”’ Hunt have not 
been tapped—as much of the water 
power for electricity has not yet 
been tapped. 

Atomic power, formerly peeking 
bashfully around the corner, now 
seems to be grinning at us over the 
horizon. The old standby, coal for 
power, seems to attract fewer and 
fewer takers, but with more power 
to get it out with less work. 

Power is the common denominator 
of all modern production. Basic pow- 
er is either guns or butter, either 
turnips or topcoats, depending on 
how you turn the switch from time 
to time. At the beginning of World 
War II our nation wisely decided to 
go all out for basic power produc- 
tion, regardless of rationing of other 
industries and the public. Perhaps 
our one and only real gain from this 
war was that the U. S. A. came out 
of it with basic power resources 
such as the world has never seen 
before. 

The issue behind the issue in our 
politica] life for the next few de- 
cades will be centered on power, The 
present controversy over public vs 
private control of power is a mere 
detail predicting what is to come 
in future politics. 

Since we cannot begin to read in 


our old rock crystal ball, by the 
light of our tallow candle, the fu- 
ture of controversies over power, 
we shall pick up the candle and 
toddle off to bed. 

* * * 

Among all of the relics of Amer- 
icana the old Spanish missions of 
our far Southwest most nearly tie 
us to the history of the world—and 
to a glorious period in world history 
when the stage was set for mod- 
ern Europe. So much of our Amer- 
ican culture came in through the 
back door. 

Alvarado, and others under Cortez, 
who pushed north with a retinue of 
monasteries and missions, were part 
of the long arm of Charles V, King 
of Spain, Emperor of Germany and 
master of Europe. This almost, fa- 
natical Catholic monarch protected 
Martin Luther and made an ally of 
Henry VIII of the small island of 
England. He combined powerful mili- 
tary conquests with zeal for “the 
one true religion,” but showed amaz- 
ing tolerance for real sincerity wher- 
ever he might find it. Perhaps it 
was the tolerance for true sincerity, 
inspired by this great leader, that 
captured nine-tenths of the early 
Americas for Spain, rather than 
mere force of arms. 

The old missions were the centers 
of religious zeal tempered with an 
amazing tolerance. They were cen- 
ters where widely varying ideologies 
were fitted together into a workable 
pattern, rather than made to clash 
over details. The old stone missions 
of the southwest are collectivelv a 
firm cornerstone in the foundation of 
modern America.

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NOTES ON CHINA HISTORY 


From an article by Alice R. Rollins 
in the Los Angeles Times. 


When a well-known writer of de- 
tective stories takes time between 
clues to describe some of the an- 
tique furnishings in the house of 
fate, one realizes how universal is 
the interest in the subject. While an- 
tiques always have been a natural 
part of our lives we are discovering 
they have a new meaning when we 
know something of the makers and 
the people connected with them. Our 
collection of teacups takes on new 
interest when we read that Charles 
Lamb found pleasure and relaxation 
in his collection of old china. 


Not a little of the charm of old 
china lies in its decoration. When the 
art of transfer printing was dis- 
covered in England in the middle of 
the 18th century it opened a new 
world to the potters in the decora- 
tion of their wares. The new proc- 
ess enabled them to transfer on chi- 
na the works of many famous and 
talented men of art. China became 
at once something desirable in an ar- 
tistic sense. It appealed to the col- 
lector and he soon became interested 
in the china that pictured historical 
events, picturesque scenery, noted 
personages and their homes. Endless 
designs were made of the flowers 
of the garden and fruits of the fields 
and transferred onto china. 


The qld blue-willow pattern, pic- 
turing the fairy tale of the faraway 
Chinese maiden and her Prince 
Charming, is one of the earliest and 
most popular of these aesigus. It 
was first brought out by Thomas Tur- 
ner in 1780, Later it was copied by 
the other potters with many varia- 


tions. 


Following the American Revolution 
the English potters, hoping to regain 
the trade they had lost during the 
war with the colonies, sent artists 
to this country to paint scenes and 
events of interest to our people. 
Views along the Hudson, in the Cat- 
skills, Niagara Falls, famous build- 
ings in Boston, New York and Phila- 
delphia, views of western settlements, 
the first steamboat and railroad, etc., 
were favored subjects. Several hun- 
dred views are known to have been 
made to decorate pottery sent to 
this country. With the passing years 
this historical pottery has become 
rare and valuable. It represents a 
period in America’s development that

is very close to us at the present 
time. 


While the old historical blue is 
rare and valuable there are many 
other designs and colors made at 
about the same time and later that 
are quite charming for the collec- 
tor today. It is best to specialize in 
the product of one factory. Study the 
characteristics of that ware. A re- 
liable book on ceramics and their 
marks is a must for all collectors of 
china. Perhaps you have inherited a 
plate of pleasing design and color, 
or purchased an old one that ap- 
pealed to you. If so, match plates, 
cups and saucers and other pieces 
until you have enough for a fairly 
complete set. This may seem difficult 
at first but you will be surprised 
how often a pink, lavender, black or 
blue piece will be found of the color 
or pattern you have selected. Match- 
ing a piece or more at a time is not 
hard on the budget and there always 
is the fun of the quest. I might add 
that old china is a very popular col- 
lectible at present because the war 
has made it scarce like many other 
antiques. 


Among the Staffordshire potters 
the old wares of Adams, Clews, Dav- 
enport, Jackson, Spode and many 
others may be included in such a 
collection. You may even combine

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the products of some of these pot- 
ters if they are of the same quality, 
harmonious coloring and design. 
Some of the foregoing named firms 
are in business today and while their 
products are charming they do not 
belong in a modern-day collection of 
antiques. 


In this connection the collector 
again is reminded that modern china 
includes the name of the country 
where it was manufactured in the 
mark. A law to this effect was passed 
by the United States government in 
1891 for all importations into this 
country. Another helpful hint in dat- 
ing English china is that of the reg- 
istry mark, adopted by England for 
metals, wood, glass and earthenware. 
This law was established by the Brit- 
ish Patent Office and covers the pa- 
riod from 1842 and continued through 
1883. The mark consists of a long 
diamond in the center of which are 
the letters “Rd.” In each of the 
angles of the diamond are certain 
letters and figures which by means 
of the key tell the year, month and 
day of manufacture. 
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THE JAPANESE NETSUKE 


From an article by Edan Wright 
in the old Chicago Post. 


It is quite likely, though this is 
purely a personal interpretation, 
that the little netsuke at the end of 
the inro, or medicine box, as the 
objects were called which contained 
the powders and pills of the Japa- 
nese, had as much to do psychologi- 
cally with restoring the health of 
the wearer from sheer delight in 
its contemplation, as the powders 
themselves. But whatever the phys- 
ical properties of the netsukes, they 
at least are surely an elixir for the 
artistic sensibilities — for moderns 
and ancients alike, 

* 


There has been some confusion 
concerning the history of the netsuke, 
it being held that the netsuke was 
of Chinese rather than Japanese 
origin. It is pointed out that while 
their origin is distinctly Japanese, 
with the adoption of the traditions 
and conventions of China after Budd- 
hism had been introduced, the netsu- 
ke carvers followed the style, like 
the other artists, and depicted Chi- 
nese subjects, 

The netsuke had its origin in 
the Japanese costume first of all. 
The Japanese employed a girdle to 
keep their kimono’s closed, and as 
these garments were without pock- 
ets, the inro and other articles with 
their cords had to have the little 
netsuke at the end to pass under the 
belt and hang over it to secure them. 
Today with the adoption of western 
dress by the Japanese, the netsuke is 
fast disappearing. 

Quite naturally the netsuke ad- 
vanced into popularity with the inro 
in the Tensho period (1573-1592), 
but its history goes back beyond the 
inro to the Ashikaga period (1394- 
1574) when it was the custom to 
carry a bunch of keys suspended at 
the waist. These very early netsukes 
of ivory were more on the order of 
seals with designs of Chinese prove- 
nance. 

Other items were hung from the 
belt, too, and on the end of each of 
these objects was a netsuke. They 
appeared on purses, snuff or water 
bottles, on small gourds, brush cases, 
and above all on tobacco pouches and 
pipe cases. Indeed, the greatest de- 
mand for netsukes is supposed to 
have come following the introduc- 
tion of tobacco and the consequent 
carrying of pipes and pouches by 
all classes. But with the cigarette, 
the tobacco pouches disappeared, and 
with it the netsuke. 


CHINESE PORCELAINS 


By Grace L. Dillard

If the history of a nation, its 
progress and its reactions may be 
estimated by the study of its ar- 
chitecture and furniture, certainly 
the feminine and romantic history 
may be summed up by a careful 
study of interior decorations, ap- 
pointments and china ware. 
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For this purpose, china ware may 
be considered as of two types, or- 
namental and useful. Probably the 
useful type was the original. Recep- 
tacles were necessary for water and 
food, later for dyes and sacred rites. 

After years of justification as home 
and altar necessities, the manufac- 
ture of china ware for decorative 
purposes made interesting progress. 
Successive Emperors patronized the 
decorative arts, and it is probably 
for the reason that their resources 
were unlimited that the many early 
potters were so experimenta: Voth 
in “biscuit” and in glaze, and 
achieved so many innovations. In 
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spite of the many protests against 
Imperial extravagance, immense or- 
ders were issued to the pottery cen- 
ters to produce quantities of plates, 
bowls, ewers, cups and large fish 
bowls. It must have been quite a 
problem to make some of these ex- 
tremely large bowls, for some of 
them were three feet and more wide 
in diameter, and the danger of break- 
age was always present. 

It is said that it took nine days 
to complete the firing of these very 
large pieces, and the kilns were of 
such a size that only one could be 
done at a time. The potters became 
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greatly discouraged through delays 
and difficulties in the firing of these 
large pieces. Almost invariably they 
came out flawed or broken. Legen- 
dary accounts tell of a certain pot- 
ter named T’ung, who, completely 
disconsolate over the failure of his 
efforts, at last threw himself into 
the kiln fire. Thereafter the potters 
were able to successfully produce 
perfect specimens and the martyr 
T’ung was deified as the “Genius 
of Fire and Blast.” 
* * * 

To the Sung dynasty belong the 
first specimens of true porcelain. The 
Yuan dynasty (1280-1367) followed 
this ware closely in their produc- 
tions, both in form and substance. 

During the Ming dynasty (1368- 
1644) began the tremendous outburst 
of productivity. Pieces were produced 
not by tens or hundreds, but by the 
thousands. 

Two kinds of porcelain were made 
during this era. The imperial court 
patronized both, but to the imperial 
factories at Ching-te-Chen the finest 
products are attributed. It was in 
these factories that experiments were 
constantly made in new glazes, new 
enamels, new combinations of colors, 
new and ingenious shapes and new 
decorative designs. 

There are many collectible pieces 
of the Ming dynasty, although most 
of it is greatly treasured in_ na- 
tional museums. These pieces have 
many distinguishing qualities. Those 
attributed to Ching-te Chen were by 
far the finest in body, workmanship 
and decoration. 

* * x 

During the Ming period many new 
forms were introduced. The “po- 
tiche,” or covered jar, must have 
been quite a favorite shape and has 
continued in popularity down through 
the ages to the present time. This 
jar as it was made in former days 
was large, round and _high-shoul- 
dered. Another favored shape was a 
high shouldered baluster vase with 
small neck and narrow mouth. This 
piece was called “mei p’ing,” or “pru- 
nus jar,” and its original purpose was 
to conveniently hold a single brancn 
of the flowering plum or “hawthorn.” 
The double gourd shape assumed fa- 
vor, also a vase with a square or 
oblong body and gourd-shaped neck. 
Many vases were melon-shaped or 
had rounded bodies. A soft shadowy 
blue was blown upon this ware fre- 
quently, through a bamboo tube cov- 
ered with cotton cloth. The effect was 
extremely pleasing in delicacy and 
quite a novelty, It may be that this 
early Ming ware was in the minds 
of those workmen who produced the 
later and much coveted “spatter- 
ware” so favored in our early Amer- 
ican homes. Soft, delicate, dreamy 
blues are distinctive of the early 
Ming wares and are being imitated 
in the Chinese wares of the pres- 
ent day, with very favorable re- 
sults. Much of this soft blue color- 
ing came from Mohammedan coun- 
try, in all probability Persia. and 
was called “Mohammedan” blue to 
distinguish it from the “native” 
blue, 


A very charming brilliant red was 
used, and as there was great secrecy 
concerning the sources of this color, 
it was believed to have been pro- 
duced from powdered rubies. How- 
ever strange may have been the 
other customs of these ancient Chi- 
nese people, it must be claimed for 
them that their myths, their legends, 
their patterns, their designs dealt 
largely with beauty as we know it. 
Their very demons were possessed 
of exceedingly great strength, which 
in itself is admirable. A simple flow- 
er was enough to hold the fancy 
of an artist for days as he repeated 
this motif in enamel or glaze, for 
a continuous background, in relief, 
for symbolical or decorative effect. 

Purple, green and yellow were used 
in combination, also apple green, red, 
and yellow. 

The Imperial decorators copied fa- 
mous pictures and brocaded silks. 

Ming glazes are of three distinc- 
tive types. That heavy type known 
as “massed lard” is thick and solid. 
The “chicken skin” is lighter snd 
is self descriptive, while the “Wind 
ruffled” surfaces indicated all that 
the name. implies. 

In the study of Chinese porcelain 
one is intrigued with the versatility 
of design combinations, fanciful sub- 
jects, and especially with the sym- 
bolical “well wishing” of primitive 
people who were early advocates of 
suggested happiness. 


FRANKENTHAL PORCELAIN 
By Grace Golden 
_ in the Indianapolis Star. 


Almost as well known as Dresden 
is the name Frankenthal, among col- 
lectors or old werman_ porcelains. 
The two wares are quite similar. 

In 1755, a date fairly early in 
the history of European porcelain 
manufactories, Paul Hannong, &a 
worker from Strasbourg, opened a 
porcelain factory, after an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to sell his formula 
to the factory at Sevres. 

For some reason unrecorded, Han- 
nong left the factory in 1759, and 
his son, Joseph Adam Hannong took 
charge. About this time a Viennese 
worker of high repute joined the 
factory. He was Ringler, who had 
been with the Hochst factory, and 
after pausing a while at Franken- 
thal, went on to Ludwigsburg and 
elsewhere. 

Maximilian Joseph, Elector of Bav- 
aria, was protector of the porcelain 
works at Frankenthal, which meant 
that the best could be produced, with 
little or no thought of commercialism. 

Like Meissen, there is usually 
much of the bluish-white glaze of 
the body which is allowed to show, 
with random decorative motifs spot- 
ted here and there. It is usually a 
mark of good porcelain to have pro- 
portionately large white or undecor- 
ated surfaces to show. The same 
might be said of furniture and a 
good many other decorative arts. 
When good, fine-grained wood is used 
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in furniture, there is little cause to 
ornament it highly; only soft, cheap 
wood needs a coat of paint to hide 
defects. 

German porcelain, whether Meis- 

sen, Frankenthal or Nymphenburg, 
often has a piece of fruit as a finial, 
though the object is not otherwise 
decorated with fruit motifs. 
_ Another mark of German porcelain 
is the faint woven effect often seen 
beneath the glaze as if in imitation 
of a willow basket. The products 
of the foremost potters of Germany 
is more nearly of one spirit than 
any other group of men. 

For that matter, as has been said 
before in this column, it is easier 
to place china as to date or gen- 
eral time than it is to say where it 
was made. 

This is due to the rapid turnover 
of workers and these itinerants who 
went from place to place, even though 
most countries frowned upon hiring 
foreigners. Thus a distinct French 
feeling is reflected in some of the 
porcelain produced in European coun- 
tries as far east as Poland and Rus- 
sia at a time when Louis ruled 
France. 

It was the custom of rulers to 
send gifts of porcelain to rulers of 
another country whenever an ambas- 
sador paid a visit, and in this way 
French influence was felt at the time 
when France led the field in most 
of the minor arts, And so, little by 
little, one general style or shape was 
adopted by many potteries. 


The question is often asked why 
china has deteriorated today. To this 
there can be only one answer. There 
is just as good china, glass, silver 
and other examples of minor arts 
being produced in this century as 
ever before. Those examples which 
we hold up as yardsticks of the past, 
are but a small part of the total 
output of a century or two centuries 
ago. It must be remembered that 
only the finest survived to be handed 
down to posterity, or to find its 
way to museum collections. 


The extremely poor of olden days 
had only a few pieces of crude pot- 
tery from which to eat, and those 
pieces might well have peen broken 
and destroyed, just as today the low- 
er classes of society are not the ones 
to whom we would turn to find ex- 
quisite china and glass. 


The prime factor in lowering of 
standards, however, was the change 
from hand-down objects of art to 
machine-made goods. With the com- 
ing of industrialism came lowering 
of prices, and inferior goods re- 
sulted. 


Conversely, if one is prepared to 
pay the price, there are artists to- 
day who can turn out a porcelain 
dinner set elegant enough to com- 
pare favorably in texture and pat- 
tern with the best of generations 
past. Perhaps it is not for us to 
speak in criticism of the workers 
but rather for the personal taste of 
the general public of today in accept- 
ing garish goods of poor quality. 
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Three very different discoveries 
are recorded to have resulted from 
the unintentional application of in- 
tense heat. Pliny attributes the dis- 
covery of glass to some merchants 
traveling with nitre, who, stopping 
on the banks of a river to take a 
meal, were at a loss for stones to 
rest their kettles upon. Putting them 
upon pieces of nitre, they kindled 
their fires, the nitre, dissolved by 
the heat, mixed with the sand, and 
the merchants were astonished to see 
a transparent matter flowing over 
the ground, which was nothing else 
but glass. Charles Goodyear had for 
years experimented in vain, hoping 
to deprive india-rubber of its sus- 
ceptibility to the action of heat and 
cold. Conversing with a friend on 
the subject, he emphasized an asser- 
tion by flinging a piece of sulphured 
rubber across the room. It lighted 
upon the stove; and when he picked 
it up a few days afterward, he found 
the intense heat to which it had 
been subjected had conferred upon 
the india-rubber just the quality he 
had so long striven to impart to it. 
According to some he stumbled upon 
the discovery in a different manner; 
but, at any rate, vulcanized india- 
rubber was the creation of an acci- 
dent. A Limerick tobacconist, look- 
ing dolefully at his poor neighbors 
groping among the smoldering ruins 
of his burned-out shop, noticed that 
some of them, after trying the con- 
tents of certain canisters, carefully 
loaded their waistcoat pockets from 
them. He followed suit, and found 
the snuff had come out of the fiery 
ordeal very much improved in pun- 
gency and aroma. Like a wise man 
he said nothing, but took another 
place, set up a lot of ovens, and be- 
fore long Black Yard Snuff—other- 
wise “Irish Blackguard’” — was all 
the rage with lovers of nasal titilla- 
tion; and in a few years Lundyfoot 
was a rich man, owing to the acci- 
dent he thought had ruined him. A 
would-be alchemist seeking to dis- 
cover what mixture of earths would 
make the strongest crucibles, one day 
found he had made porcelain. In- 
stead of transmuting metals, as he 
had fondly hoped to do, Bottger 
transmuted himself; “as if he had 
been touched with a *conjurer ’s wand, 
he was on a_ sudden transformed 
from an alchemist into a potter.” 


—= 


The cracking of a picture placed 
in the sunshine set Van Eyck ex- 
perimenting to produce a varnish 
that would dry in the shade. He 
found what he sought, and found 
beside that by mixing it with his 
colors they acquired greater force 
and brillianey, and required no sub- 
sequent varnishing; and so came 
about the discovery, or rediscovery, 
of the art of painting in oil. Mezzo- 


tinto owed its invention by Prince 
Rupert to the simple accident of a 
sentry’s gun-barrel being rusted by 
the dew. Henry Schanward, a Nu- 
remberg gilass-cutter, happened to 
let some aqua-fortis fall upon his 
spectacles, and noticed the glass was 
corroded and softened where the 
aqua-fortis had touched it. Taking 
the hint, he made a liquid accord- 
ingly, drew some figures upon a 
piece of glass, covered them with 
varnish, and applied his corroding 
fluid, cut away the glass around his 
drawing, so that when he removed 
the varnish the -figures appeared 
raised upon a dark ground; and etch- 
ing upon glass was added to the 
ornamental arts. Alois Senefelder, 
playwright and actor, thinking it pos- 
sible to etch upon stone in lieu of 
copper, polished a slab for the pur- 
pose. He was disturbed by his mother 
coming into his small laboratory 
with the request that he would jot 
down her list of things for the wash, 
as the woman was waiting to take 
the basket away. There being neither

paper nor ink handy, Senefelder 
scribbled the items on his stone with 
his etching preparation, that he 
might copy them at his leisure. Some 
time afterward, when about to clean 
the stone, he thought he might as 
well see what would be the effect 
of biting the stone with aquafortis, 
and in a few minutes saw the writ- 
ing standing out in relief. Taking up 
a pelt-ball charged with printing-ink, 
he inked the stone, took off a few 
impressions upon paper, and he had 
invented lithography. The pelt-ball 
used by Senefelder was long indis- 
pensable in a printing office. A Salo- 
pian printer in a hurry to get on 
with a job, could not find his ball, 
and inked the form with a piece of 
soft glue that had fallen out of the 
gluepot, with such excellent results 


that he thenceforth discarded the 
pelt-ball altogether, and by adding 
treacle to the glue to keep it from 
hardening, hit upon the composition 
of which printers’ rollers have ever 
since been made.

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News of the 
World’s Antique Mart 


At the turn of the season when 
the summer retreats into the back- 
ground of a year more than half 
spent, the bells of the Nation’s 
schools call the children back to 
their books. If one happens to be a 
great composer of music he will 
hear the bells, as his predecessors 
heard the music of the _ spheres 
above the din of the world, ringing 
themselves into a great symphony. 
This symphony would combine the 
precise electric bells of the vast edu- 
cational institutions of the cities with 
the bells of the town and country 
schools that dot the nation like way- 
side shrines, to a contemporary edi- 
tion of the goddess Minerva. The 
deep, rich tones of the bells that 
hang in the cupolas and belfries of 
the little school house down the road 
would be intermingled with the sound 
of wings and the cooing of the 
startled doves that nest there. There 
would be the sound of bell tones 
from the long handled bells rung 
by the teachers themselves calling 
their flocks to order. These pas- 
sages would be as full of individ- 
uality and as varied as the personal- 
ities of the teachers who ring them 
and would add the elusive charm of 
many variations to the theme. There 
would be, too, the voices of little 
children and the tramp of many lit- 
tle feet. A peacetime army of joy, 
the Nation’s priceless reserve, 

It is a subject worthy of the great- 
est master who would put into his 
theme a supplication for the hope 
of the future of these small begin- 
ners on Life’s journey,— 

“In hope that sends its shining ray, 
Far down the future’s broadening 
way.” 

The symphony must be great 
enough and arresting enough in its 
insistent appeal to be listened to 
by the rampant powers that seem to 
have forgotten little children and 
their doubtful tomorrows. 

Hendrik Willem Van Loon heard 
the cry of the unwritten symphony 
of the school bells when he dedicated 
his greatest book, “The Arts”, to an 
unknown little boy and girl that he 
saw by chance from the window of 
a train stalled for a few moments 
in a desolate section .of the coun- 
try. The children came out of a 
drab and dreary house slithering 
through the slush of the fields to- 
ward school, and stopped to gaze 
wide eyed at the train, to them a 
thing of mystery and their only link 
with a world in which everything 
had not been ruthlessly sacrificed to 
the idea of utility. “They wore hide- 


ous woolen caps and mufflers, and 
red woolen gloves knit so coarsely 
and carelessly that even at a dis- 
tance one could notice how little love 
had been worked into these gar- 
ments.” But the girl carried a port- 
folio, the kind that children carry 
their pictures in for the drawing 
lesson and the boy carried a fiddle 
case that had been shined with care. 

Dr. Van Loon studied for thirty 
years to learn enough to write “The 
Arts,” and it took him ten years 
to write it. The ideal that inspired 
it is, “that all arts should have but 
one single purpose, should contribute 
as much as it is within our own 
particular power to do so to the 
highest of all arts—the Art of Liv- 
ing.” Having spent twenty years 
gathering materia] for the book he 
says he never quite had the courage 
to start it for something kept wor- 
rying him. From what “fixed point” 
should he write the book. Whom 
would he have in mind while writ- 
ing it. Not for the professional art 
student or for the artist and cer- 
tainly not for those dear ladies who 
loved art for its “moral and uplift- 
ing influence.” Nor for their estim- 
able husbands who “didn’t know any- 
thing about art but knew what they 
liked.” 

The chance, fleeting look at the 
children from the train window de- 
cided everything; it was the longed 
for answer to his problem, — “But 
suddenly everything became clear to 
me, I had my fixed point I knew 
exactly who needed the sort of book 
I had in mind and then and there I 
made my decision. I shall write it 
for those two infants in the red muf- 
flers and the rediwoolen caps. I shall 
write it for those two children one 
of whom carried a fiddle case and 
one of whom carried a bunch of 
drawings. I shall write it for those 
two forlorn kids who looked so eager- 
ly at that train of ours, — that train 
that was going places.” 

These children represented all chil- 
dren whose voices mingle in the sym- 
phony of the school bells that can 
be heard by all who will but listen. 

How much we all need this larger 
view, that is, together with a marked 
individuality, the outstanding char- 
acteristic of Dr. Van Loon’s books, — 
a release from the cramped quar- 
ters of a world that is too much with 
us. Already the “Open violation of 
Article I of the great Code of Crea- 
tion which insists upon peace and 
good will among members of the 
same species has carried us to a 
point where soon the human race 
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may be faced with the possibility of 
complete annihilation.” 

Above the noise of a world top 
heavy with guns and _ battleships, 
quaking in the fear of atom bombs, 
hydrogen bombs and oppression there 
is the unwritten symphony of the 
school bells mingled with the voices 
of little children. A sane sound of 
home and continuation. Let us, like 
Hendrik Van Loon dedicate our great- 
est works to these for of such is the 
world made. A child today, a man 
tomorrow, —for of what need are 
acorns or children if they can not 
find the soil to complete their growth 
and destiny,—to become trees, and 
to become men “going places.”

The 2-cent Jefferson stamp will be 
first placed on sale at San Francisco, 
Calif., on September 15, 1954, on 
the occasion of the annual conven- 
tion of the American Philatelic So- 
ciety. 

The 4-cent stamp has for its cen- 
tral subject a likeness of Abraham 
Lincoln, from a portrait by Douglas 
Volk, now in the Mellon Collection, 
National Gallery of Art, Washing- 
ton, D. C. The name “Lincoln” is 
placed on the right below the cen- 
ter of the portrait and in the lower 
left corner of the stamp, arranged 
in two lines, is the denomination ‘‘4c” 
and the wording “U. S. Postage.” 

The 4-cent Lincoln stamp will be 
first placed on sale at New York, 
N. Y., on November 19, 1954, on the 
occasion of the annual convention of 
the American Stamp Dealers Asso- 
ciation.

Money of Yesteryear 


Do not neglect the Canadian Se- 
ries of coins. The coinages of our 
neighbors to the North are finally 
coming into their own. 

I think the start of all this comes 
from the rapidly increasing number 
of Canadian collectors and the Whit- 
man Company who has come out 
with a series of coin boards to hold 
Canadian coins. The number of Can- 
adian coin collectors has increased 
considerably and practically all col- 
lectors are conscious of the Cana- 
dian series. 

The early series, tokens, bank pen- 
nies and the many other varieties 
of moneys used in Canada prior to 
the standardization of their coinages 
in 1858 have not responded to this 
sudden popularity, but they should 
follow along in a few years. Many 
of these are extremely rare and valu- 
able now, but think what they will 
rise to if the series becomes pop- 
ular. 

So far, there is no complete book 
dealing with the Canadian series, 
and nothing to my knowledge on Can- 
adian paper money but price lists are 
available and the coins are rising to 
the point that they are worth the full 
catalog values in many cases. A short 
time ago such price lists were not 
even considered, particularly with 
used coins. For instance, a fifty cent 
piece of 1894 catalogs at $5 in 
very good condition, and this coin 
certainly is worth 60% of catalog! 
Take the half dollar of 1921 catalog- 
ing from $50 to $200 in various 
conditions; the 1936. quarter with 
the celebrated dot, cataloging from 
$3 to $20; the dime of 1889, catalog- 
ing from $15 to $70; the nickel of 
1921 with a valuation of from $45 
to $90, and the cents of 1936 with 
the celebrated ‘dot’—no catalog 
value as there are only seven spe- 
cimens known! 

Those are all outstanding coins,

but take my advice and do not spurn 
any Canadian coin that is in uncir- 
culated condition, if it is dated be- 
fore 1937, in any denomination. 

From 1908 to 1919 gold Sovereigns 
were struck in Canada and are iden- 
tical in design to the Sovereigns 
struck in England and other colo- 
nies. These are identified by their 
mint mark, the identifying initial is 
“C.” Keep an eye open for these, 
for they are much rarer and in 
more demand than any other Sov- 
ereigns and are “Canadian” coins. 
During 1912, 1913 and 1914 Canada 
struck, with her own design $5 and 
$10 gold pieces, these are becom- 
ing more and more scarce. The New- 
foundland series do not seem to 
have kept up with the Canadians 
and I believe there are many sleepers 
there for the collector wishing to 
secure future rarities. Two dollar 
gold pieces, struck from time to 
time, from 1865 to 1888 are becom- 
ing increasingly rare, and I wouldn’t 
be surprised if they exceed our own 
$3 gold pieces in value some day. 

Canadian paper money is a vir- 
tually unthought of possibility, ex- 
cept to those endeavoring to secure 
as many as they can. Watch those 
large sized Canadian ones, twos and 
higher denominations. A $2 of 1880 
in extremely fine condition in my 
last Auction sale brought around 
$20! Even the more or less common 
Canadian 25c notes, in nice condi- 
tion, are becoming scarce. 

I think it advisable for all col- 
lectors to study Canadian numis- 
matic publications, study the mint 
records and keep an eye out for 
the scarce items still floating around. 


Let me mention some coins, that I 
think, are reui sleepers if you can 
find them. Take the gold Sovereign 
of 1908 mint mark “C” for Can- 
ada, mint records indicate that there 
were only 636 coined! Still it only 


catalogs from $40 to $55. The Cana- 
dian five dollar gold piece of 1914 
has a mint record of only 31,122 
coins, and it catalogs from $18 to 
$23. Canadian small cents of 1922, 
1923, 1924 and 1925 all have a coin- 
age of between one million and one 
million six hundred thousand per 
year. Still they only run from 50c to 
$6 catalog values. The United States 
1914 D cent for comparison has a 
mint record of 1,193,000 and catalogs 
from $11 in fine condition to $47.50 in 
uncirculated condition. The New- 


.foundland $2 gold piece of 1880, had 


an issue of only 2500; only 2,041 5e 
pieces of Newfoundland, dated 1946; 
only 8000 Newfoundland dimes of 
1885; only 19,000 Canadian half dol- 
lars in 1932, and this sleeper cata- 
logs from $3 to $10. Compare that 
with our 1933 S half dollar which 
in uncirculated condition catalogs at 
$27.50, with a mint record of 
1,786,000. By those figures the 1932 
Canadian half in uncireulated con- 
dition should be selling for between 
$75 and $100 instead of $10!

If you start looking for these, 
your search may be very profitable 
in a few years, even if you buy 
them at today’s full catalog value. 


A Library is an invaluable thing 
to any collector or dealer. No one 
can guess right all of the time, 
and following ads alone is not the 
surest way of knowing what you 
are doing. There are many parts 
of the world that are not too well 
known by the average collector and 
automatically discounted as having 
anything of much value. This is a 
mistake. Since our War with Japan 
our interests in their coinages have 
increased greatly, and I find listed 
coins that hitherto were found of- 
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fered very carelessly in America 
worth considerable, It was only a 
couple of weeks ago that a good 
friend of mine bought from a well 
known collector at the latter’s ask- 
ing price a Japanese gold coin that 
brought three times the purchase 
price. 

A good book on Japanese coins 
is invaluable to any collector, for a 
good many of the very early Japa- 
nese coins particularly the early gold 
pieces, the Obans, kobans and “kin” 
pieces are very rare and have valua- 
tions up as high as $2,000 for a sin- 
gle coin. Chinese and Korean cojns 
have a great many rarities in their 
series also. Have a library and you 
know what’s what. It’s impossible for 
everyone to have in their head all 
knowledge about all coins. Remem- 
ber it takes many years for an ex- 
pert to compile data that goes into 
one text on one certain series of 
coins, 

—_—_~o— 

A great many new issues of coins 
outstanding in design are those of 
silver dollar size from the South 
American countries. A silver Peso 
dated 1953 has been issued by Cuba. 
On the obverse we find the bust of 
Marti with inscription “1853 Cen- 
tenario De Marti; reverse shows ris- 
ing sun, key and value with weight 
and fineness, legends are as usual 
Republica De Cuba and Patria Y 
Libertad, a companion piece is the 
new 50 centavo piece in silver to go 
with it. Germany has a new five 
mark commemorative silver coin for 
the Western Zone which commemo- 
rates the German Museums. In 1953 
Mexico issued a new five Peso silver 
coin with a bust of Hidalgo facing 
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and Cathedral to left; reverse shows 
the Mexican Eagle and legends as to 
source, date fineness and denomina- 
tion. 

Panama’s new 1953 Balboa is very 
attractive with the helmeted head 
of Balboa on the obverse and a 
standing female figure and arms on 
the reverse; it is to commemorate

I am anxious to learn something 
about a strange United States dol- 
lar bill that I have recently acquired. 

It has been issued since the Eisen- 
hower administration, and signed by 
Humphrey. 

The black printing on the side 
with Washington’s portrait is reg- 
ular and okay, but on the other side, 
which is printed in green, above the 
regular design, is an eight inch strip 
from the face design, printed in 
black and running the entire width 
of the green design. This makes two 
— instead of one on the green 
side. 

Can you tell me how this hap- 
pened? I have not seen another.

tesimo. The latter is in bron7> and 
the others in silver. Other new mi- 
nor coins have been issued in Af- 
ghanistan, Burma, Butan Germany, 
Soviet Zone, Italy, Lebanon, New 
Caledonia but are not outstanding 
numismatically. 

Now that the government is frown- 
ing upon new issues of commemora- 
tive coins, having refused to approve 
any more at the present time, there 
will probably be an increase in med- 
als to attempt to take the place of the 
non-existant commemorative coins. I 
do not think that medals will ever 
take their place. Some have made a 
very great attempt such as the Norse 
American medals of 1925, the so 
called Wilson Dollar of 1920, etc., 
etc., and while some of these are 
quite scarce and in good demand, 
they still are not coins. The at- 
tempt may be made by not having 
the new medals look so much like 
medals, but to endeavor to make 
them look more like coins in the 
size and thickness of a silver dollar 
or half dollar, and with impressions 
of low relief like a coin, not the 
very high relief of a medal. This

as “so called” half dollars, or “so 
called” silver dollars, and as such 
can become much more popular than 
the series of real medals with high 
relief and odd size that never seem 
to become associated very much with 
the coin description. 

The latest of these is the new Al- 
bany, N. Y., Cradle of the Union 
Celebration medals which are being 
advertised and offered throughout 
the country at the present time. They 
come in silver and bronze, and I 
am interested in seeing how well 
they will be accepted by coin col- 
lectors of the nation, particularly 
the commemorative coin collectors, 
for if they accept them, the medals 
wil] become rare and valuable, while 
if they are not accepted, they will 
become “just another medal.” They 
are struck by the United States Mint 
which should help them a lot, and we 
understand it will be very difficult 
to get any more such medals struck 
by the mint as the concensus or opin- 
ion seems to be that the striking of 
such medals by the mint is an in- 
fringement upon private enterprise. 
Many private companies specialize 
in the coining and striking of medals.

as a result, set up an experimental 
airmail service between Washington, 
D. C., and New York, N. Y., with 
an intermediate stop at Philadcl- 
phia, Pa. 

The first flights both ways were 
made on May 15, 1918. 

The United States Army furnished 
planes and pilots and conducted fly- 
ing and maintenance, and the Pwst 
Office Department handled the mail 
and all operations connected with it. 
It also printed the first 24-cent car- 
mine rose and blue air mail stamp, 
with the picture of the early flying 
machine, the “Jenny.” 

Incidentally, one sheet of these 
first air mail stamps with the Jen- 
ny printed upside down escaped the 
Post Office in Washington and gave 
philately one of its most dramatic 
moments. A _ fortunate mint-sheet 
buyer, so the legend goes, went to 
the Washington Post Office the day 
the stamp was first issued in 1918. 
A man ahead of him ordered a 
sheet of the stamps and then in- 
dignantly handed it back to the 
clerk because the airplanes were up- 
side down. The next man in line 
was given this sheet. Today, a sin- 
gle stamp from this sheet, the 
only one of its kind ever released 
by the Post Office Department out 
of billions of sheets of stamps is- 
sued since July 1, 1847, is valued at 
$3,500.

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield recently warned Amer- 
ican businessmen and merchants of 
an increase in illegal alterations of 
money orders to raise their value, 
and cautioned those cashing postal

Postmaster General Summerfield 
said that this new air mail stamp is 
being issued primarily for the con- 
venience of patrons desiring to send 
souvenir post cards by air to their 
families and friends. Although this 
new air mail stamp is intended for 
use on post cards, it will be valid 
for use in combination with other 
stamps on any mail intended fo: 
transmission by air mail. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of this stamp may send 
a reasonable number of addressed 
post cards to the Postmaster at 
Philadelphia, with money order re- 
mittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed. The outside en- 
velope to the Postmaster should be 
endorsed “First Day Covers.”

My sister and I had planned a 
trip to the library to see a display 
of the valentine cutouts from the 
collection of Katherine Millhouse, to- 
gether with color drawings for her 
book (Apolonais Valentines).

on display. As I am a valentine en- 
thusiast and a member of the Valen- 
tine Collectors Club of America, you 
can a” my enjoying this err 
to the full. 

But I had a two-fold reason for 
visiting the Library, as I was now 
anxious to meet Mr. Emerson Green- 
away, its Director, in the hope that 
he might be a relative of Kate 
Greenaway. When we arrived at his 
office we were told he was in con- 
ference and was then to cut a rec- 
ord for a broadcast on childrens’ 
books to be used the same evening, 
in connection with the Library’s 
weekly program of chamber music 
by Beethoven. 

We were graciously urged to re- 
main, so we waited until he was 
available, as I had brought along 
several of my loveliest autographed 
Greenaway Almanacs, feeling that 
he would be interested in seeing them. 
Believe me, in Mr. Greenaway I 
found a real enthusiast. He gathered 
them into his hands lovingly, and 
like the student he is, studied them 
carefully, and figuratively hugged 
them to his heart. He then handed 
them to his secretary to enjoy. The 
childrens room of the library has a 
fine representation of Kate Greena- 
way material. We talked at some 
length on K. G.’s ‘work and on child- 
ren’s books in general. 

He then invited us to accompany 


him to the rare book room where 
a gift of children’s books from the 
fabulous Dr. Rosenbach collection 
was on display. The rarities in other 
fields than childrens books were 
breath taking, and I have promised 
myself many return trips to the 
rare book room to enjoy and study 
them. 

Mr. Greenaway was saving a won- 
derful surprise until last, for when 
he unlocked a door to a magnificent 
paneled room, he told us that it 
was in fact, the famed ELKINS 
library, willed to them, and moved 
in its entirety and installed in the 
Philadelphia Free Library. 

To describe this room with its 
book-lined shelves in their glorious 
bindings, would require the skill of 
a poet-painter, for it glowed in gem 
like colors and reminded me of the 
days of pageantry. The luxurious 
sofas which flanked either side of

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the immense fireplace were in rich 
crimson, as was the beautiful rug. A 
great deal of imagination and in- 
genuity had been used in the win- 
dow arrangement. Colored photo- 
graphs had been taken of the Elkins 
gardens as seen from the library 
windows. These had been blown up 
and set in a sort of box frame and 
a lighting arrangement used _ to 
make the illusion complete. 

Before leaving this jeweled room 
we were invited to sign the guest 
register, only to learn that the desk 
which held it, had belonged to 
Charles Dickens. Evidently Mr. El- 
kins had been a great admirer of 
Dickens, for over the desk hangs a 
fine portrait of Dickens, and on its 
surface had been penned many of 
the manuscripts for his famous 
books, In the peace and tranquility of 
this quiet room it is easy to realize 
the weighty problems that were 
solved here, and the inspiration these 
surroundings would give to anyone 
privileged to enjoy it. 

While Mr. Emerson Greenaway 
modestly disclaims any relationship 
to Kate Greenaway, his ancestors 
came from Devonshire, England, as 
it is said, so also did some of the 
ancestors of Kate Greenaway. Like 
her he possesses a charm and ener- 
gy, which are a definite asset to the 
library. In leaving I felt that it had 
been a very happy day, and that 
the library was in very capable 
hands, for Mr. Greenaway has sur- 
rounded himself with a most gracious 
and co-operative staff, which is be- 
ing steadily enlarged to include a 
comprehensive group of profession- 
ally trained members. 

The Philadelphia Free Library was 
organized in February, 1891, directed 
by a board of trustees, consisting of 
eighteen life members, and four 
members to be chosen at the pleas- 
ure of the Mayor. The central 
building of this $6,500,000 structure 
of limestone and_ granite was 
opened on June 2, 1927. The library 
is located on Franklin Parkway at 
20th, and is a very impressive build- 
ing, a worthy neighbor to many oth- 
er Public buildings on the Parkway. 
It is modeled after buildings on 
Place Concorde, in Paris, which were 
designed by Gabriele. It is said to 
be one of the largest library build- 
ings in the world, surpassed only by 
the British Museum, Library of 
Congress, and the New York Public 
Library. Forty-two branch libraries 
and one bookmobile are maintained by 
the library. An extensive plan of ren- 
ovating is at present under way, which 
embraces, of course, painting and 
decorating as well as_ structural 
changes in many departments. Flo- 
rescent lighting is also being in- 
stalled, 


So, if business or pleasure brings 
you to Philadelphia, do not overlook 
an opportunity of visiting the Phila- 
delphia Free Library. It will be a 
rewarding experience. Also you will 
find the hours all embracing, from 
9:00 A.M. to 10:00 P.M. week days, 
and 2:00 P.M. to 6:00 P.M. on Sun- 
days.

THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 


The Dealer & the Coilector 


By WILFRED P. PESKY 


From a lecture by Mr. Pesky of 
Schulte’s Book Store, Inc., (N.Y.C.) 
before the Montclair Public Library 


Some years ago Robert Schuman, 
who was at that time the French 
Foreign Minister, came into our store 
just prior to making an important 
speech before the U, N. He was ac- 
companied by two official body- 
guards, one of whom stayed near 
the door watching the people coming 
in, while the other stayed fairly close 
to Schuman as he browsed around. 

I had recognized the diplomat as 
soon as he came in, principally be- 
cause of his rather distinctive heavy, 
black square glasses, and so was able 
to greet him by name. When I 
asked him if there was anything 
special I could show him, he replied 
there was not and would I mind if 
lhe just looked around. After about 
half an hour, he left without hav- 
ing bought anything but thanked me 
and said he would come back later. 
Sure enough, he did. He returned 
about 5:30 the same evening, with 
the same Secret Service men, and 
continued to browse through the var- 
ious sections of our store. This time 
ihe appeared to be more relaxed and 
more inclined to talk. He still did 


not express any particular interest 
in any book or subject but, when I 
tried to tempt him into purchasing 
a finely printed or bound classic in 
French or English, he would discuss 
the book as though he was talking 
about a mutual old friend. 

At six o’clock, our normal closing 
time, we pulled our stalls in from 
the street and locked the door, Since 
Schuman showed no signs of leaving, 
I said to him, “I’m sorry, M. Schu- 
man, but it is six o’clock and we are 
closing now.” He thanked me po- 
litely and left, still without having 
made a purchase. 

Now I am telling you of this little 
incident to point up what I think 
is the most important element ‘of 
“this book collecting game.” That is, 
its therapeutic value. If a man like 
Schuman, who is charged with such 
enormous responsibilities as world 
peace, can find relaxation in a book 
shop, surely it is a pastime worth in- 
vestigating. The very fact that he 
achieved this’ relaxation without 
spending any money should be an 
added incentive for those of you who 
have thought of acquiring this hobby 
but had an idea it is a rich man’s 
sport. Naturally, I certainly do not 
want to encourage non-spending 
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browsers but, if I am to give you a 
non-objective picture, I must show 
you this side of it, 

I do not want to pursue this thera- 
peutic value too far, but I have seen 
it in action and I know it works. 
We are near the Dumont TV studios 
in the old Wanamaker building and 
we have had people like Thomas 
Mitchell and Ben Grauer come in 
after a show or rehearsal to relax 
and ease up the tension. Claudio 
Arrau and Bruno Walter have been 
in before ‘concerts. I see scores of 
people from all walks of life be- 
come absorbed in looking over our 
tables. Just how absorbed they get 
can be best illustrated by an incident 
which occurred some years ago when 
there was a fire on the fifth floor of 
our building. Even after the build- 
ing was evacuated and the engines 
arrived and the firemen began to 
run hoses into the windows, the police 
had a little trouble persuading one 
man who was looking over our out- 
side stalls, to get out of the way. 

The principal purpose of my talk 
is to discuss the relationship of the 
dealer and the collector. Perhaps the 
best way of doing this would be to 
outline to you a typical day of an 
antiquarian book dealer. My day be- 
gins at 9:00 A.M. with the opening 
of the mail. This is one of the 
biggest thrills in the business and 
I insist on doing it myself. For 
years my Dad did it and I would 
not see the inquiries, orders, bills 
and ads until they had been placed 
on my desk in a neat pile for pro- 
cessing. But now that he comes to 
work later than I do, mine is the 
pleasure of speculating’ whether a 
check is contained in the envelope 
just before I slice it open. 

Frequently, before I have opened 
more than a couple of envelopes, I 
am interrupted by a lawyer who 
lives in Gramercy Park and walks 
to his office on Broad Street every 
day. This gentleman is an extremely 
busy and successful man with an as- 
tounding range of interests in books. 
He reads several languages with ease 
and told me just the other day that 
one must own his books in order to 
really enjoy them, He told me that 
forty years ago he bought a copy 
of Faust in German but did not get 
around to reading it until this past 
summer. If the book were not con- 
veniently at hand, he said, exactly 
at the moment he felt like reading 
it, the chances are he would not have 
experienced this particular pleasure. 

After this gentleman left and I 
had finished opening the mail, I 
turned the letters over to our book- 
keeper to be entered and processed. 
Then I began to price some of our 
recent purchases. Practically every 
book shop today follows the practice 
of marking the retail price clearly 
in each book. The old system of hav- 
ing a sliding scale of prices, in which 
the dealer matched the price of the 
book with his quick appraisal of what 
he thought the customer would pay 
has largely disappeared from the 
trade. This is one of the elements 
which make book browsing such a 
pleasure. No one tries to high- 


pressure you into making a purchase. 
If you see that a book is priced 
higher than you consider it is worth 
to you, you can pass it by without 
comment. On the other hand, when 
you discover a gem for which you 
have been searching a long time and 
find it has been priced at a tenth 
of its real value, you will not give 
away your excitement in your voice 
by having to ask how much it is. 

Speaking of prices, I might say 
here that your chances of finding 
a fabulously rare book for practically 
nothing are about the same as your 
winning the sweepstakes. Profes- 
sional book scouts, who systemati- 
cally tour the book shops all over 
the country, almost never do, so how 
can you expect to? You will find, 
however, and with enough frequency 
to make it exciting, many books 
priced from a dollar to perhaps a 
hundred dollars lower than you have 
seen them previously cataloged. When 
this occurs, be sure to examine the 
book carefully before you purchase 
it, for it may have been so priced 
because of some defect, such as a 
missing fly leaf, a rebound copy or 
a later issue of a first edition. 

Another word about prices. Do 
not pass up a bookshop merely be- 
cause it displays a huge nineteen 
cents sign in its window and makes 
no attempt to classify its stock. Very 
often these clearance sales are the 
result of purchases from various 
charitable institutions, such as the 
Salvation Army, and, in order to 
sieve through the tons of nondescript 
books for the real collectors’ items, 
a dealer has to merchandise them 
to, make room for the next shipment. 
Sometimes you will find that such 
a shop has a back room filled with 
salvaged treasures which can be pur- 
chased at a fraction of their value to 
a specialist. Frequently these shops 
are an annex or outlet to the main 
store, where books are carefully 
checked and catalogued. 

Always make your specific wants 
known before you leave any shop. 
You will find that most shops main- 
tain a “want record,” where custom- 
ers’ requests are filed against the 
time the books come in. It is not 
at all unusual for ‘us to notify some- 
one of a book he asked for as much 
as ten years ago. Just a week ago I 
received a check in the mail, without 
any comment, ordering a book we 
quoted in January, 1951, in response 
to a want of April, 1948. Fortun- 
ately, most of our clients do not take 
that long to make up their minds! 

To get back to the average day 
in the life of an antiquarian or 
second-hand book dealer. I had been 
pricing books pretty steadily for half 
an hour or so, with only a few minor 
interruptions by telephone calls and 
customer requests, when someone 
came in and asked for a book by 
Charles Ewald called “My Little 
Boy.” I told him we did not have 
the separately published edition but 
we did have a copy of the “Woll- 
cott Reader” which contains the com- 
plete story. He bought the book and 
expressed amazement at our know- 
ledge of books and their contents. I 
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did not disillusion him by telling him 
I never knew this story was con- 
tained in the anthology until the 
day before, when another customer 
pointed it out to me. 

Soon after he left I had an ex- 
asperating half hour with a woman 
who came in for eight feet of leather- 
bound books for her newly decorated 
apartment. Since this is a very 
lucrative portion of our business, I 
tried desperately not to lose patience 
when one item after another was re- 
jected because it was too red or too 
high or had too many volumes. We 
finally worked out a satisfactory de- 
cor and, as the books were being 
packed, I speculated to myself on the 
influence of books on modern society. 
Even if one does not read them they 
possess the power of suggesting their 
owners are people of culture and 
background. 

About now it was lunch time and 
I met a friend from a neighboring 
book shop in a nearby restaurant. 
While we frequently exchange trade 
gossip, our conversations are more 
often about the ball game or social 
activities, ; 

After lunch I returned to find an 
old lady waiting for me with a huge 
family Bible. This was printed in 
Germantown, Pa., by Christopher 
Saur in 1776. Since it was in good 
condition and in the original bind- 
ing, I bought it. I was thankful I 
did not have to repeat the same story 
I tell half a dozen times a day... 
that the customer’s Bible is interest- 
ing but, unfortunately, of no mone- 
tary value and the best thing he can 
do is to keep it in the family for its 
sentimental value. You see, the Bible 
has been the most frequently reprint- 
ed book in the world and age alone 
does not create value in an old book. 
Within fifty years after the inven- 
tion of moveable type, the Bible was 
printed many times and quickly 
achieved wide distribution. The 
reason I bought this one was not be- 
cause it was an old Bible but because 
it was printed in this country by a 
famous early American printer. Gen- 
erally speaking, a Bible, to have any 
collectors’ value, would have to be 
printed in English before 1700. 

The appraising of books, incident- 
ally, is one of the most important 
services rendered by the book dealer 
and, since it is a service just as 
legal advice is a service, the dealer 
feels he should be compensated for 
the use of his experience, opinion and 
time. He does not expect this com- 
pensation to be in the form of a 
cash payment except when his ap- 
praisal is used for insurance or in- 
heritance tax purposes. He does ex- 
pect when someone comes in with 
a book and inquires about its value, 
that the person bringing it in wishes 
to sell it and that, if he offers a price 
which is fair in his opinion, the book 
will be sold to him. I do not mean 
to imply that one should unequivo- 
cally accept the first price he is of- 
fered from the first dealer he sees, 
but I do mean it is unfair to waste 
the time of the dealer because of 
idle curiosity. 

When the lady with the Bible left, 
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one of our customers, who collects 
samples of the various forms of pre- 
senting the printed word, came in to 
discuss a forthcoming book auction. 
While many collectors attend auc- 
tions themselves, a number of them 
prefer to have a book dealer repre-

sent them. The common practice is 
for the dealer to charge fifteen per- 
cent of the purchase price as his com- 
mission. For this he advises the col- 
lector what he considers a fair price 
for the article on the current market, 
based on his personal knowledge and 
backed up by the record of past sales, 
which he can find in his reference 
books. He examines the items before 
the sale and reports any discrepancy 
in the catalogued description. He 
keeps his client’s name confidential, 
so that he is not plagued with un- 
desired publicity. The customer gains 
by this arrangement because, besides 
acting as his agent at the auction 
gallery, the dealer is constantly on 
the alert for items which help build 
up his client’s collection, and will 
frequently forward catalogues from 
other dealers which the collector 
might not ordinarily receive. The 
dealer might be able to arrange to 
receive on approval expensive books 
which a strange dealer might not 
care to send to a private party but 
would not hesitate to send to a 
reputable colleague. | 


At 6:00 o’clock I close the store 
and go home to a typical New York 
apartment, whose walls are not lined 
with books from the floor to the 
ceiling and I do not spend my even- 
ings poring over old catalogs and 
want lists. Except for a hundred or 
so cookbooks my wife collects and 
the one or two books I happen to be 
reading at the moment, there is no 
evidence of my profession around the 
house. 

I do not wish to destroy any of 
the charming illusions created by 
Christopher Morley in the “Haunted 
Bookshop,” which, incidentally, is a 
composite picture of Schulte’s and a 
bookstore in Brooklyn. I merely wish 
to show you that an average book 
dealer is an average man, who lives 
in an average way. I think we are 
in a fascinating business, however, 
and there is nothing else in the world 
I would rather be doing. 

People often say to me, “You must 
meet many interesting people.” I do. 
The most interesting to me however, 
are not the prominent authors who 
frequent our shop but the ordinary 
anonymous book browsers. Recently 
an incident occurred which bears out 
Mr. Morley’s theme when he called 
ours the “Haunted Bookshop,” il- 
lustrating the mellow charm cast by 
the books, An elderly lady who, by 
the way, was from Montclair, asked 
me for a certain book which I did 
not recall having. I called out the 
title to one of my clerks who said 
that he did not remember seeing it. 
After expressing her disappointment, 
the lady left. I forgot completely 
about her until ten minutes later, 
when she again appeared in front of 
me and excitedly told me how a 
young girl who was browsing in 
the store at the time of her request 
chanced to see the book on one of 
our tables, after she left. The girl 
ran out to find her, and after going 
into two other-shops in the neighbor- 
hood, she located her in the third one 
and came all the way back with her 
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to show her where the book was. 
I don’t think that this sort of thing 
could happen in any other line of 
business. 

The spirit of helpfulness illustrat- 
ed by this incident was probably en- 
gendered by the normal dealer-cus- 
tomer relationship to be found in 
most second-hand book shops. Un- 
less the dealer is distracted or wor- 
ried, it is not at all unusual for him 
to spend a great deal of time track- 
ing down a book which represents 
little profit to him even when it can 
be found. One of the ways the cus- 
tomer can help the dealer is by hav- 
ing complete bibliographical informa- 
tion regarding a book before he asks 
for it. If you don’t know the author 
of the book you are searching for, 
try checking it at your public library. 
Since most stores classify their books

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under the authors’ names, you can 
simplify the search if you can sup- 
ply it. 

There are of course as many dif- 
ferent kinds of dealers as there are 
people and everything I have said 
about them may be negated on your 
next book browsing expedition. In 
one shop you may be confronted with 
the owner who never takes his cigar 
out of his mouth and talks only in 
monosyllables. The next shop may 
be run by someone who is engaged 
in a political discussion and vaguely 
points to a corner of the store when 
you ask him for gardening books. 
Still another dealer might refuse to 
wrap six books you have selected 
from his stalls, even when you ex- 
plain you have to carry them in the 
subway and bus al) the way back to 
Montclair. I have been in a shop 
where a dealer was absolutely in- 
sulting when the customer refused a 
book that was obviously overpriced. 

If this experience does not com- 
pletely discourage you, I think that 
for each disagreeable experience you 
have in a book shop, you will have 
dozens of pleasant adventures which 
will keep you coming back again and 
again, even to those shops where your 
initial experience would have dis- 
couraged a less venturesome person. 

One way to pursue a book collect- 
ing hobby and still retain the illusion 
of the legendary book dealer is to 
do it by mail. In fact, I would ad- 
vise every collector to study many 
dealers’ catalogs before he makes any 
investment at all. 

* * * 

I know of a number of collectors 
who make a practice of clipping des- 
criptions of books which may interest 
them and pasting these clippings on 
three by five cards and either filing 
the cards as their own bibliographi- 
cal guide or inserting them in books 
they own as a sort of barometer of 
their current market value. These 
catalogs will be your most reliable 
indication of whether or not you 
have found a “sleeper” in some sec- 
ond-hand shop, where the clerk as- 
sures you that a specialist in that 
field would ask three times as much 
for it. 

* oe * 

You must keep in mind that unlike 
the stores which deal in new books, 
most antiquarian dealers have only 
one copy of each title and that their 
catalogs, which list seven or eight 
hundred items are often mailed to 
as many as 5,000 collectors and 
libraries. Do not get discouraged 
even if you always seem to miss out 
on the most desirable items. If you 
order by mail often enough you will 
find that sooner or later your dealer 
will begin to favor you by special 
quotations on items in your field 
before he catalogs them. 

One other thing about ordering 
through the mail. Most dealers are 
perfectly willing to send books on ap- 
proval when so requested. When they 
do so, however, they expect the cus- 
tomer to make up his mind promptly 
on receipt of the book and if he re- 
jects it to return it at once properly 
packed. 
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I have made several references, 
to “specialists” in the book-trade. 
When my Dad started in the busi- 
ness, fifty years ago, the dealer was 
expected to know every facet of the 
business. He was an Americana ex- 
pert, a First Edition specialist, an 
authority on Rare Colored Plate 
books and a walking encyclopedia of 
book information. But today, as in 
every other line of endeavor, the 
trend toward specialization has be- 
come so great that even on Fourth 
Avenue, the last stronghold of the 
general second-hand shop, each one 
will feature one or more specialties. 

Obviously, this is the normal de- 
velopment of any modern business 
and the collector will find it is to 
his advantage to seek out the spe- 
cialist in his field. The only quarrel 
I have with this is that it tends to 
rob the collector of one of the es- 
sential joys of the game. That is, 
the discovery of the item, Once it is 
on your shelves, it very often becomes 
just another book. 

Before I close, I’d like to say a 
word about book collecting as an 
investment. If your purpose in build- 
ing up a collection is to create scme- 
thing which will enhance in monetary 
value my advice is to collect govern- 
ment bonds which guarantee you a 
three percent increase on your in- 
vestment. However, if you collect 
books for the pure pleasure of it, and 
you have given some thought to 
building an actual collection and not 
merely an accumulation of books, 
you will have something which can 
be readily turned into cash if neces- 
sary. 

We have one customer who is a 
waiter in one of the New York 
restaurants and who has collected 
books on Indians for twenty years. 
He never spent much more than a 
few dollars a week and I do not 
remember his ever paying more than 
$15.00 for any single item. But, 
in the course of the years his <col- 
lection grew to several thousand

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books. About two years ago, he had 
an accident which hospitalized him 
for several weeks and since it was 
a knee injury, he could not return to 
his job. To help him over the re- 
adjustment period he began selling 
me just enough books to keep him 
going each week until he landed a 
new job. 


To show you what a sound invest- 
ment books are, I have selected a 
few titles which have been favorite 
collectors’ items for a long time and 
traced their record through the years 
1928 and ’29 which are considered 
boom years, then through 1931 and 
41 depression and recession years 
and 1951 an inflation period. Of 
course, you must remember, there are 
variations in the copies which came 
up but I have tried to select the 
records of those copies which were 
as alike as possible:

These figures may not actually 
prove anything but the fact that, a 
book which has attained a price level 
of twenty-five - fifty dollars tends to 
hold its own through depressions and 
inflations and a hundred and fifty 
dollar book is still in the same cata- 
gory twenty-three years later. 

I do not know if there are any 
statistics to prove that people who 
collect books, and read them, have a 
better longevity record than those 
who do not, but I certainly know 
this: when you pick up a book at 
your own leisure and not at some pre- 
subscribed time and can read for as 
long as you desire without being 
interrupted every seven and a half 
minutes by a singing commercial, 
you can sleep a lot better.

The 


Infinitely the most popular of all 
autographs, as a set, are the letters 
and documents of our Presidents. In 
France, the collector eagerly seeks to 
complete his collection of French 
kings of Napoleon’s marshals. The 
English collector strives to round out 
his group of British rulers, and do- 
cuments of the rarer kings and 
queens are voraciously sought after. 
But the sets of the French and Eng- 
lish collectors must, alas, forever re- 
main incomplete, since many of the 
earlier monarchs are of such fantas- 
tic rarity, autographically speaking, 
that nothing signed by them exists 
outside of a museum. 

The American collector may thus 
regard himself as fortunate because 
all of our Presidents are relatively 
common in autograph form. The 
series has its scarcer names, true, 
but even these are as abundant as 
blackberries when compared with 
such rarities—obtainable rarities— 
as Henry VII or Louis XI, the kings 
with whom the British and French 
series usually begin.

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Presidential Set 


By CHARLES HAMILTON 


Sooner or later the tyro in auto- 
graphs succumbs to the lure of a 
Presidential autograph. Often he 
begins with a Lincoln or Washington, 
or with a current specimen secured 
from Hoover, Truman, or LEisen- 
hower—and thenceforth he enjoys 
little rest until he has completed his 
series, If he is amply endowed with 
funds, he may deliberately handicap 
himself and seek only for letters and 
documents of the Presidents signed 
while in office, or for Presidential 
checks, or for signed photos, or for 
letters of the Presidents on some 
particular subject, such as Indians, 
medicine, etc. On the other hand, if 
no oil gusher has blown up in his 
backyard, he may content himself 
with mere signatures or relatively 
inexpensive documents. 

Presidential signed photos, widely 
collected today, become progressively 
rare as one moves closer to the in- 
vention of photography. Andrew 
Jackson was photographed by Brady 
shortly before his death, but I be- 
lieve that he never signed a photo- 
graph. I do not recollect ever seeing 
a photo signed by Polk or Taylor. 
However, one occasionally encounters 
small carte-de-visite photos signed by 
Fillmore, Pierce, or Buchanan. All 
are rare, but they do not as yet com- 
mand very big prices. Quite an- 
other matter are signed photos of 
Lincoln, high on the list of collec- 
tors’ desiderata. Photos of the beard- 
less Lincoln, signed by him, are 
worth around $250 to $500, depend- 
ing upon size and condition, while 
carte-de-visite photos signed as Presi- 
dent have a value of around $150 to 
$250. Of the successors of Lincoln, 
the scarcest in the form of signed 
photos is Andrew Johnson, although 
Arthur and Benjamin Harrison are 
both uncommon. Grant is readily 
available in carte photos signed in 
uniform or in civilian clothes. The 
photos in uniform are _ generally 
worth a little more, possibly because 
Grant was a failure as President and 
an immense success as a General, 
and collectors desire him pictured in 
his more successful role. All of the 
modern Presidents are very abundant 
in signed photo form. 


OUR HISTORY 
IN LETTERS... 






' Just as Andrew Johnson is scarce 
in signed photos, so is he the scar- 
cest of the nineteenth Century Presi- 
dents in the form of full Autograph 
Letters Signed. Because of an in- 
jury to his hand while President, 
Johnson frequently wrote in pencil, 
or used a rubber stamp to sign docu- 
ments. The stamp-signature docu- 
ments sell for around $1, as com- 
pared with documents bearing his 
genuine signature, which are worth 
$7.50 to $12.50 as a rule. Considering 
all forms of writing—documents, let- 
ters signed, and autograph letters 
signed—Johnson is probably the scar- 
cest of the Presidents, followed by 
James K. Polk. 

Those collectors who strive to com- 
plete a set of Presidential autographs 
signed while in office find a stumbling 
block in William Henry Harrison. 
Harrison died exactly one month 
after taking office, and IJ have heard 
of only three full autograph letters 
of Harrison written as President. 
One of these was sold about three 
years ago by a New York dealer. 
Documents of Harrison signed as 
President are also of great rarity 
and usually crop up in the form of 
ship’s papers, valued at around $500 
to $1,000. Next in rarity in the 
form of letters as President is James 
A. Garfield, whose autograph is one 
of the commonest, if one seeks it dur- 
ing another period of his life. Rare, 
too, are letters of Zachary Taylor 
and Chester A. Arthur written while 
President. Taylor is not common in 
any form, at any period, although 
his letters of the Indian wars period, 
usually written to his superior Jones, 
are probably the most abundant. Of 
great scarcity are full autograph let- 
ters of William McKinley as Presi- 
dent, although his Presidential do- 
cuments are fairly common. Our 
three most recent Presidents, includ- 
ing Eisenhower, are also of extreme 
rarity in full autograph letters. 

The most eagerly pursued auto- 
graph of the Presidents is that of 
Lincoln, and his letters, with those of 
Washington, Jefferson, and John 
Adams, are apt to be highest in 
price. It is no exaggeration to say 


that Lincoln’s is the most universally 
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desired of all autographs. A copy of 
the Gettysburg Address, entirely in 
Lincoln’s hand and signed by him, 
fetched $54,000.00 at auction in 1949. 
Few relics of any kind have ever 
brought so high a price. 

It is an interesting fact that cer- 
tain Presidential autographs may be 
rare in one generation and common 
in the next. For example, only forty 
or fifty years ago the letters of 
Jefferson were extremely plentiful 
and sold for modest prices, seldom 
bringing more than $20 or $25, and 
usually much less. At the same 
time, letters of William Henry Har- 
rison and John Adams were regarded 
as great rarities, fetching relatively 
high prices. Today letters of Jef- 
ferson, possibly due to their absorb- 
tion institutionally, are not too plen- 
tiful and have moved up sharply in 
value, whereas Harrison has become 
quite common, particularly in docu- 
ment form. A few years ago a dealer 
in upper New York State discovered 
a large folio volume filled with short 
documents and letters of Harrison, 
penned while he was Aide-de-camp 
to Anthony Wayne. At first the 
dealer offered these rarities at $25, 
but as the market for them became 
saturated, he gradually reduced the 
price, selling the last ones at only 
$1 each. Today these same docu- 
ments are worth around $7.50 to 
$12.50 each, having steadily risen in 
value since the last of the original 
group was sold. 

One of the most unusual and in- 
teresting types of Presidential col- 
lections, linking autographs with 
stamps, is the gathering of signed 
or stamped envelopes mailed by the 
Presidents, Until about 1850, one finds 
mainly free franked letter covers of 
the Presidents, but with the gradual 
inception of envelopes and stamps, 
franks become progressively rarer. 
The modern Presidents are virtually 
unobtainable in the form of free 
franks, and the collector generally 
must compromise with signed pic- 
torial envelopes or with stamped 
White House envelopes. At the 
present time, Presidentia] franks are 
extremely popular and are worth two 
or three times as much as they were 
a few years ago. 

And now, since it is the fashion 
today to make nominations for 
various honors, let me make a few 
nominations for Presidential auto- 
graphs. I nominate: 


For the most beautiful handwrit- 
ing—Woodrow Wilson. 


For the most virile handwriting— 
Abraham Lincoln - Andrew Jackson 
(second place), 


For the most graceful handwriting 
—George Washington. 


For the most interesting letters— 
John Adams. 


For the dullest letters—Calvin 


Coolidge. 
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The most virile handwriting of any President 


For the funniest letters—Warren 
G. Harding. 


For the secretary who best imitated 
a President’s handwriting — James 


For the boldest signature—John 
Adams (when President). 


For the spideriest signature—John 
Adams (when aged). 


For signing the most land grants 
—James Madison. 


For signing the most ship’s papers 
—James Monroe. 


For writing the most peppery let- 
ters—Andrew Jackson. 


For writing the fewest full Auto- 
graph Letters Signed and the most 
typed Letters Signed — Herbert 
Hoover. 


EXPLANATION 


The Iowa Publisher recently re- 
printed the following explanation for 
the editorial “we” which was pub- 
lished in the Williamstown Advocate 
over 100 years ago: 

“A Country Editor —is one who 
reads newspapers, selects miscellany, 
writes articles on all subjects, sets 
type, reads proof, folds papers, and 
sometimes carries them, prints jobs, 
runs on errands, cuts wood, works in 
the garden, talks to all his patrons 
who call, patiently receives blame for 
a thousand things that never were 
and never can be done, gets little 
money, has scarce time and materials 
to satisfy his hunger, or to enjoy the 
quiet of nature’s sweet restorer, 
sleep, and esteems himself peculiarly 
happy if he is not assaulted and bat- 
tered by some unprincipled dema- 


gogue who loves puppet shows and 
hires the rabble with a treat of cider 
brandy to vote him into some petty 
office, A man who does all this and 
much more, not here recorded, you 
will know must be a rather busy 
animal; and as he performs the work 
of so many different persons, he may 
justly be supposed their represent- 
ative, and to have an indisputable 
right, when speaking of himself, to 
use the plural number, and to say 
‘we’ on all occasions and in all 
places.”

James Montgomery, a minor British 
poet, the son of a Moravian preacher, 
was born in Irvine, Ayrshire, Scot- 
land, November 4, 1771. At the age 
of seven he was sent to the Moravian 
settlement at Fulneck, near Leeds, in 
order to complete his education for 
the Moravian pastorate. At Ful- 
neck, the course of study seems to 
have been too severe in its character 
for the young poet, the imaginative 
side of his mind was allowed no re- 
cognition, and it was only by stealth 
that he read Cowper’s poems and 
“Robinson Crusoe.” Much of his 
leisure time at school was employed 
in the composition of verses and 
music, in which he took much delight. 
In 1789, he ran away, and after four 
years of various employment, he be- 
came the clerk of Joseph Gales, edi- 
tor of the Sheffield Register, for 
which he soon began to write politi- 
cal articles. About 1794, Gales who 
had been a champion of the Reform 
party in England and who had sided 
with the early efforts of the French 
Revolution was ordered arrested. 
Gales, who always maintained that 
he was guilty of no treason, decided 
the cost and time of trial would mean 
ruin and fled to America. There he 
became prominent in American jour- 
nalism. Montgomery settled Gales’ 
affairs and took over the care of 
Gales’ sisters for the remainder of 
their lives. He changed the name of 
the Register to the Sheffield Iris, 
which he continued to edit until 1825, 
when he retired. 

During his editorship of the Iris, 
Montgomery was twice subjected to 
fine and imprisonment, by the govern- 
ment. In 1795 he was fined twenty 
pounds and sentenced to three months 
imprisonment for printing a miser- 
able ballad that the government 
thought was seditious. In the fol- 
lowing year he was fined thirty 
pounds and imprisoned for six 
months, for giving an account of a 
Sheffield riot. He continued to ad- 
vocate parliamentary reform. 


Editor and Poet 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


Montgomery’s “Wanderer in Switz- 
erland” (1806), describing the 
French occupation, attracted the at- 
tention of Lord Byron, who declared 
in a footnote to “English bards and 
Scotch Reviewers,” that the book was 
worth a thousand “Lyrical Ballads.” 
Montgomery wrote several volumes of 
verse, humanitarian and _ religious 
in sentiment. In “Pelican Island,” 
his last and best work as a poet, he 
evidently took Shelley as his model. 
His reputation now rests chiefly on 
his hymns, about one hundred of 
which are still in current use. In 
1835, Peel gave him a pension of 
one hundred and fifty pounds. He 
died at his own house in Sheffield, 
Apri] 30, 1854. 


Among his other works are: “The 
West Indies” (1809); “The world 
Before the Flood” (1812); “Pelican 
Island, and Other Poems” (1827). 
A collected edition of his minor 
poems appeared in 1851; and in 1853, 
his “Original Hymns for Public, Pri- 
vate and Social Devotion,” closed the 
series of his publications. He pub- 
lished his own edition of his poems in 
1841. His voluminous memoirs were 
published in seven volumes in 1856- 
58 by J. Holland and J. Everett. 
These contain much information on 
English provincial politics. 


The poems of Montgomery are me- 
lodious, full of picturesque descrip- 
tion, and the gentlest human feeling. 
The personages introduced into his 
poems are, however, only shadows, or 
touched with the faintest color of 
character. But he claims a well- 
defined position among the favorite 
poets of his country by his hymns 
and his exquisite verses on Home, 
which commence the third part of 
“The West Indies.” 

In 1835 he was offered the pro- 
fessorship of rhetoric at the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh but felt that he 
was not qualified for the post and 
so refused it. He made his first 
approaches to the public through fu-

gitive contributions to periodical li- 
terature, Robert Southey in a letter 
to Ebenezer Elliott in 1808 tells 
how Montgomery used the newspaper 
for a sounding board: “He sent his 
verses to the newspapers, and when 
they were copied from one to another 
it was a sure sign that they had

If you are interested in Indian 
material and observe—you will find 
very few towns of any size that do 
not have one or more private mu- 
seum I frequently find better speci- 
mens in these private museums than 
I do in the large city or college mu- 
seums, I think this is due to the fact 
that when a collector donates his 
collection, he either weeds out and 
keeps his choice specimens or sells 
the few rare pieces. He often gets 
as much for these few choice speci- 
mens as he can for his entire col- 
lection. Dealers have often told me 
they can buy the entire collection 
cheaper than they can the cream of 
the. collection. If you want a few 
pieces, the owner sometimes “ups” 
the price. So the safest way is to 
first try and buy “all.” 

The large municipal museums 
should realize this and contact the 
owners of these small private mu- 
seums and make arrangements to 
acquire the collection when the owner 
is through with it that is if the 
collection cannot be perpetuated in 
the smaller towns. Many collectors 
would have a feeling of relief to 
know that when they go on to their 
“Happy Hunting Ground” their col- 
lection will be cared for. The writer 
did have a large collection, but could 
find no museum with facilities to 
display it; they would take it and 
store it away, but the average col- 
lector wants to be sure, if his arti- 
facts are given away, they will be 
placed on display and credit given 
to him for gathering them. This is 
not asking too much. 

Thus, when the owner cannot find 
any place to have them preserved and 
displayed for posterity, he either 
sells them to a dealer who breaks 
up the collection and sells it piece- 
meal, or he leaves it in his own mu- 
seum and at his death his family 
often junks it, gives it away, or just 
gets rid of it. A collector owes it to 
his artifacts to provide for their 
future—he will die, they never do, 
unless one considers breaking the 
specimens into fragments and throw- 
ing them away. 


It would be impossible to mention 
all of the fine private museums so 
I will only mention a few that have 
left a vivid picture in the memory. 

One of the finest I have seen is 
in Coalville, Utah. It is owned by 
Paul Beard. He has housed it in a 
very fine building—constructed es- 
pecially for the purpose. Seemed to 
me his strong point was Indian bead- 
work, buckskin cloth, ete., all very 
old, nothing modern. He has a lot of 
stone artifacts but they do not com- 
pare with the Indian costumes, ete. 
Coalville is less than an hour by auto 
from Salt Lake City, and the mu- 
seum is worth driving many miles 
to see. I have seen many private 
museums, but I consider this one of 
the tops. 

Vernon Drake of Sterling, Kas., 
has a “young”? museum on his farm. 
I have watched it grow from a few 
dozen pieces to one of comparative 
size. It can also be reached on U.S. 
50 South, four and one half miles 
north of Huntsville, Kans. Drake has 
found the majority of his collection 
in Kansas. His collection is princi- 
pally stone artifacts. 

James Shields of Wood and Locust 
Lane, Harrisburg, Pa., has an out- 
standing museum, and H. E. Fron- 
ville, Watseka, IIl., has quite a col- 
lection of stone artifacts. Naturally 
I know more museums in Wyoming, 
and will mention some of them 

Fred Hillman, Big Horn, Wyo.; 
Henry Frederick, Guernsey; E. C. 
Swallow, Vern Mohler and F, R. 
Peebles of Casper; Jimmie Allen,

Tourists should visit his hotel when 
in Claremore to see the Will Rogers 
Shrine. It’s only a few blocks away. 


I could go on and on giving names 
of privately owned museums, but 
time and space will not permit. I 
apologize to the many collectors who 
have been so kind as to show me 
their museums, and whose names I 
have not mentioned. I owe them this 


apology. 
It has been the purpose of this 
article to: 


1. To point out the growing trend 
from collections to museums. 


2. Call attention to the fact that 
collectors should provide for the 
future of their museums and collec- 
tions, as well as their families.

Of course there is always depend- 
ence on the man who goes out in the 
field and searches and finds. He is 
the only one who really adds to the 
supply—a supply on which demand 
is rapidly increasing—a demand that 
is increasing much more rapidly 
than the supply. 

If readers will send me a list of 
all privately owned museums of arti- 
facts they know of, I will try and 
run a list of them in these columns 
later on. 

The World’s Almanac and other 
periodicals have lists of all the big 
municipal and college museums but, 
so far as I know, there is no com- 
prehensive list of the small museums 
of artifacts. It is in these small pri- 
vate museums that the tap - roots of 
the great museums draw most of 
their specimens.

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Prehistoric 
Indian Burial Ground in Kansas 


By VERNON DRAKE 
INDIAN BUR 


SALINA, KA 


On September 20, 1936, as Mr. 
Kohr of R. F. D. No. 1, Salina, Kans., 
was going to milk one morning, he 
noticed his dog digging at a bone in 
the path that led to the wagon shed. 
This bone had been uncovered by the 
big rain that had fallen during the 
night. At first, Mr. Kohr thought the 
dog had found just another bone 
buried a few months before, but go- 
ing back for a closer look, he got 
out his pocket knife and began to dig 
around the bone and in a few min- 
utes he saw what appeared to be a 
skull. That is the way one of the 
largest burial grounds in Kansas was 
discovered, 

These Indians had selected a spot 
mid-way between the Saline and 
Smoky Hill rivers for their cemetery. 
The two rivers come together about 
one and one half miles east of the 
burials. The Saline is just about one 
mile north and the Smoky Hill just 
a short distance south of the burials. 
The spot is located on a small ridge, 
the highest spot between the two 
rivers, unless you travel up stream 
three or four miles, then of course, 
there is higher ground. 

To reach these mounds you travel 
three our four miles east of Salina, 
Kans., and just a short distance off 
Highway U. S. 40. The road south of 
U.S. 40 is well graveled and is a 
fine road. The burial grounds are 
thirty-five miles north of Highway 
U.S. 50 N. and just forty-one miles

I am going to go out on a limb 
and say that I think these Indians 
that buried their loved ones here, 
were here in what is now Kansas 
some 1500 to 2500 years ago. I may 
be wrong, but time will tell. They 
may even be older. I think these 
Indians were a lot older than the 
ones Coronado found when he visited 
the territory in 1541. Coronado did 
not tell of any Indiaris that he came 
in contact with as being over six feet 
tall, while in the burial grounds at 
Salina, some bodies were over seven 
feet long, 

There is a marked difference in 
their tools and their pottery pieces, 
too. Four very fine flint knives that 
were found with the bodies show fine 
} chipping. It is the long, straight

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They are about one and one half 
inches wide and five to seven inches 
long. The flaking is a little on the 
Yuma type but still not of the same 
class. The cups or flakes are not as 
narrow and do not run true in size 
like the Yuma, It is fine work, 
though. 

Their pottery is the thick ware 
and no handles were put on any of 
these bowls. The pottery was made 
by the grass basket method. No ef- 
figy pottery has so far been found. 
Sand was used for the binder and it 
looks as though the pottery was fired 
from inside. 

Bone beads that were found with 
the bodies, were the round flat disc 
type about the size of a nickel, only 
a little thicker. There was also two 
or three bone pendants found with 
bodies, or they may have been used 
for needles, but they were near the 
beads, 

There is a camp site or village 
site just a short distance from burial 
grounds, but it now looks as if this 
camp site were used by later Indians, 
because the material, chipping and 
types are not the same as found in 
the graves. There really was not too 
much material found with bodies, a 
few food offering bowls, the four or 
five knives, two or three strings 
of bone beads. 

Lloyd Price of Salina spent two 
hours showing me the different 
bodies, how they were laid, some 
burials a few inches higher and a 
little to one side of other burials. 
There are 146 bodies ranging in age 
from a child to adults, some of which 
were getting along in years. Seven 
out of ten are buried with their heads 
to the south, southeast or east, like 
they were Sun Worshipping. In most 
of the burials the bodies were laid on 
the right side with the right hand 
placed by the face. Also in most of 
burials knees were pulled un to chesv 
as if they were to be reborn in an- 
other happy hunting ground.

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just a few inches from skull. Most of 
graves are from three to five feet 
deep and at one time it might have 
been two or three feet that the first 
ones were buried, and later the 
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ground built up as more bodies were 
added. There is a hunch-back male 
who measures over seven feet tall 
and not too far from him is a female 
hunch-back, nearly as tall. In another 
burial, is a male quite large, and 
there are five or six females in a 
circle around him. Wild animals in 
the past, have disturbed some of the 
burials, with some parts missing, but 
most of the bodies are complete. Mr. 
Price thinks that there is a lot more 
burials not yet uncovered. 

The camp site just below the burial 
grounds was undoubtedly used a lot 
when these prehistoric people were 
here, but most of the surface ma- 
terial is from the later Indians. Be 
sure to stop and visit this burial 
grounds on your western trip; it will 


be worth your time.

With Collectors 


Mrs. Ann Wolf, antiques dealer 
of Boonville, Mo., recently wrote 
about the acquisition of a percus- 
sion, muzzle-loading rifle made by 
J. T. Sites, a gunmaker who worked 
in that town. This firearm was pur- 
chased in the historic little village 
of Arrow Rock, Mo., where the wa- 
gon trains to the West often stopped. 
It is quite possible that Sites worked 
in that town for a while. Several 
years ago two skeletons were found 
in the mountains in a western state; 
one was that of a man, the other of a 
bear, and between the two was founa 
a piece of metal from an oid rifle 
made by J. T. Sites—a gun which 
had done its job well, but not quite 
well enough. 


A recent article in the “Reader’s 
Digest” stated that some 80 percent 
of the shotshells manufactured 
in France were used for rabbits 
until the recent epidemics killed off 
so many of the animals. So greatly 
has the disease affected the hunting 
that many firms have had to curtail 
production and have had to dis- 
charge employees. 


We hadn’t realized the number of 
arms and military books the “Stack- 
pole Publishing Co.,” Harrisburg, 
Pa., has issued during the past few 
years and were made aware of their 
number by a folder sent us. Among 
the former are such titles as “Rem- 
ington Handguns” by Karr; ‘Early 
American Gunsmiths” by Henry J. 
Kauffman, “American Gun Makers” 
by Col. Gluckman & L. D. Satter- 
lee; “The Muzzle-Loading Cap Lock 
Rifle’ by Ned Roberts; “Firearms 
of the Confederacy” by Fuller- 
Steuart, and “The Story of Colt’s 


Revolver” by Edwards. Among the 
latter are “Firearms in the Custer 
Battle’ by John Parsons and John 
DuMont; “Legend Into History” by 
Charles Kuhlman, “Troopers With 
Custer” by Brininstool; “The Story 
of the Little Big Horn” by Col, Gra- 
ham; “Fighting Indian Warriors” by 
Brininstool. The Custer Massacre 
has received a great deal of atten- 
tion within the past few years and 
most of the latter group deal directly 
or indirectly with that subject. 


You can add to the list of oddities 
in firearms the cigarette package 
gun which was recently used by a 
Russian assassin in West Germany. 
The weapon, about the size of a 
conventional pack of smokes, has a 
lid and one of the phoney cigarettes 
protruding is really a gun barrel. 
The Western Propaganda Agencies 
have erected signs in Paris showing 
the weapon in use and with the sign 
captioned, “A Friendly Gesture From 
the Russians, the cigarette that goes 
BOOM.” 


Two last minute lists have come 
to our desk. One of these, four 
mimeographed pages issued by Ken- 
neth Lee, 628 Security Bldg., Glen- 
dale 3, Calif., deals exclusively with 
military medals, decorations, enam- 
eled orders, etc.—and bears an unu- 
suaily fine grouping. The other 
list 1s from a dealer more usually 
associated with modern arms, but 
who apparently has gone into the 
antique field. This is Kd Agramonte, 
201 Warburton Ave., Yonkers, N.Y., 
whose 1954 edition contains 96 pages, 
of which 44 run to antique or ob- 
solescent arms. Price is 50c per copy 
and I personally believe it worth 
the price—he has an unusually nice

grouping of photographs illustrating 
most of the material for sale. 


Raymond R. Russell,527 Harri- 
son, Rochester, Mich.,has just issued 
a seven page mimeographed list of 
some good buys in firerarms and 
weapons books. Nothing really rare, 
but good items and we do think fair- 
ly priced. 


Robert Abels, firearms dealer of 
New York City, has just released a 
catalog of “The Medicus Collection 
of The United States Patent Office 
Models of Firearms And Related 
Objects,” period 1845 to 1880’s. These 
are one of a kind items and for 
those particularly interested in some 
specific inventions or arms makers 
are just the thing to illustrate and 
enhance the collection. There are 
twelve pages of listings covering 
pistols, rifles, ordnance materials 
other than these and a considerable 
listing of the original patent papers 
and documents of the inventor, 
Charles R. Alsop.

Civil War enthusiasts might be in- 
terested in the wonderful full color 
coverage of the “North-South Rifle 
Reunion” at Quantico, Va., which ap- 
peared in the April, 1954, issue of 
the Ford Times. This booklet is issu- 
ed by the Ford Motor Company 
through its agencies and you can 
probably still get these issues. In a 
six-page article replete with six color- 
ed photos the author describes the 
semi-annual meet held between the 
forces of the North and the South 
in which authentic period weapons 
(including a cannon) are fired, in 
which original or authentic copies of 
uniforms are worn and where the 
show is put on not only for the shoot- 
ers but also for the spectators. 
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The first membership roster of the 
“American Society of Arms Collec- 
tors” has just been released and lists 
sixty-four members with a notation 
of their specialty. The society which 
recently held a meeting in St. Louis, 
Mo., is composed of intense special- 
ists, and admission to membership is 
much more limited than that of other 
societies. 


Ray Riling, firearms book dealer of 
Philadelphia, Pa., sent a listing of 
books not yet released, but of out- 
standing merit and interest to the 
collector.

I have seen many collections which 
were heaped on the walls and in 
drawers, so as to make even the col- 
lector lose count of what he has. Also 
some firearm collections are hung 
with no taste, no art and least of all, 
no purpose, in a small room in a most 
tiring and uninteresting manner. 
There should be some design, some 
purpose and a complete understand- 
ing of all items the same as in muse- 
ums, where an attempt is made to 
simplify collections for the layman. 

To hear Jim tell of his collection 
as seen in the photos, is as follows: 

There are pre-historic arrowheads 
of flint and stone uncovered by ar- 
chaeologists in Japan. The doimens 
and caves have yielded bullet-shaped 
or chisel-pointed bronze arrowheads. 
These arrowheads were manufactur- 
ed at Nagoya, in Kaga, and Echizei. 
Japanese fancy and adeptiveness had 
full play in designing arrowheads 
from national forms, and the names 
are most suggestive. Bamboo leaf 
Camelia leaf, Willow leaf, Mackerel’s 
tail, Crab’s claw, Dragon’s tongue, 
wild Boar’s eye...History records 
action by archers as late as 1703 
and the Samurai favored the sword 
and bow and arrows to the firearms 
introduced in 1542.

Jim is a product of Washington 
D. C., was born there, ianmaey 16, 
1922. He started collecting twenty 
years ago. Like many youngsters, he 
began with stamps, coins, swords and 
junk. Jim served ten years in the 
United States Army, and prior to his 
going overseas in World War II, he 
sold off practically everything, ana 
he did not collect again.from 1941 to 
1948. When he returned from the 
Philippines in 1952, he brought back 
with him several items he picked up 
in Bancock, as mementoes of his stay 
there. In the latter part of 1952, he 
became Company Commander Train- 
ing Engineer of recruits at Fort Bel- 
voir, Va. So much time was consumed 
in his work, that he found it neces- 
sarv to once again take on a hobby 
and it was the one he was most ac- 
quainted with so he started collecting 
swords, “anything and everything,” 
as he put it.

After that, with a little more spare 
time, he began to put it to cleaning 
his new finds, then like the old trader 
he was himself once again, collecting, 
and trading off items that did not 
fully appeal to him. One of his most 
cherished ~ossessions was a collection 
of Moro Kriss’ which he acouired 
from the estate of Dr. Moore. One 
day a friend took a fancy to his newly 
acquired collection, when he saw that 
these were items that he would pre- 
fer to his own collection of “arrow- 
heads.” This touched off the spark in 
Jim, they set a course for barter, and 
at the outset, “Jim,” Goodspeed was 
the owner of the gems he now has. He 
‘was reluctant to this trade at first, as 
he was expecting to ship off to Eu- 
rope and be away for several years. 
But it was love at first sight, so the 
bargain was sealed, and when he re- 
ceived the collection, he packed it 
away until his return. 


This rare art in inlaid metals 
must be seen to be understood, for 


thev extol a beauty which cannot be 
told in words. The inlay is in gold, 
The cleaning of this work requires the 
skill of a craftsman and the ability 
of an artist, or the pieces could be 
mutilated and made worthless. The 
frames in which they are set, are 
designed to make an artistic arrange- 
ment for their display. I spent sev- 
era] hours in the room where they 
are displayed and know the setting 
is warm and lends a quiet charm to 
the home, fitting to the personalities 
of Jim and Carolyn Goodspeed. 


To carry out the pattern of the 
Oriental setting, Jim added some Jap- 
anese swords and sword fixtures, in- 
cluding Tsuba, or sword guards, some 
of them many centuries old, and once 
the prized possessions of the “Gentle- 
men of Janan.” Even though the ar- 
rowheads were meant for the de- 
struction of man and animal, they do 
exemplify one of the finest of the 
Japanese arts, designed by great art- 
isans and executed by the best crafts- 
man. 


FIREARMS 
CONVENTION 


_ Collectors of firearms were recently 
in the St. Louis spotlight as the Am- 
erican Society of Arms Collectors met 
at the Park Plaza Hotel of that city. 
This meeting was the second for the 
newly formed society. The organiza- 
tion was formed in the fall of 1953 
and brings together hobbyists who 
are advanced firearms collectors and 
its membership is by invitation only. 
Headed by Harry C. Knode, Dallas, 
Tex., the group now numbers sixty- 
four.

Did you travel with us via post 
card and arm chair last month on 
U. S. Highway No. 1, from Key West 
to Hollywood-in-Florida? Good! Then 


wake up and let’s get started, for we 
have places to go and cards to hunt. 
Let us pick up a few cards here be- 
fore leaving. There is a card of the 
F. E. C. Streamliner the “Henry M. 
Flagler” at the Hollywood Station. 
There is a card of the Boulevard ap- 
proach to the Hollywood Beach Ho- 
tel, and several good cards of this 
beautiful hotel. There are views of 
Hollywood Beach and of the Inland 
Waterway; also good views of River- 
side Military Academy, the Medical 
Center, smaller motels, and of the 
Post Office. This is the Post Office, 
remember, where the postmaster has 
a very good collection of Post Office 
cards. : 
Dania is next where A 1 A rejoins 
No. 1, and then comes Fort Lauder- 
dale. The oldest card we have ever 
seen from Fort Lauderdale was 
mailed in 1934. Fort Lauderdale is 
definitely a newer development, and 
the town is ~uite beautiful. Even the 
cards of buildings and streets show 
such beautiful trees and shrubs and 
waterways, that they are interesting 
in a collection. Cards show beautiful 
“Palm-Lined Las Olas Boulevard,” 
day and night views; one of the many 
canals; the scenic New River show- 
ing the bridge open, and boats docked 
along the side, and Florida’s scourge 
the water hyacinths; an air view of 
the city, also showing the river; views 
of Andrews Avenue; the Yacht Club; 
the docks of Bahia-Mar Yacht Basin; 
Lauderdale Beach Hotel; the Gover- 
nors’ Club Hotel; the Bermudian; 
Ruttger’s - by - the - Sea; Lauderdale 
Terrace; The Maynard; Marlin Beach 
Hotel; and the Casa Mona. The Post 
Office has a good card, as does the 
high school and Stranahan Field. We 


also find good photograph cards of the 
First Baptist Church, and the First 
Church of Christ Scientist. 

And now we are going again up 
the East Coast through Pompano 
Beach, Deerfield Beach, Boca Raton, 
Delray, Boynton Beach, Hypolusa, 
Lantana, and Lake Worth. Our cards 
of these beaches run in a pattern: 
hotels, motels, beach views, docks, 
and boats. At Lake Worth, we obtain 
cards of the Lake Worth Casino and 
Beach, Lake Avenue, Lake Worth 
Bridge, the Library, the city hall, Cal- 
vary Methodist Church, and the Sa- 
cred Heart Catholic Church. . 

On the West Shore of Lake Worth 
is new and very progressive West 
Palm Beach, and on the East is the 
long narrow key which was one of 
the first and most exclusive of the 
Florida Resorts, Palm Beach. We find 
cards showing a birds eye view of the 
Palm Beaches; several of the Norton 
Gallery of Art; the band stand in 
Flagler Park; Clematis Street; the 
Pennsylvania Hotel and park along 
the ‘waterfront; the Post Office; the 
Palm Beach County Court House; the 
“Silver Meteor” at West Palm Beach; 
the First Baptist Church; Holy Trini- 
ty Church; and the giant banyan tree 
with its spread of 200. feet. 

Palm Beach on the east of Lake 
Worth, and facing the ocean, has nat- 
urally the more post cards. It is thrill- 
ing too to realize that here, before 
the days of automobiles, and beauti- 
ful highways, before the days of con- 
necting causeways, here was one of 
America’s most exclusive resorts, 
where people came by boat and spent 
the winters in isolated splendor. The 
contrast as shown between our old 
and new cards is quite interesting. 
There are now aerial views of Palm 
Beach; the Riviera Municipal Beach 
on Singer Island; several views of 
Royal Palm Way; exclusive Bath and 


Tennis Club; the Everglades Club; 
Sunrise Avenue; enchanting Lake 
Trail; the magnificent Cluett Memo- 
rial Fountain and Plaza; exclusive 
hotels, cabanas, and pools; several 
of Worth Avenue with its distinctive 
shopping areas; Via Parigi with its 
old-world atmosphere; the Whitehall 
Hotel; the Breakers; Sun and Surf 
Bathing; and views of St. Edward’s 
Church; and of Bethesda-By-The-Sea. 
(Florida Cities and towns have beau- 
tiful churches, but comparatively few 
of them are on the new post cards. 
Perhaps if a campaign of asking for 
them would be launched, there would 
be more made in the future. The 
dealers tell the publishers that they 
cannot sell church cards. However 
neither dealer not distributor have 
any old stock of left-over church 
views, while they often have old beach 
scenes, and others. Could this whisper 
campaign against church view cards 
be a part of the whole picture of 
attack within against our established 
institutions? I have a bit of the fa- 
natic in me, I ask for church cards 
wherever I do not see any, and I 
ask Why.) 

When we get a chance to look over 
our old cards we will find views of 
old time afternoon tea in a coconut 
grove, ladies with large hats and men 
in Palm Beach suits; wheel chairs on 
the “Ramble”; Whitehall, the resi- 
dence of H. Flagler -on Lake 
Worth; the Royal Poinciana Hotel 
‘which far surpassed our imagination 
for size. The surf and bathing cards 
show the ropes that were once a part 
of every beach. The two most nu- 
merous cards are the Poinciana and 
Whitehall. 

Highway A1A does not go immedi- 
ately up the coast from Palm Beach. 
We must cross back to the mainland 
and follow No. 1 north around the 
upper end of Lake Worth and across

to the coast at Juno Beach and Ju- 
piter inlet. Remember, one time we 
stayed over night at Juno Beach. The 
cottage was on the ridge between 
the highway and the ocean. We sat 
on a terrace and watched the moon 
come up over the Atlantic, and 
watched the lights of ships away out 
on the horizon. There is a card of 
the Jupiter Light. 

On up the coast or near it the high- 
way carries us through Hobe Sound, 
Gomez, Salerno, to Stuart. At Stuart, 
the St. Lucie Canal begins. This is the 
Eastern gateway to the cross state 
waterway. Yachts barges, shrimp and 
fishing boats, Coast Guard, and Army 
boats, and others enter the canal at 
Stuart, go West to enter Lake Okee- 
chobee at Port Mayaca, cross the 
lake to Moore Haven, then through 
Lake Hicpockee, through the locks at 
Ortona, into the Caloosahatchee River 
which passes La Belle and Fort Myers 
to enter the Gulf South of Sanibel 
Island or to go North through Pine 
Island Sound into Charlotte Harbor. 

But back to Stuart, 'we find a good 
card showing an air view of the town 
that offers “Florida’s Finest Fish- 
ing.” There is a good view of the 
bridge over St. Lucie River, a good 
view of the Civic Center, and a beau- 
tiful picture of Frazier Creek which 
is one of the most beautiful havens 
for the private and charter boats of 
Stuart’s famous fishing fleet. 

By now you must surely have had 

a good fish dinner with hush puppies 
somewhere in the vicinity and have 
made up your mind whether to take 
the new stretch of highway which 
goes inland from all the little towns, 
or whether to take 707 and stop at 
Jensen Beach, Eden, Walton, Ankona 
Eldred, and White City to Fort 
Pierce, or whether to go East from 
Jensen Beach and follow A1A for the 
length of Hutchinson’s Island to re- 
turn at the Northern end to. Fort 
Pierce. At Fort Pierce is the outlet 
to Florida’s famous Indian River 
which runs for miles parallel to and 
near the coast. 
_.Cards of Fort Pierce show the St. 
Lucie High School; the Causeway to 
Atlantic Ocean; an air view showing 
the town the yacht basin and Indian 
River; Largo Vista, the Indian Hills 
Golf Club. motels, and a church or 
two. At home we have Leighton cards 
showing the public school, and one 
showing an Indian mound and the re- 
mains of an old fort. In Florida’s 
haste to become modernized, many 
mounds have been levelled, and many 
landmarks erased or changed beyond 
recognition. 

From Stuart, our next stop is Vero 
Beach. At Vero Beach is the famous 
McKee Jungle Garden. Here is the 
giant cypress stump estimated to be 
8,150 years old. Here also is the 
largest variety of water lilies in the 
United States—as well as beautiful 
blooming shrubs, liveoaks with fes- 
toons of moss, and filled with orchids 
and air plants. One card shows lily 
pads large and strong enough to sup- 
port a small child. Here is the Hall 
of Giants, showing the World’s larg- 
est table made out of one solid piece 
of mahogany. There are also good air 
views of the town, of the orange 
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groves, and views of the Merrill P, 
Barber Bridge across the Indian Rivy- 
er, and views of hotels, clubs, and 
beaches. 

From Vero Beach the highway goes 
up to the West bank of Indian River 
through another series of little towns: 
Gifford, Winter Beach, Wanasso, Se- 
bastian, Roseland, Micco, Grant, Val- 
kana, Malabar, Palm Bay, Hopkins, 
and Melbourne. At Melbourne there 
was a sizeable Naval Air Station dur- 
ing the war. The town, as did many 
Florida towns, had a deserted look for 
several years following the war, and 
postcard racks everywhere were well 
depleted. Now for several. years 
things have been stirring again, the 
old boom-time streets and sidewalks 
have been dug out from under the 
weeds and jungle growth, many new 
low bright colored concrete block 
buildings nestle near old high tiled 


stucco buildings. Many other entirely 


new towns have recently blossomed 
forth from the muck or mangroves. 

From Melbourne come Eau Gallie, 
Pineda, Bonaventura, Cocoa. East of 
Cocoa are Merritt Island, and Cape 
Canaveral. There are interesting 
roads, beaches, bird reservations; and 
the Indian and Banana Rivers are as 
broad as bays. The cards ‘we shall 
find are mostly new kodachromes, and 
general cards of beaches, birds, fish, 
and flowers. We continue through 
City Point, Indian River City which 
is only 183 miles from Christmas, Ti- 
tusville, Mims, Oak Hill, Edgewater, 
to New Smyrna Beach, and across 
Mosquito Lagoon (for we have left 
Indian River behind just south of Oak 
Hill), to Coronado Beach. There are 
the usual motel and beach scenes. 
But when we go home and get out 
our old cards, we will find that New 
Smyrna was the subject of some of 
our best old cards. There is one of 
the old fort published 50 years ago 
by Tom Jones Pub. Cincinnati, Ohio. 
And there are cards by G. W. Morris, 
Leighton, Bosselman, and American 
News Company. 

Northwest to Allandale, and Port 
Orange, and now Daytona Beach with 
its wealth of post cards. At Port 
Orange, which is just three miles 
south of Daytona, 'we obtain cards of 
the Lost Mission and Olde English 
Sugarmill. They tell the story of the 
ruins of the ancient mission building, 
and of the massive sugar making 
equipment, including a stone crusher 
and large boiling pans, made in Eng- 
land in the early 1800’s. These relics 
are now surrounded by park and gar- 
dens. This is the sort of thing that 
could be done all over Florida; but 
several generations of city minded 
speculators have levelled Indian 
Mounds and torn up old ruins and old 
houses to make beautiful resorts and 
parks with a modern atmosphere. 

Most of the cards we find at Day- 
tona are naturally of its beautiful 
broad beach which is 23 miles long 
and 510 feet wide at low tide. The 
wide flat sand has made a famed 
speedway, where noted racers have 
broken records. This with the half 
mile boardwalk and the Ocean front 
park make it the “World’s most fa- 
mous beach.” Cards range from cheap 
prints to lovely kodachromes. They 
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picture beach scenes, the boardwalk, 
sea gulls on the beach, main street 
entrance to the beach, air views of 
all these, crowds of people, sand sail- 
ing, driving on the beach at night, 
children playing on the beach, hun- 
dreds of cars on the beach, several 
views of the bandshell at Ocean Front 
Park which seats 5,000, the famous 
clock tower, the new municipal audi- 
torium; also many cards of famous 
hotels, motels, streets, the Post Office 
Halifax Hospital, the Y.M.C.A., and 
other buildings. 

Our old cards will show many pic- 
tures of the Halifax River, the To- 
moka River and of Seabreeze an old 
resort now incorporated in Daytona. 
Seabreeze was much older than the 
boom. Our cards of it are by Roto- 
graph, Leighton, Souvenir, Morris, H- 
lustrated, Foster & Reynolds, Alber- 
type, Detroit, and Bosselman. 

From Daytona, Highway No. 1 goes 
inland to Bunnell and thence to St. 
- Augustine. We like much better A1A 
which goes along the ridge at the 
water’s edge and takes us through 
the once swank Ormond Beach with 
its large houses of an earlier day, to 
gg Flagler Beach, and to Marine- 
and. 

Marineland is one of Florida’s 
famed showplaces. It is a “Must” for 
tourists, and a grand place to find 
cards for your collection. This is what 
our L. L. Card has to say about “Ma- 
rineland, Florida — constructed at a 
cost upwards of $1,000,000 Marine 
Studios feature a modernistic type of 
architecture. Winding stairways and 
native plantings enhance its simpli- 
city of design. Visitors may walk 
about on top of the Oceanariums or 
study the everchanging panorama of 
deep sea life through more than 200 
portholes at varying levels.” 

An interesting time to view the 
Marine Studios is at feeding time and 
many of our cards show this feature. 
Cards show the jumping porpoises 
which come 8 to 12 feet out of the 
water for their meal of blue runner 
‘which they snatch from the hand of 
the feeding attendant. A staff diver 
feeds many of the larger fish by hand 
on the floor of the oceanarium, out 
this does not disturb many thousands 
of the underseas specimens stocked 
there. Many beautiful underwater pic- 
tures for the movies have been made 
in these tanks, and those made into 
post cards are well worth having. 

North past Crescent Beach, Anas- 
tasia Island, St. Augustine Beach, 
and now St. Augustine. We shall cer- 
tainly stop here. For a good idea 
about the variety and number of cards 
to be found in St. Aucustine, we will 
refer you to a full article on the sub- 
ject in HOBBIES for August, 1951, 
which vou can probably find at your 
local library (if not, ask them why? 
and let them know how important it 
is for a good library to get and keep 
HOBBIES.) We might add that the 
Lightner Museum has_ expanded 
greatly since that time; also they 
have had many beautiful new cards 
made of the exhibits and the grounds. 
We can spend a whole day there; 
some of you could spent a whole week 
there, and then regret having to 
leave. We had intended going on to 
Jacksonville, but our time is up. 
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Therefore we will leave you right 
there at the museum, you can stay 
as long as you wish. Will you join 
us again some time for another trip? 
Just say “When.” Happy collecting!

News, and Previews 


1. We keep our finger on your 
pulse. If you don’t want to read a 
certain type of article, then don’t 
say how much you liked it. If you do 
like certain things, then tell us— 
‘we love to hear from you. 

Right now you are writing us 
about prices. If you have any de- 
fense for high or arbitrarv prices 
send it in, for all our letters to date 
are deploring the confusion about 
prices, and the rapid increases in 
prices asked by people who know 
nothing about cards, except that they 
are old, and they have heard that 
they are priceless. We have not re- 
ceived one letter saving that a seller 
has been able to sell consistently and 
successfully while charging high 
prices. We have not received one 
world of praise for arbitrary high 
prices. Let us have a few answers 
from both sides of the fence. 


2. Many have asked about clubs. 
We would suggest that you ask at 
your local library—in many of the 
larger cities there is a good local 
club of enthusiastic collectors. Often 
their meetings are interesting, and 
many have good exhibits from time 
to time. 


8. Why not start when the first 
cool weather strikes and read up on 
post cards. At your library is the 
Reader’s Guide. Look under “Picture 
Post Card.” This will refer you to ar- 
ticles in ithe magazines which are 
bound, and often stored in the stacks. 
If you need help ask the librarian in 
the reference department to get them 
for you. While there, ask if your li- 
brary has a postcard file. Why not 
write us about it? 


4. It has been suggested, and we 
think highly of the idea, that those of 
you who are collecting new cards for 
and with your children buy two copies 
of each card.

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The sun appears to suffer from an 

intermittent fever that affects its 
whole constitution, 

Manifestations observable on the 
star’s surface—the well-known sun- 
spots, bright patches, geysers of 
flaming gas thousands of miles high, 
and titanic, strangely shaped prom- 
inences—all increase and diminish in 
approximately the same eleven-year 
cycle. 

This indicates that they are not 
discrete phenomena but results of 
some common cause, the nature of 
which is unknown, in the unobserv- 
able interior. 

The thesis of a basic internal dis- 
turbance was advanced in the an- 
nual Arthur Lecture of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, as presented 
recently by Dr. John W. Evans, dir- 
ector of the Air Forces Solar Ob- 
servatory at Sunspot, N. Mex., on 
the top of Sacramento Mountain 
about one hundred miles north of 
El Paso. This observatory has been 
set up to explore the underlying 
causes of such phenomena as radio 
fadeouts which accompany increases 
in ultraviolet radiation and rains of 
particles from the solar surface. 

Two kinds of solar phenomena are 
still almost completely unexplained, 
Dr. Evans said. First are 27-day 
interval magnetic storms which af- 
fect the earth’s upper atmosphere. 
They are due almost beyond question 
to showers of particles from the solar 
surface which penetrates deeply into 
the atmosphere. They increase in 
intensity with each 27-day interval 
until a climax is reached, after which 
they decline in the same orderly 
fashion.

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No manifestation of any kind on 
the surface of the sun has been 
observed to account for them, Dr. 
Evans said. The sun rotates on its 
axis in a period of twenty-seven days. 
The storms evidently occur each time 
the earth is under a particular spot 
on the solar disk, but this spot can- 
not be identified with anything that 
can be observed. 

The second mystery is an apparent 
“antigravity” force on the sun. Vast 
red clouds are seen floating far 
above the edge of the disk. They 
are composed primarily of hydrogen 
and helium. They are far above the 
altitude where there is any atmo- 
sphere in which they can float and 
by all known laws of physics should 
fall to the star’s surface, Yet they 
a to float for indefinite per- 
iods. 

Any assumption that the suppos- 
edly universal law of gravity may be 
suspended on the sun is too far 
fetched, Dr. Evans said.

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associated in some way with the 
sun’s magnetic field. That, however, 
is as far as they are able to go. 

Radio fadeouts take place, Dr. 

Evans said, when the electrically 
charged ionosphere, the layer of the 
atmosphere about sixty miles high 
where the density is only about a 
millionth that near the earth’s sur- 
face, is pushed downward about 
twenty miles. Here is what hap- 
pens, present observations show: The 
ionosphere normally is created by the 
splitting of atmospheric molecules by 
the sun’s ultraviolet radiation, which 
goes on all the time, and by the 
streams of protons’ from the sun’s 
surface. Neither of these can pene- 
trate much deeper than the sixty-mile 
level. 
_ During times of solar disturbance, 
indicated by sunspots and_ solar 
flares, apparently another “color” of 
ultraviolet—that is radiation falling 
within the ultraviolet part of the 
spectrum but of a different wave- 
length—is emanated. 

This penetrates far deeper into 
thicker atmosphere where it creates 
an electrified layer. But now, in- 
stead of a clear mirror for reflect- 
ing radio waves there is a “dirty, 
sticky mirror” which absorbs these 
waves. Instead of reflecting back 
to earth they serve only to increase 
slightly the temperature of the up- 
per atmosphere.

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THE GOLDEN AGE 
OF REPTILES 


Great volcanic eruptions, earth up- 
heavals, and large increases in the 
land surface of the globe probably 
brought an end to the golden age of 
reptiles about 75,000,000 years ago. 
This is the probable explanation ad- 
vanced by Austin H. Clark Smith- 
sonian Institution biologist, in the 
latest annual report of the Institu- 
tion. 

The reptiles were the dominant 
creatures of the planet during the 
Cretaceous geological period. They 
included the giant dinosaurs and the 
monster swimming reptiles of the 
seas. Some had evolved wings and 
learned to fly. 

Then, in a relatively short period, 
the greater part of them disappeared. 
This disappearance was quite sudden, 
as geological time is considered, al- 
though it probably extended over sev- 
eral millenniums. Many efforts have 
been made to explain the rapid ex- 
tinction. 

“In view,” says Mr. Clark, “ of 
the dependence of practically all 
modern reptiles on abundant sun- 
light, it would seem that a racical 
change in the amount or character 
of the sun’s radiations reaching the 
earth may well have been the chief 
factor in the disappearance of the 
reptiles leading to the dominance of 
mammals. 

“During the Cretaceous there was 
extensive inundation of the land 
areas by the sea, the continents were 
much isolated, and the climate pre- 
sumably was warm and uniform. At 
the end of the Cretaceous there seems 
to have been a great upheaval in 
both the northern and southern he- 
mispheres, 

“This was accompanied by local 
and intermittent volcanic activity 
throughout the Eocene (the succeed- 
ing geological period) in the Rocky 
Mountain region, Central America, 
the East and West Indies, and south- 
ern Europe. Any marked increase in 
the land area would mean a corres- 
ponding increase in dust in the at- 
mosphere, inorganic dust from arid 
areas, and pollen and organic dust 
from heavily vegetated regions. Vol- 
canic activity also would produce a 
large amount of atmospheric dust. 

“The illumination of the surface 
of the earth would be considerably 
altered. Whereas the extensive in- 
undation of the land areas during the 
Cretaceous would presumably clear

When the portrait of Nesouaquoit 
(the bear in the forks of a tree) was 
painted in Washington in_ 1837, he 
was about forty years old. He was of 
the Fox Tribe, son of famous Chief 
Chemakasee or The Lance, and is 
said to be the only Indian who never 
tasted liquor nor smoked a pine. 

The portrait was painted by Char- 
les Bird King, but does not appear in 
the Rhees list of the Indian Gallery 
collection. The original was still in 
existence in 1907, being owned by 
George D. Smith a bookseller at 50 
New St., New York City, and was 
listed at $600. 

It was cataloged as a portrait of 
the Chief of the Fox Tribe, and 
measured 30 x 25 inches. It was done 
in oil for the folio edition of McKen- 
ney and Hall’s History of the In- 
dian Tribes of America. 

The second portrait of this Chief, 
by King, was in the Redwood Library 
at Newport, R. I. In this he is seated 
with a metal tomahawk in his left 
hand, blade uppermost. His right 
hand rested on his knee, and he was 
fully dressed with medal beaded neck- 
lace, earrings, belt, leggings and 
moccasins. The fur cape and feathers 
shown in the first portrait are miss- 
ing. The headdress was similar, but 
the scale feather in the Redwood 
Library picture pointed to the left 
instead of the right. 


JUDGE’S COLLECTION 


According to a recent article by 
Billie Jines, in the Arkansas Gaz- 
ette, Judge W. G. Howard of Spring- 
dale, has one of the most outstand- 
ing collections of Indian relics in 
Northwest Arkansas. 

The collection was started when 
the judge was five years old, and 
has grown to some 15,000 items and 
nearly 500 books on archaeology, 
ethnology and anthropology. It is dis- 
played in the den of the judge’s 
home and not only are four walls 
occupied, but the ceiling is covered 
with thousands of items. 

There are three large Indian 
statues decked out in stone beads, 
nose rings, ear spools, etc., display- 
ing how they were worn by the 
Indian. An Indian squaw grinds corn 
in an authentic grinding bowl be- 
longing to the collection. The judge 
believes that his collection contains 
one or more items of every type of 
article used by men of the Stone Age. 

Among the many rarities, is a 
sacrificial dagger. It is almost heart 
shaped, and hollow between dual 
blades. Neither Judge Howard, nor 
any of the ‘collectors he has shown 
it to have seen another like it. 





BITS OF HISTORY

_ Charles Dickens, the English novel- 
ist, made a journey down the Ohio 
River before the sides of the stream 
were populated to any extent and 
wrote: 

A fine broad river always but in 
some parts much wider than in oth- 
ers; and there is usually a green is- 
land covered with trees dividing it 
into two streams. Occasionally, we 
stop for a few minutes, maybe to 
take in wood, maybe for passengers 
at some town or village. At lengthen- 
ed intervals log cabin with its little 
space of cleared land about it, nestles 
under a rising ground and sends its 
threads of blue smoke up into the 
sky. It stands in the corner of a poor 
wheat field which is full of great un- 
sightly stumps. As we pass this clear- 
ing the settler leans on his axe or 
hammer and looks wistfully at the 
people from the world. The children 
creep out of a temporary hut which 
which is like a gypsy tent on the 
ground and clap their hands and 
shout. The dog only glances around 
at us and then looks up into his 
master’s face again as if he were 
rendered uneasy by any suspension 
of the common business and had 
nothing to do with pleasure. 





INVENTION OF PRINTING 


The idea of multiplying represen- 
tations from one engraved plate, 
block or form was unknown to the 
ancients. Blockprinting and printing 
with movable types were practiced 
in China and Japan long before they 
were known in Europe. It is said 
that in the year 175 the text of the 
Chinese classics was cut on tablets 
which were erected outside the uni- 
versity and impressions were taken 
of them. Printing from wooden 
blocks can be traced as far back as 
the 6th Century, when the founder 
of the Suy dynasty is said to have 
had the remains of the classical 
books engraved on wood. It was not 
until the 10th Century that printed 
books became common. 

In Japan, the earliest example of 
block-printing dates from the period 
764-770, when the Empress Shiyau- 
toku in pursuance of a vow ordered 
a million small wooden toy pagodas 
made for distribution among the 
Buddhist temples and monasteries, 
each of which was to contain a 
dharani out of the Buddhist Scrip- 
tures entitled “Vimala nirbhasa Su- 
tra”, printed on a slip of paper about 
18 inches long and 2 inches wide, 
which was rolled up and deposited 
in the body of the pagoda under the 
spire.

jewel which has been so much ad- 
mired, there are other sapphires of 
yellow, orange, purple, pink lavender, 
violet, aqua blue and green. They are 
frequently called Ceylon Sapphires, 
and are mined not only in Ceylon, 
Burma and Thailand, but also in 
Australia and the United States. 

Exotic and exciting as are the sap- 
phires in other colors, the favorite 
is the gem varying from the blue of 
midnight to the paler tones of a 
summer sky. 

Among the British Crown Jewels 
in the Tower of London is the Sap- 
phire Coronation Ring of Edward the 
Confessor, who died in 1066. Love of 
sapphires still exists in the British 
royal family.

DOODLE BUGS

Quite often, someone comes in who 
has a gadget that will locate gold, 
silver or precious gems. You as a 
layman have probably been exposed 
to such a claimant. The majority 
steer clear of a trained mineralogist. 
Yet, we have had some bring in their 
gadgets and make their claims. I 
recall a chap in Seattle. He set up 
an office and stated he would under- 
take, for a fee, to locate any source 
from which a piece of rock had been 
obtained. His gadget was very im- 
posing. It consisted of a box with 
two electric meters on it,. several 
knobs and a brass face plate with odd 
design. He apparently had a vibra- 
tor and a rheostat inside, for by 
turning on one knob and then work- 
ing another, he could get a hum from 
the box. For $50 he would tell you 
where any piece of rock came from. 
That was his claim. 

So I took two pieces from our stock 
at his invitation and he placed them 
one at a time on top of the box. 
The first one he said contained dia- 
monds or came from a diamond area. 
It was blue clay, and came from the 
ground where we parked our cars. 
Our expert said it came from 
seventy-five miles to the southeast 
which would put it about the middle 
of Mt. Rainier. He may have heard 
of “blue-earth of Kimberley” and 
thus thought to affirm the clay as 
diamond producing blue earth. The 
second piece I had selected with trep- 
idition, it was both heavy and black. 
However, when he had put it on the 
machine and twisted the knobs to his 
liking he said, “Why that’s iron ore 
and it comes from about twenty-five 
miles west of here.” I was relieved. 
I took out of the pocket of my over- 
coat, a pocket Geiger-counter. From 
the other. pocket I produced head- 
phones, and asked him to put them on. 
Then 1 walked over to him with the 
piece of “iron ore.” He of course 
heard a clicking which rapidly be- 
came a steady roar, as I brought 
the piece of rock close to the counter. 
Then I asked him what he thought of 
my gadget. He didn’t have much 
to say. So as I was leaving, I told 
him the piece instead of coming from 
twenty-five miles west of Seattle, had 
in fact, come from 2,000 miles north 
in Yukon Territory. 

I don’t know how many people paid 
good money to this man, for telling 
them where a rock came from, but 
I fear there were too many. A more 
simple doodle-bug showed up by 
chance on one of our field trips. 
These included members of our var- 
ious mineral or lapidary classes. At

ing cards in its country. We find 
both the German and French style 
of suit signs for general use. These 
are plain court cards with only the 
garb colored, either a deep blue, red 
or yellow, and scant touches of a 
bluish green. There is no tint or 
touch of color in the face, hands or 
hair. In the four cards in the top 
row of illustration, the court cards 
are definitely different to the French 
or English. The kings have long 
beards and flowing hair except the 
King of Diamonds which has short 
cropped hair and beard, and a head 
dress reminiscent of the turban 
rather than the familiar crown. The 
Kings all hold a scepter or orb; the 
Queens have a yellow flower in their 
hand; the Jacks are rather ordinary. 
The tax stamp is in black on the 
Two of Diamonds, and so is the 
pelican on her nest, with her young 
around her. In later years the Ace 
of Diamonds had an elaborate gold 
seal of the card manufacturer, which 
was a monopoly under the Czar. The 
money from it went to the sup- 
port. of a home for the orphans of the 
soldiers and sailors. This deck has 
a simple decorated Ace of Diamonds 
while none of the other aces in the 
deck are decorated. The suit signs 
are elongated and appear very grace- 
ful. The back is a simple allover 
design like the French and English 
cards of the early nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

Russia issued geographical cards 
similar to those issued in the other 
countries during the period around 
1830. One such deck in the Cincin- 
nati Art Museum, was previously 
owned by George Clulow. The cards 
are beautifully engraved and hand 
colored and are marked into four- 
quarters. The upper left quarter 
shows the coat-of-arms of a Rus- 
sian Province, the quarter just below, 
the lower left, lists the principal 
towns in that province. In the lower 


right quarter is a figure of the 
province in native costume. ‘The 
women with elaborate head dresses 
and full skirts, the men with their 
long petticoats rich with jewels and 
embroideries, seem to have stepped 
out of the Oriental, and ancient le- 
gends of this little known land. The 
upper right quarter shows regular 
French style suit signs. This deck 
has fifty-two cards with eight extra 
map cards. 

The elaborate gold embellished dia- 
mond aces went out with the Czar. 
The backs of the cards during the 
nineteenth century were reminiscent 
of Russian embroideries, conventional 
designs and all beautifully done. The 
court cards were all double heads, 
costumes varied and all were very 
interesting, The work is done with 
great precision and the colors are 
rich and beautiful. The convention 
back in colors and gold is best known 
and was issued in 1867, with beauti- 
fully colored court cards with much 
gold in decorations and a very ornate 
tax and manufactory stamp, show- 
ing the Pelican on her nest with 
her young gathered around her. 

The Russian cards for playing 
usually are in packs of thirty-two 
or thirty-six for Piquet or in the 
usual fifty-two cards - all with the 
French suit signs. 

A Russian Trappola deck of Ger- 
man suit signs which may be seen 
in the Cincinnati Art Museum is 
very much like a German Tarot deck 
of the fifty-two cards, showing the 
King, Ober and Unter. This deck 
was executed with much attention to 
detail. . 

One of the best known Russian 
decks under the Soviet regime is the 
satire on religion, which was issued 
in the early 1930’s. The Joker shows 
a fat Russian wearing a tall silk 
hat, with well developed wings hold- 
ing four strings attached to the four 
priests of different religious faiths, 
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which were all on their knees in sup- 
plication to him as if he were the 
god of all. The Diamond suit repre- 
sents the Hebrew religion and the 
“King” is the Rabbi, reading the 
Koran, with one hand, while holding 
his other hand back of him to catch 
the money as it falls from above. 
The Queen while lighting the can- 
dles in prayer is thinking of the 
table laden with food. The “Knave” 
although reading the Scroll is think- 
ing of the commandants. 


The Club suit represents the Greek 
Catholic religion, and while the priest 
holds the Cross he is thinking of the 
drinks and food on the table. The 
“Queen” represented by a nun, is 
holding her candle in front of her 
in her prayers. The Knave is again 
treated more kindly. 


The heart suit appears to be a 
German Catholic, and the Priest 
(king) with hand upraised as if 
asking a blessing is depicted thinking 
of the table with the tankards of 
drink. The “Queen” represented by 
a Sister of the order is holding her 
Rosary and prayer book. The Knave, 
with hands clasped in prayer is en- 
joying the vision of his sweetheart 
in the flame of the candles. 

The Spade suit is represented by 
the Oriental. The “King” is repre- 
sented by the character which ap- 
pears to be the Medicine Man or 
Witch Doctor, with the make-up, 
while he is thinking of the Idol 
worship. The “Queen” although 
engaged in prayers is thinking of 
abeyance to the good looking man, 
sitting on the dais. It is the like- 
ness of this “King” that makes up 
the design used on the back of the 
card. (See the last card in the last 
row of the illustration.) The backs 
are in blue or red and pink with 
gray. 

The Aces are all very colorful with 
the different items representing that 
religion. The court cards are very 
colorful and beautifully executed. The 
suit signs are not as elongated as 
they were before the Soviet rule, al- 
though they are still graceful. 

The cards under the Soviet rule 
lost the delicate, rich coloring of yes- 
teryear, and took on heavy, vivid 
coloring. The court cards have char- 
acteristics and many features of the 
class who live their cunning and the 
ability to use weapons. 

One such deck has a back with the 
soldier on a white horse, which might 
be labeled “Battle Weary,” as the 
rider sits slumped in his saddle, in 
front of the tombstone of his superior 
officer, who fell in battle. The colors 
of the court cards are vivid—the 
Kings look more like leaders of cut- 
throats or robbers, as they all hold 
a scepter in one hand and a sword 
in the other. The Jack holds a 
broad blade knife with a sword like 
handle. The colorings are all very 
vivid and heavy. 

So little is yet known of the his- 
tory of playing cards in Russia that 
it is an interesting field for the 
serious collector, Many of the older 
decks have allover designs on the

back, rather than designs, which are 

generally the deluxe cards or issued 
after the Soviets took over, and used 
for propaganda as was the “religious 
deck.” 


CINCINNATI ART MUSEUM

times students were allowed to in- 
vite friends On one such occasion, 
one of these visitors showed up with 
a doodle-bug. It was a simple thing, 
just a piece of brass hung on a 
string. He would tell you where gold 
was just by holding the dangling bit 
of brass and letting it swing. We 
gathered around on one side of a 
circle, leaving a semi-circle with him 
in the center. Then he “operated.” 
He “opinioned,” after a lengthy ses- 
sion with the swinging bit of brass, 
that there was a placer deposit just 
a quarter of a mile southeast of us 
through the open half of our circle. 
We asked him if there couldn’t be 
gold any nearer, but he said ‘“no’ 
with great positiveness. One of our 
class pulled out a massive gold watch, 
and several of the ladies said that 
their weddings rings were not brass. 
Well, there was little more heard 
from that quarter. 7 

Another doodle-bug is old as the 
hills. It’s called a “Mad-stone.” It 
is supposed to permit the owner to 
find precious metals, or locate lost 
valuables, etc. It has about the same 
chance of doing that as any rock you 
pick up. There are many and varied 
kinds of doodle-bugs, some with ac- 
tual radio-tubes, some with chemicals 
(the operator passes your sample 
along a series of bottles and at a 
point he says, your specimen vibrates 
to this bottle so it’s lead) some do 
it all in the head, and so on. . 

There are three types of geo-physi- 
cal machines that have definite use 
in mineralogy. One, the Geiger- 
counter reacts to the emanations of 
radium in certain ores, Another 
works on the mass of matter. Take 
two pieces of paper, place them on 
the ground and (unless there’s a 
wind blowing), they'll stay where 
they are put. Now put them into a 
glass of water, they will gradually 
come together. Water having no 
friction, as compared to soil or sand, 
allows their free movement and their 
mass attract toeach other and they 
come together. All mass attracts 
mass. A heavy materia] attracts 
with more force than a light mater- 
jal. So a gravity balance with ex- 
tremely delicate works, can disclose 
a heavy body of metal or mineral at 
some depth, but not over seventy- 
five to one-hundred feet unless it is 
an extremely large body of material. 
The last type, is an instrument which 
registers the passage of underground 
currents. You may have seen men 
in the street with an instrument 
walking back and forth and soon they 
put down a stake or mark the pav- 
ing. Under their feet a pipe carries 
current—there is always current in 
the ground. The instrument registers 
this current passing in the pipe. It 
would do the same thing if it were 
iron, lead, or other metallic ore. 
But beware of doodle-bug experts 
who will locate mineral] at more than 
one-hundred feet. It just cannot be 
done yet. 


Flowers of the seas are the nudi- 
branchs. Seldom has nature produced 
in plants or animals such elaborate 
combinations of brilliant colors and 
decorative appendages as in the bod- 
ies of these shell-less marine snails 
of which more than 2,000 species now 
are known to science. 

Few persons, however, have ever 
seen a live nudibranch. The little crea- 
tures are usually known from speci- 
mens preserved in alcohol, wherein 
their bodies are distorted and most 
of the colors lost. The Smithsonian 
Institution, which contains-one of the 
world’s largest nudibranch collections, 
now is receiving by air shipments of 
living animals from Dr. Harold J. 
Humm, of the University of Florida. 
They are sent in specially devised 
bottles of sea water, so that they 
may remain alive for several days 
after reaching Washington and de- 
scriptions of their actual color designs 
placed on record by Smithsonian bi- 
ologists. 

The nudibranchs are among the 
least known of all sea animals. One 
reason for this is that most of them 
are quite small, ranging from a 
quarter of an inch to half an inch in 
length. Their coloring can hardly be 
appreciated except under some mag- 
nification. Nowhere are they very 
abundant, and then are difficult to 
preserve. Their habitats vary from 
close inshore to deep water. They are 
found chiefly, however, in pools left 
among shore rocks by receding tides. 

Probably the least known of them, 
according to R. Tucker Abbot, of the 
Smithsonian’s division of mollusks, 
are those of the Atlantic coast of 
southern United States. Few special- 
ists have studied them. The majority 
are minute, and many as yet unknown 
species may be discovered. Those of 
the Pacific coast —one is a giant of 
the family sometimes reaching a 
length of 8 inches —are much better 
known and represented in collections. 

Nudibranchs furnish outstanding 
examples of the exquisite beauty 
which nature achieves — anvarently 
for no other purpose than beauty 
alone. Their extremely elaborate 
color patterns may be, to some de- 
gree, protective. It is known that 
some species develop colors in har- 
mony with their environment. They 
are bright red, for example, ‘when 
living in association with a_ red 
sponge. 

Some species live on the bottom in 
fairly deep water, migrating to the 
shore to lay their bright-colored, 
jellvlike masses of eggs. A few are 
entirely pelagic, such as a small, 
bright-blue animal found only among 
the seaweeds of the Sargasso Sea. 

Even more decorative than the 
color patterns are the appendages, ex- 
tensions of the skin and sometimes of 
the digestive tract, which take the 
form of delicately modeled, almost 
microscopic plants. For the most part 
these apparently are purely decora- 
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tive. In a few species they serve as 
gills. All are small and can scarcely 
have any value for defense. 

All these nudibranchs are carni- 
vorous creatures, living chiefly on 
small sea anemones found on the sea 
bottom. Most sea anemones are equip- 
ped with thousands of so-called nem- 
atocysts, or stinging organs. These 
are microscopic, saclike structures 
filled with a virulent poison. The 
same mechanism is best known in the 
sea nettles. As soon as a nematocyst 
is exposed to any tension it explodes 
releasing this poison. ; 

These little. sea slugs have evolved 
the ability to ingest these Poison balls 
without exploding them. They pass 
into the digestive tract but are not 
digested. In some way, the mechanism 
of which is still unknown, the nem- 
atocysts find their way through some 
of the appendages growing out of the 
digestive organs to the outside of the 
body. ere they are retained and 
serve the sea snail in the same way 
or een oy & sea anemone. The 
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race, presumably beca: 
no, pose, y use they served 
mong the most enthusiasti i- 
branch collectors is the _ scdleey = 
Japan, who has collected several new 
species. Some of his publications on 
these animals have been illustrated 
by leading Japanese artists and 
show the rare beauty of the crea- 
tures to the best advantage. 


ORDONEZITE AND 
MOSESITE 


Two hitherto unknown minerals, 
probably among the rarest materials 
in the earth’s crust, have recently 
been described by Smithsonian Inst- 
tution mineralogists. 

One, reported to the Geological 
Society of America at its recent 
meeting by Dr. George Switzer, is a 
combination of the elements, zinc, 
antimony, and oxygen and occurs in 
minute glassy-brown crystals found 
in tin deposits in the Mexican pro- 
vince of Guanajuato. It has been 
named ordonezite in honor of the late 
Dr. Ezequiel Ordonez, eminent Mex- 
ican geologist, 

Something of the sort was sus- 
pected by the Smithsonian mineral- 
ogists som years ago when the pre- 
sence of antimony was revealed by 
chemical analysis in melted tin. The 
search for it and its identification, 
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however, were long, involved pro- 
cedures. Dr. Switzer now has obtain- 
ed approximately a quarter of a 
pound in a pure state. 

A still rarer and more curious 
new mineral, identified by Dr. Wil- 
liam F. Foshag, Smithsonian head 
curator of geology, is mosesite, a 
combination of mercury, nitrogen, 
chlorine, and water occurring in the 
form of small yellow crystals. Actual- 
ly an extremely minute quantity of 
this was found in Texas about 40 
years ago. It was recognized as a 
new mineral, but a sufficient quan- 
tity for analysis was not found at 
the time. Then it was rediscovered 
in Mexico by Dr. Foshag. 

It represents, says Dr. Foshag, a 
combination of elements never found 
in mineral form before. The nitro- 
gen molecule is an ion hooked to 
mercury in a type of chemical bond 
not hitherto known in nature. Thus 
mosesite might conceivably be the 
prototype of a family of extremely 
rare minerals as yet undiscovered.

Fay Hite of Vinton, Ia., is a collec- 
tor and the proud owner of some 
1,800 specimens of wood carving, 
gathered over a period of seventeen 
years and representing the carving 
ability of fifteen nations, 

Mr. Hite is not a carver, but he 
is an expert on the subject and can 
explain the. special carving art of 
each nation, from the many animals, 
to the human figurines that domin- 
ate his collection, to the display case 
of miscellaneous carvings which in- 
clude the three pieces that began his 
collection; Ferdinand, the Bull, Little 
Ferdinand, and Ferdinand’s Mother. 

Several months ago, Mr. Hite and 
Jesse George of Brandon, Ia., a wood 
sculptor, went on exhibit with their 
carvings arranged in a trailer. So 
successful was their venture at the 
All - Iowa Fair, that it seemed logi-

play. Since the collection had long 
outgrown the Hite home, a museum 
was set up, first in a vacant build- 
ing in downtown Vinton, and finally, 
in a new building adjacent to their 
home. This last opened recently, and 
the interested public is now able to 
see some of the finest examples of 
this art in the world. 

Among the special characteristics 
of foreign wood carving is the type 
of wood used. While carvers of some 
countries use special woods, all use 
that native to their land, and much 
mahogany is used as it can be cut 
across grain and won’t chip. There 
are various methods of finishing, but 
each human figurine is “dressed” to 
represent his particular nation. 

Considered the best of Mr. Hite’s 
collection is a handsome old German 
gentleman with long frock coat, cane, 
buckled shoes and a _ long-stemmed 
pipe. He is cleverly hinged at the 
waist and opens there to disclose a 
tobacco humidor.

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Maker of Miniatures 


Early records of miniature makers 
are seldom found these days but it 
has been noted there were two well 
known craftsmen of the tiny figures 
who lived in Germany in the fif- 
teenth century. One, with the sur- 
name Ott, lived in Nuremburg, Ger- 
many, about 1418; the other, H. 
Mess, lived about 1465 and probably 
in the same vicinity. 

About 1587 Daniel Bertel of Lu- 
beck, also in Germany, exhibited a 
variety of small mechanical pieces 
and an assortment of toys. Some

of these were comprised of a fleet 
of galleys with Turks and Christians 
engaged in a battle at sea; others 
were little Swiss and German figures 
that could walk and dance and per- 
form gay acrobatics. 

In the seventeenth century Daniel 
Neuberger of Augsburg, Germany, 
produced tiny figures that were so 
real in appearance they seemed alive. 

In the seventeenth century minia 
ture animals were popular which had 
been modelled by Johann Schwegler. 
One of the best known makers of 
tiny tin soldiers was Gottfried Haut- 
sch who died in 1708. Undoubtedly 
this wide spread interest in miniature 
figures and animals served as an in- 
centive and background for the Ger- 
man folklore and fairy tales which 
beguiled the youngsters of a few 
generations ago. . 


In England in the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries we find the word 
“toy” used in a much broader sense 
than to just designate a child’s play- 
thing, instead it often referred .to 
small articles of all types. 

One of these miniature makers was 
George Middleton, a banker and gold- 
smith. His mark was entered at the 
Goldsmith’s Hall in 1685, and_his 
work in the small pieces was done 
between 1684 and 1697. In that 
period he used four different marks, 
each with his initials GM, and each 
piece was fully hallmarked. When 
there was more than one part to an 
object the various part were separ- 
ately marked. 


One of his fireplace sets, made in 
1690, was of great interest as it 
was complete with fire dogs, fender, 
shovel and tongs. Also made in 
1690, and of outstanding importance, 
was a set of four chairs, and a day- 
bed which were typical of the cane 
back furniture of that period. 


A well known mark, MA, was 
found on popular small pieces be- 
tween the years 1697 - 1715. The 
mark has been identified with four 
different craftsmen, and while each 
mark differed slightly in its forma- 
tion, many believed it to be the 
work of one person. Four names 
identified with this mark are Mat- 


thew Madden, William Matthew, Ja- 
cob Margas, and Isaac Malyn. 

Matthew Madden was a plate- 
worker, or worker in metal, and al- 
though his work was not entered at 
the Goldsmith’s Hall until 1697 his 
business address was entered as early 
at 1692. 

William Matthew was another 
plate-worker of the miniature pieces 
and while his name was listed as 
early as 1697 his mark was recorded 
only in 1700, 

Jacob Margas was listed as a 
plate-worker from 1706 to 1720 and 
he went bankrupt in 1725. He was 
succeeded by his son, Samuel, who 
continued the business until 1730. 

Isaac Malyn was listed as a plate- 
worker in 1710. Thus there is little 
proof as to the real maker with the 
mark MA. 

Another distinguished plate-worker 
of that period was John Clifton 
whose work was produced between 
the years 1708-1715. His mark was 
entered in 1709. His work was of 
excellent quality and of wide variety 
in types which included not only 
miniature fireplaces but complete tea 
sets. 

Augustin Courtauld was one of the 
most productive of English miniature 
makers and almost dominated the 
period of 1720-1740 in that work. He

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was listed as a goldsmith working 
at one address from 1708 to 1729, 
in which year he moved to another 
where he remained until his death 
in 1751. His son Samuel succeeded 
him, and he, in turn, was succeeded 
by his widow, Louisa Perrina. The 
firm continued in various locations 
and with different partners until the 
death in America of Samuel Court- 
auld, Jr., the grandson of Augustin. 

It was during Augustin Court- 
auld’s period that doll’s houses at- 
tained their great vogue, and he un- 
doubtedly furnished many of them 
with their necessary requirements in 
silver. 

Because his business was so ex- 
tensive his later pieces often lack 
the distinctive character of the early 
rare objects. However, he made many 
which were not even attempted by 
other craftsmen and are accordingly 
of special interest to the collector. 
Of particular note are his sconces, 
distaffs for winding wool, sprinkling 
cans, cruets, and chocolate pots with 
their swivel sticks. His pieces were 
not always completely hallmarked. 

John Le Sage was another plate- 
worker who apparently had a long 
career for he was listed at one ad- 
dress in 1718, another in 1722, and 
a third from 1739 to 1748. Not many 
examples of his work are found but 
those which have appeared are of 
uniformly good quality, and some of 
superior craftsmanship. His minia- 
ture kettles and sauce boats are es- 
pecially charming pieces. 

Edmund Medlycott was another 
maker of finely wrought miniature 
pieces. He was listed as a plate- 
worker from 1748-1755. 

Fortunate is the collector who 
might happen to find miniatures 
made by any of these artist crafts- 
men.

succeeded. He then communicated 
them, as they were copied from the 
papers, to the Poetical Register; the 
Review selected them for praise; and 
then when he published them in a 
collected form, he did nothing more 
than claim in his own character the 
praise which had been bestowed upon 

him under a fictitious name.” 

It is worthy of notice in connection 
with the above, that Montgomery was 
one of the earliest and most stead- 
fast literary patrons of his fellow- 
townsman, Ebenezer Elliott. The 
Sheffield Iris had much to do with 
— poetical reputation of the lat- 
er. 

The old bibliographers have more 
complete lists of the works of Mont- 
gomery than the modern reference 
books generally give. For example 
“Prison Amusements” (1797), was a 
volume of poems written during his 
imprisonment in York Castle the year 
before. “The Ocean,” a poem, was 
published in 1805. 

The following attack on the third 
edition of “The Wanderer in Switz- 
erland” made Byron an ally of Mont- 
gomery: ‘We took compassion on 
Mr. Montgomery on his first appear- 
ance; conceiving him to be some 


slender youth of seventeen intoxica- 
ted with weak tea and the praises 
of sentimental ensigns and other pro- 
vincial literati, and tempted, in that 
situation, to commit a feeble outrage 
on the public, of which the recollec- 
tion would be a sufficient punishment. 
A third edition, however, is too 
alarming to be passed over in silence; 
and, though we are perfectly per- 
suaded that in less than three years 
nobody will know the name of the 
“Wanderer in Switzerland” or any 
of the other poems in this collection, 
still we think ourselves called on to 
interfere, to prevent, as far as in 
us lies, the mischief that may arise 
from the intermediate prevalence of 
so distressing an epidemic. It is 
hard to say what numbers of in- 
genious youth may be led to expose 
themselves in public by the success 
of this performance, or what ad- 
dition may be made in a few months 
to that great sinking-fund of bad 
taste which is daily wearing down 
the debt which we have so long owed 
to the classical writers of antiquity. 
.-. When every day is bringing forth 
some new work from the pen of 
Scott, Campbell, Rogers, Baillie, 
Sotheby, Wordsworth or Southey, it 
is natural to feel some disgust at the 
undistinguishing voracity which can 
swallow down three editions of songs 
to convivial societies and verses to 
a pillow.” 

The Edinburgh Review was a ven- 
omous critic, right in many instances. 
The modern reviews when they want 
to kill a work just refuse to notice 
it. If you can’t get an advance nod 
from some critic you have a tough 
row to hoe, but you are not subject 
to the ravings of a frothing critic 
who thrived on viperous vituperation 
to show his power over the King’s 
English. The author of the para- 
graph on Montgomery was the great 
Lord Francis Jeffrey, then and long 
afterward the great ogre who de- 
voured a score of newly-fledged au- 
thors with as little compunction as 
he ate his dinner. 

While the test of time and the 
change in literary fashion have 
proved Jeffrey was not altogether 
wrong it took more than three years 
for the “Wanderer” to be forgotten. 
Tuckerman says William Cullen Bry- 
ant knew the “Wanderer” by heart. 
Bryant in June, 1853, visited Mont- 
gomery at his home “The Mount” 
in Sheffield. 

In regard to the attack by Jef- 
frey. Robert Southey in the London 
Quarterly had this to say: “There 
stands upon record only one piece 
of formal criticism as mischievious 
as this; and that is the criticisms up- 
on Kirke White in a monthly journal 
. . . The prediction concerning Mr. 
Montgomery, like most of the pre- 
dictions which have issued from the 
same oracle, has proved false. Twice 
three years have elasped; the poems 
are still heard of, still read, and 
admired, and purchased and re-ed- 
ited; and what must still be more 
alarming to the careful guardian of 
the public taste, a second volume 
(The West Indies, etc.) has been 
published , .. Never did any volume 
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more truly deserve the reception 
which it found. Faults there were 
in it; for where is the volume with- 
out them? The longest of the poems 
(“The Wanderer’) is an experiment, 
treating an heroic subject in lyric 
measure and upon a dramatic plan 
- . Not withstanding the inherent 
and irremediable defect of the poem, 
no person capable of appreciating 
poetry could read it without perceiv- 
ing that it was the production of a 
rich and powerful mind.” 

In July, 1835, The Edinburgh Re- 
view, softening in its old age, wrote: 
“It is now about twenty-eight years 
since we noticed in this journal Mr. 
Montgomery’s ‘Wanderer in Switzer- 
land’; and, looking back to what we 
then wrote, we fairly confess that, 
were the task now to be performed 
for the first time, our criticism would 
probably be characterized by a mild- 
er spirit.” 

We will not go into criticism of 
the rest of Montgomery’s works but 


-must continue to list those now sel- 


dom heard of: “Thoughts on Wheels” 
(1817), a poetical denunciation of the 
state lotteries; “The Climbing Boy’s 
Soliloquies” (1817) on the sufferings 
of chimney-sweeps; “Greenland” 
(1819) contains other poems of a 
religious nature; “Songs of Zion, be- 
ing Imitations of Psalms” (1822); 
“The Christian Psalmist, or Hymns 
Selected and Original” (1825); “The 
Christian Poet; Selections in Verse” 
(1826); “Journal of Voyages and 
Travels, by Rev. John Tyerman and 
George Bennet, Esq.” (1831); “Lec- 
tures on Poetry and General Litera- 
ture,” delivered at the Royal Insti- 
tution in 1830 and 1831; “A Poet’s 
Portfolio, or Minor Poems” (1835). 
Some of his popular poems found in 
school readers and copybooks a cen- 
tury ago were “The Common Lot’’; 
“The Little Cloud”; “Night Prayer”; 
“Moonlight in York Castle”; “Friend 
After Friend Departs”; “Humility”; 
“The Grave’; “Questions and An- 
swers” and “Make Way for Liberty.” 
“Upon thy touching strain, 
Religion’s spirit fair : 
Falls down like drops of rain, 
And blends divinely there.”

The above description of the 
FOOTE Armorial Bearing is found 
in the New England Historic and 
Genealogical Society’s Roll of Arms 
No. 405, registered for ‘Nathaniel 
Foote, born 1593; of London, Eng- 
land; of Watertown, Massachusetts, 
before 1634; of Wethersfield, Con- 
necticut, about 1636, died 1644”. The 
emblazon may be seen in Vol. 6, p. 
146 of McKenzie’s “Colonial Families 
of the United States of America;” 
Volumes 8 and 13 of the “Cyclopedia 
of American Biography; and other 
works featuring the Foote family. 

Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A silver (argent) shield on 
which is charged a black (sable) 
chevron, and in the upper right (dex- 
ter chief) corner of the shield a 
black (sable) trefoil slipped. As 
color names are not repeated in a 
blazon, we know “sable” refers to 
both the trefoil and the chevron. 

The shield is considered in its 
position to the bearer of it. Thus, 
the dexter, or right hand side is to 
the left of the observer, and the 
sinister, or left-hand side is on his 
right. In other words, dexter is the 
right side of a shield to a person 
standing behind it. 


FOOTE Coat-of-Arms

The chevron is one of nine so-cal- 
led Honourable Ordinaries, straight- 
sided figures one-third the width of 
the shield, first symbols used to 
identify men encased in armour, and, 
“likened unto the roof of a house,” 
is emblematical of protecting the 
defenseless. It was also granted to 
one who builds churches and fort- 
resses for his country. 

The trefoil, or three-leafed clover, 
is frequently used in Heraldry. This 
is really the shamrock, and Guillim, 
an authority on symbolism, says it 
signifies perpetuity, or that a just 
man shall never wither. It is the 
symbol of hope, peace and joy, and 
denotes some association with Ire- 
land. 

The oak is the king of trees, em- 
blematical of antiquity and strength. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Silver signifies sin- 
cerity and peace; sable, the fur lin- 
ing of royal robes, constancy and 
nobility, 

A Coat-of-Arms is not considered 
complete without being decorated 
with the mantling and helmet, which 
the men wore in medieval times. 

There are genealogies in print that 
have been compiled from hearsay or 
tradition, and later when actual re- 
cords are searched errors become ap- 
parent. This is an awkward situa- 
tion, as many people will see the 
original works, while only a small 
percentage will ever come across the 
corrections made at a later date. 

This applies to the printed ma- 
terial available concerning the Foote 
family. The earliest compilation of 
Foote records was done by Nathaniel 
Goodwin in 1849, and he was frank 
to say that “from what part of 
England Mr. Foote emigrated or 
what year he arrived in this country 
is not known. The first mention 
found is in the records of the colony 
of Massachusetts Bay in 1633 where 
he took the Oath of freeman.” Not 
knowing, Mr. Goodwin did not guess, 
but later writers were not as caut- 
ious. 

The “Cyclopedia of American Bio- 
graphy,” the “Tercentenary of New 
England Families” (1922) and “The 
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Biography of Henry Ward Beecher” 
(1888) are all in error when they 
state that “James Foote, father of 
Nathaniel, was an officer in King 
Charles II’s army, concealed the King 
in his flight after the Battle of Wor- 
cester in 1651 at a place called Bos- 
cobel, in an oak tree which was 
located in a clover field, for which 
act of chivalry Foote was knighted— 
the distinct features of the Foote 
Arms being an oak tree and the 
clover leaf.” 

This is written up so neatly, in- 
cluding dates and places, it has an 
air of truth. But as Nathaniel was 
born about 1598, we can assume 
that his father was about twenty 
years of age at the time of his 
birth, which would make his father 
at least seventy-eight years of age 
at the time of the incident mentioned 
above. Consequently, this seems an 
unlikely explanation for the granting 
of the Foote Coat-of-Arms. 

It is usually impossible to trace 
back to the origin and the reasons 
for the granting of a particular 
Coat-of-Arms. The markings on a 
shield were originally intended to 
distinguish individuals in battle, as 
all knights looked alike when encased 
in armour. Naturally a son would 
be proud of, and continue to use, 
the markings employed by his father 
and it was on this basis that the 
College of Arms, when established, 
accepted and registered Arms that 
could be shown to have been in pos- 
session of a family for at least three 
generations. This rule was necessary 
as the use of Arms began long before 
there was a College of Heraldry to 
keep such records, 

However, there is no logical basis 
to evoke this rule in’ the United 
States. If your gyandparents—or 
someone earlier in your line—was 
inveigled into accepting and display- 
ing an erroneous Coat-of-Arms, the 
continued use of the Arms in the 
family would not lend authenticity 
to its use. So often I have been told 
that a certain Coat-of-Arms was 
“found among the papers of my 
great-grandfather” (or whoever had 
the papers) “therefore it must be 
correct!” Too many individuals are 
not interested enough in tracing back 
their lines to prove definitely their 
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right to a Coat-of-Arms and are 
willng to accept any Arms that bears 
the name in which they are inter- 
ested. The rule pertaining to three 
generations of continued use would 
only hold in a country where there 
are rules of Heraldry to be followed, 
and where the usurption of a Coat 
would not be well received. 

So, while it may be impossible 
to go back and find out exactly 
when, how and where a family first 
acquired the right to certain Arms, 
it is wise to make sure that your 
line is traceable back to an individual 
known to have borne arms legitima- 
tely. 

The Foote Arms, as in the fore- 
going, has been accepted and regis- 
tered by the Committee on Heraldry 
of the New England Genealogical 
Society for the descendants of Na- 
thaniel Foote. Consequently, having 
established the Arms for Nathaniel, 
the descendants of his brother Joshua 
(who may have left progeny in Am- 
erica) and his sister Mary are also 
eligible to display these Arms, under 
the lenient rules adopted by the fore- 
going Committee. 

Research among English records 
brought to light definite informa- 
tion concerning the parents of Na- 
thaniel Foote. The father of Na- 
thaniel was ROBERT (not James), 
and an abstract of his will, dated 
January 27, 1608 (probated) Febru- 
ary 15, 1608, reads as follows: “Ro- 
bert Foote of Shalford, Essex, yeo- 

. names his children Robert, 
James, Daniel, Nathaniel, Francis, 
Joshua, Elizabeth, Joseph and Mary. 
... “for execution of this will I 
do . . . desire my well beloved 
brother John Foote of London, grocer 
... to be supervisor and assistant to 
my executors...” 

Robert Foote married Joane 
Brooke (daughter of John and Eliza- 
beth Brooke) and his brother John 
married Margaret Brooke - i. e. the 
Foote brothers married two Brooke 
sisters. This John Foote was a gro- 
cer in London, and father of Sir 
Thomas Foote who was created Bar- 


onet 21 Nov. 1660. Volume III of

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“Ancestry of Berkshire Co., Eng- 
land” (Wargrave Hundred) p. 181 
says Thomas Foote was “Citizen and 
grocer of London who later served 
the offices of Sheriff and Alder- 
man, and was Lord Mayor in 1649-50. 
He was a member for the city in 
Cromwell’s Parliaments and was 
knighted by him in 1657. After the 
Protector’s death he sat in the Coun- 
cil of State, in the early months of 
1659-60 and was created a Baronet 
by Charles II in 1660. He lived to a 
great age, being about ninety-six at 
the time of his death in 1687.” 

No doubt it was these honors con- 
ferred upon Nathaniel’s cousin that 
was garbled in transmission and later 
became attributed, in some measure, 
to Nathaniel’s father. However, this 
has a bit more foundation than many 
of the family traditions I have had 
to debunk and disprove before being 
able to continue on a proper genea- 
logical road.

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Further proof of the relationship 
between Nathaniel and his father 
Robert is contained in the court Rolls 
of the Borough of Colchester, which 
contain this entry: Nathaniel Foote, 
aged 16 years, son of Robert Foot 
(sic) of Shalford in Com. Essex, yeo- 
man, doth put himself apprentice to 
Samuel Croylye of Colchester, afore- 
said grocer and Free Burgess from 
the Feast of St. Michael the Arch- 
angel last past for the term of eight 
years. Dated 21, Sept. V James I 
(1608). Seated and delivered in the 
presence of me Robert Foot and me 
George Lumpkin.” 

Shortly after serving his appren- 
ticeship, Nathaniel Foote married 
(about 1615-16) Elizabeth Deming. 
Their two oldest children were bap- 
tized in the St. James Parish Church, 
Colchester; the next four are pre- 
sumed to have been born in England, 
and the youngest, Rebecca, probably 
in Massachusetts. Nathaniel died 
suddenly at the age of 51. As he 
left no will, his widow was appointed 
administratrix. Their children were 
as follows: Elizabeth married Joshua 
Churchill; Nathaniel married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Lt. Samuel Smith; 
Mary married three times - John 
Stoddard, John Goodrich and Lt. 
Thomas Tracy; Robert married 
Sarah Potter; Frances married ist 
John Dickinson and 2nd Francis Bar- 
nard; Sarah married Jeremiah Jud- 
son; and Rebecca married Lt. Philip 
Smith and secondly Major Aaron 
Cook. 

Rebecca’s first husband, Lt. Philip 
Smith, was an early settler of Weth- 
ersfield “murder’d with an hideous 
witchcraft.” On October 2, 1688 she 
married as her second husband and 
his fourth wife, Major Aaron Cooke 
who was twenty-four years older 
than she, and who died two years 
later at the age of eighty. 

Nathaniel Foote settled first in 
Watertown, Mass., where he was a 
freeman in 1634. In 1636 he was in 
Wethersfield, Conn., where he served 
as representative to the General 
Court in 1641-44. Two years after 
his death his widow, Elizabeth Dem- 
ing (sister of John Deming, another 
early settler of Wethersfield), mar- 
ried Thomas Welles who later became 
Governor of Connecticut. She sur- 
vived her second husband and died in 
1683 at the age of eighty-cight years. 

Until 1908 when the Foote Family 
Association of America remedied the 
situation, there was no stone to mark 
the grave of this early settler. At 
this date, however, they erected a 
granite memorial on the original 
home lot of Nathaniel in Wethers- 
field which contains the following 
inscription: Nathaniel Foote’ The 
Settler/ Born in Fngland 1593/ Died 
in Wethersfield 1644/ Erected by 
the/ Foote Family Ass’n/ of Amer- 
ica/ on the original Home Lot/ Sep- 
tember 17, 1908. 

Joshua Foote, a brother of Nath- 
aniel and a son of Robert and Joane 
(Brooke) Foote, is called “a citizen 
and ironmonger of London.” He had 
extensive business connections here 
from 1644 to 1652 and was a member 
of the Iron Works Co. He came to 
New England about 1653 and re- 
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sided for a time at Roxbury and 
Boston, but later removed to Provi- 
dence, R. I., where he died in 1655. 
Savage’s “Genealogical Dictionary 
states, “he gave his estate to his 
wife and children but does not name 
them, and I presume they continued 
at London. Our records shows that 
his son was Samuel, and about 1650 
his daughter Elizabeth married Wil- 
liam Sheldon of London.” Joshua 
Hewes, his nephew, served as admin- 
istrator of his will probated at Bos- 
ton October 31, 1655. 

Mary, a sister of Nathaniel and 
Joshua, married John Hewes who 
died in August, 1621. Their son 
Joshua Hewes came to Roxbury in 
or about 1633 as a single man, but 
soon after married Mary, daughter 
of Henry Goldstone of Watertown. 
Savage lists only three children by 
his first wife - Joshua, born and 
died in 1639; Mary born 1641; and 
Joshua (again) born 1644. His first 
wife died in Boston in 1655 and in 
1657 he married Alice, the widow of 
John Crabtree by whom he had an- 
other daughter Hannah. As it is 
stated he served as administrator 
of his uncle Joshua Foote’s will, and 
not as executor, it may be presumed 
he was appointed because he was the 
nearest of kin. 


Another early Foote settler was 
Pasco who settled in Salem, Mass., 
in 1687 where he had a grant of 
land. He had issue: John, Malachi, 
Samuel, Elizabeth, Mary, Isaac, Pas- 
co and Abigail. Also, Richard Foote 
of Cornwall, England, settled in Satf- 
ford Co., Virginia. Hotten’s “Lists 
of Emigrants To America” gives a 
John Foot and a John Foote under 
“Lists of the ‘Convicted Rebels’ (of 
Monmouth’s Rebellion of 1685)° sent 
to the Barbadoes and other Planta- 
tions in America.” Greer’s “Early 
Virginia Immigrants’ (1912) lists a 
John Foot in Westmoreland Co. in 
1654; a Wm. Foote in 1653 -.no 
county; and a Thomas Foote in 
Northumberland Co. in 1650. If there 
is a relationship between these in- 
dividuals, it has yet to be established. 

“The National Cyclopedia of Am- 
erican Biography” contains the lin- 
eage of three or four descendants of 
Nathaniel! Foote, and includes the 
names of Edward Bliss Foote, phy- 
sician and journalist; John Howard 
Foote, musical expert; and Charles 
Howard Foote, manufacturer. Ad- 
miral Andrew Hull Foote was born 
in New Haven, Conn., September 12, 
1806, eighth in descent from Na- 
thaniel. He was the son of Samuel 
Augustus Foote (1780-1846) born in 
Cheshire, New Haven Co., Conn., a 
prominent lawyer and Whig politi- 
cian and eleventh Governor of Con- 
necticut, 1834-5; and grandson of 
Rev. John Foote, a graduate of Yale 
in 1765 and pastor of the Congrega- 
tional Churches at Branford and 
Cheshire for about fifty years. 

The lineage books of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, the 
Society of Colonial Wars, ete., all 
contain many, many records of those 
bearing the Foote name who have 
aided in building ana contriputing 
to the welfare of our country.

is a .22 caliber with a seven shot re- 
volving barrel. 

Of particular interest to miniaturia 
collectors was the display of minia- 
ture pistols that are actual working 
models. Included in this display was 
a two-millimeter Remington double- 
barreled deringer, also a one-milli- 
meter French cartridge revolver, an 
.08 caliber Colt automatic and a min- 
iature French dueling set. 

Aside from viewing other hobbyists 
collections the society’s members ex- 
change knowledge they have gathered 
in the firearms field. Sam E. Smith, 
Markesan, Wis., gave a. paper on the 
Reid Revolver. It has taken Mr. Smith 
ten years to assemble this informa- 
tion.

FULLER GUN 
MUSEUM DEDICATED 


With a crowd estimated at 175 - 
200 on hand, the National Park Serv- 
ice, U.S. Department of Interior, ac- 
cepted as a gift the collection of 
American Military Long Arms of 
Claude and Zenada Fuller. Housed 
in a special wing built for that pur- 
pose at the Chickamauga—Chattan- 
ooga National Battlefield Park, Ft. 
Oglethorpe, Ga., the collection was 
dedicated on July 4, 1954 after the 
idea, germinated some seven years 
previously, had seen fulfillment. The 
collection, regarded by authoritative 
collectors as perhaps the, or one of 
the top two or three most complete 
U.S. Marshal collections in scope and 
variety in this country (there are 
several one of a kind items), con- 
tains some 400 items, including a 
number of Confederate-made types. 
It represents the finest of sixty years 
of collecting by both Mr, and Mrs. 
Fuller and being the first such mu- 
seum we know of which is correctly 
displayed, properly labeled and 
properly cared for should become the 
mecca for gun collectors and military 
historians.

DUEL IN TALLAHASSEE 
—1827 


In 1827, Tallahassee, Fla., enemies 
still settled their affairs with fists, 
knives or the more refined with pis- 
tols and the duel even though laws 
and lawyers, judges and courts were 
to be had. Involved in one such duel 
was Achilles Murat, one-time Crown 
Prince of Naples, nephew of Napol- 
eon, and since his adoption of Ameri- 
can citizenship, one strongly involved 
in local politics. He incurred the 
wrath of Judge Daniel B. McComb 
whom he baited and ridiculed in the 
campaign for a local office. McComb 
had stated that Murat’s slaves had 
been stealing his pigs—Murat did 
not deny this, but rather made ex- 
cuses for them. At a political rally 
later, Murat accused McComb of be- 
ing a turncoat, the latter denied this, 
but proof was cited, Tempers raged 
and three days later the two fought 
a duel. The first shot fired found 
that McComb’s bullet had torn off 
the small finger of his opponent’s 
hand; Murat’s bullet tore through 
his opponent’s shirt and using his 
words, “scared out the lice.” Me- 
Comb declared himself satisfied and 
the affair was over—but the Judge 
lost out in the election which fol- 


lowed.
